Ottawa, May 2. — According to a let- 
t.-r seal O. 11. Watson, K. C, Toronto, 
by Hon. .Mr. Ayieswortli in connection 
with his appoiiilinont as one of the 
counsel In the Inquiry into Marine de- 
partment affairs, the Minister says 
that "In a general way what is ex- 
pected of you Is that you prosecute 
an Inquiry into all matters covered by 
the order-ln-councll authorizing Judge 
Cassels" appointment. Y'ou will be re- 
sponsible for bringing before the com- 
missioner all such evidence as may be 
retiuested to make tho iiuiuiry thor- 
ough, and to eiialde liio conitnissloiier 
to make a compleie n-port. 

Judge I'assels' iniiulr>- l»-gan at noon 
today. The Judge explained tin- scope 
oC thu imiuir.,- and said IL w.iuld be 
open to the iiubllc, 'I'homas I-'yshe of 
llio civil servic(! commission, wlio 
wrote the appendix rejiort, making the 
charges under the Investigation, was 
examined by .Mr. V.'atson, l-C. C, and 
said be had 110 charges to make' ;tnd 
any information h,. had other than 
what appeared in the- report bearing 
oil tlie i-harges made was only li>-arsay.

Therefore when we heari 
a pr.'in'hei' . liar.pi'd with iila.iii.irizln;;, ' 
ui' woiilil liK'o to Ilea- what lie has to 
say for himself before declaring hlin 
guilty. 

.Vet tliiit if he is ^'iiilly he has done 
anything '.xortliy of eond.'iiination nei-- 
essaril>-. if the A|iostlc I',/-'''. '"' 
Shakesi)eare, or Ihti Ulshop of London, 
or Henry Ward Beecher has advanced 
an Idea and expressed it In language 
that cannot be inipro\-ed npon. wliy 
should It be held obligatoi-y on the part 
of a preacher to mangle the thought 
and spoil the language so that some 
one may not accuse him of plagkiriz- 
Ing? If he finds his hearers Interested, 
and the thoughts and language of some 
one else .seem to be the very things 
needed, why should he not give those 
thoughts and that language without 
saying where h'' got llienr.' ll .'ill 
comes down to a (piestiori of common 
luinesty. If a preacher or a writer at- 
tempts to palm off the sayings of oth- 
ei's as Ills own. It is dishonest. If he 
us.'S them without stopjilng to give 
creillt. each case iiuist lie judged by Us 
own circumstanci's. It is easy to Ini- 
iigino oases where the whole effect of a

Soelalism is 
attractive to men who think, but If 
they continue to think, and do not 
accept the doctrine as a workin.'-i 
basis fur tiie (in,'anization iind main- 
tenance of society, it soon taket' its 
place In their minds with other 
theories, which, while admirable in 
IM-iiu'i|ile, ;ire impossible In practice. 
Hence the reasons, which iiilliieiiee 
nien to Ijccome .Socialists, later in- 
Ihieiico tlieni to withdraw from an ac- 
tive eo-opcratloii with those who seek 
to put the extreme principles of tlie 
doctrine Into practical effect. We think 
this is a natural sequence, and hence 
will not ho at all surprised to see 
Socialism ia|iidly lose its force as ix 
sep.irato factor In the determination 
of public policy, but become more in- 
lliietitlal than e\er in promoting the 
imlilie welfai-e. 'I'lieie will Ije fewer 
.Siicitilists in ntinii', but mor<> in prac- 
tice, only the liope of realizing the 
iiliiinate ideas of this .<cliool of think- 
ers will b.i postiii'iii'd to some Indell- 
nite date in 111.' future, and in the 
naaiillnio tlien. will be an elTort to 
work in that direction. It is inevitable

Vet wo would n'jt 
care to be understood as saying that 
many of the principles advocated by 
the Socialist will not be recognized 
in future I'-glslation, for we believe 
tluy will be. Our idea Is that the 
great mass of those, who have called 
themselves by that name, will cease 
to be political Ishmaelttes, and will 
si rve as a leaven to the whole body 
politic.

The Tehuantapec. railroad, or more 
properly the Ferro Carrll Natlonalo do 
Tehuantapec, Is a aubstanliully built 
lino for its wliolo distance of 193 irlles. 
Klghty-pound rails uro used, steel 
bridges and stone aljutnients and cul- 
verts. Itlncon Antonio Is the headquar- 
ters, a junction, near which great oil 
fields arc situated fr om which the loco- 
motives, all oil-burners, get their fuel. 
The coal problem Is uidcnown to this 
line, the company having large oil 
llelds from which its supply Is drawn. 
The track, too, is ingeniously coated 
with oil. This fuel Is used in all tho 
company'^; shops, the roundhouse, etc. 
There the power is by electric units. 
An Idea of tho extent of tho business 
expected when the development lias 
reached its height is olitained when it 
ia stated that the company oxpocts to 
handle 2,600,000 tons of cargo a year. 

W. B. Ryan, vice-president and gen- 
eral manager of tho Tehuantapec Na- 
tional Railroad, writing of the facilitloa 
of Salina Cruz, says: Steamers of the

actually done therein no steps could 
be taken. Now tlie council is m poss- 
ession of evidence which. It is claimed 
will show that within .tho past ten 
days the slaughter house , has been in 
operation and animals have been 
tilaughtored. Tho oouacil will take 
legal action through Its solicitors, 
Messrs. Eberts & Taylor anil an in- 
junction will be Issned to prohibit the 
continuance of slauKhteriuK l-'y Me- 
Faddcn ,*!: Mould. 

Tho question was brought to tlie 
nttontlon of the council at the reffular 
fortnightly nieelhih' held last evening 
when the municipal constable report- 
ed that slaughterinLT was being done. 
lOvory member oi' the eomicli was em- 
phatic in ills declarations that Mc- 
Fadden & Mould should be prohibited 
from using their slaughter house as 
such, and that legal action Is neces- 
sary. 

Uraes Legal Action 

Councillor Mannix protested ngalnst 
allowing McFadden & Jtould to ig- 
noro tho orders of the eoiun il and it" 
tho necessary evidence could be ob- 
tained i)rompt action should 1.)'' taken. 

Councillor Dunn declared that it 
M-ouUl not be hard to get the evid.'nce. 
]le, hluiself, had seen live animals 
lal^ca Into the slaughter hous(\ had 
iward fh-e .shots and later hail seen live 
eareu.-^sps carried out, ;ill in one din'. 
The only conclusion that could he 
arrived at wiis tiuit either the animals 
!iru slaughtered or else tho air pf the 
place is particularly poisonous. lie 
could name a party who had witnessed 
the slaughtering of the cattle and he 
urged that steps bo taken Immediately 
to slop operations In the pl.iee. 

Reeve Quick ]>ointed out that the 
evi(ience must be clear. AVhen tlu\ 
jiuinicliiality was in possession ol' 
such legal steos could be tak(>n. 

Councillor Nicholson declared he 
v.-as getting rather sore at this sort 
of thing.

N this pa,c;e is repradiiccd a 
pliotograiiii showing tiic l)usi- 
iicss section of the city of Nan- 
aimo, as it appeared in the year 
iSftS. While tlic view is one 
which will prove extremely in- 
teresting lo all "old timers,"' it 
ought lo he explained to others 
that it does scant justice to the 
pretty Coal City, in tliat it conveys no idea of 
tlic splendid harbor. In the right centre, close 
to the end of the bridge, will be seen the old 
Hudson Bay bastion, which, in the early days, 
was a distinguishing characteristic of all Hud- 
son l^av jiosts, and a very necessary protection 
against the treacherous Indians. This old bas- 
tion is still standing at .Xanainio and is an ob- 
ject of ne\er-failing interest lo tourists and 
other visitors. 

At the present moment there is no jioint 
on Vancouver Island with a more assured fu- 
ture than Nanaimo. The immense coal deposits 
which lie adjacent lo the city arc being de- 
veloped on a scale greater than ever, the strat- 
egical position it dceupics :is a ilislributing 
jioint is being euii)hasi/ed in<i|-i,- aiul uuire, and 
the ci)nstniction b\" the C. 1'. K. ni an iuunense 
ferry slip is a guarantee thai it is destined to 
play an important ])art as a shiijping ])oint. Mr. 
C. A. Sutherland has recently compiled some 
interesting and valuable information about 
Nanaimo, which will serve a useful purpose if 
reproduced here. 

The Nanainto mines are now producing at 
the rate of almost 500,000 tons per j'car, wliich 
is more than double what was being taken out 
last _\'ear. This year the Western h'uel com- 
pany will pay out fully one and a half millions 
of dollars in wages, almost double last year. At 
present 1,300 men are employed, an increase 
of 60 per cent over last year. 

Manager Stockett of the mines states that 
he exjiects to take out 600,000 tons llii^ year, 
and by K)io, one million tons. 'I'he suppl\- of 
coal is almost inexhaustible, nnt e>nly in the 
Western I'ucl property, but in other holdings 
all through that district of which Xanainio is 
the centre. Mr. Stockett was asked recently, 
"How about the supply of coal? Is it likely to 
give out?" He replied, "No, there is scarcely 
even a possibility of such a thing. We have 
now rn sight more coal than has been jirodiiccd 
in all the time the Nanaimo mines have been 
(jperating. and there is every rca.son to believe 
th.at further ])rospecting will prove the exis- 
tence f)f far greater fields than have _\'et been 
touched." 

So much for coal. What about Xanainio it- 
self? The subject is a large one. To begin 
with, a more beautifully .situated city docs not 
exist on the Pacific coast. .Nanaimo, with her 
hundreds of pretty little homes, masses of 
roses, and flowers of every deseriplinn in gen- 
erous sized gardens, lies in a perfee!. land- 
locked harbor, with J'rotection ami Xewcaslle 
Islands flung up against the rtnigh waters of 
the gulf. There is a charm about this portal 
to Vancouver Island that is indescribalilc, a 
touch of the Arcadian, a suggestion of the 
poetica' in the little city with her broad out- 
look on the decj), blue waters (jf the gulf, a 
procession of islands fronting her beautiful 
harbor. Xanainio with her historical trarli- 
tions reaching back into the dim |)asi, with iis 
vague enticing glamor of antii[nit\' ; llieri' is 
the repose and serenity of an oKler cisiiiza- 
tion than is found in any part of British Col- 
umbia, and yet underneath the surface there 
are strong evidences "(jf the Western spirit, 
Western enterprise, liojjc and bonndle--> ani- 
bitioM, the syniptuiiis of a city ha\-ing jii.--l di^- 
' ■■ M 1 ■ I h er o\\ u. .\iid 
all this amid the sweet and fragrant bloonuiig 
flowers that are scenting the atmos])here, 
within easy reach of the .secret nooks of the 
wildwood and the stream ; less frequented 
spots in the woodlands, wheie one can hide 
away from the ceaseless grind of e\eryd.iv 
life and enjoy the fullest haijpiness of the life 
of the unfettered, nr.d uiicoi'.s eiitiou.il in cool 
spots in the wilderness by the water-. <■{ the 
Great (lulf, ijy ■ ovLitainside and stream. 

Nanaimoitcs tiiemsclvcs have been recruit- 
ed largely (those who have not been born 
there) from the British Isles. They have that 
hearty old English cheer that flings wide the 
doitr to the stranger; thev ha\'e the slroi:.;' 
ph_\ si(|uc of John l')ull. and t'l see tli.- i^ni-e:dar, 
well-kiiil ti'anies of I'le l^ng line of ineu \\\\'< 
tr.amp to the mines eaeh da\-, ;s to S(.i' f'i.e 
a regiment of Cauaihiins as :an be seen liom 
ocean to ocean. A (H^iiuetly Nanainw:) charac- 
teristic, not found. ]ierliaps. in any other West- 
ern conmiunit)', is the fact that those who have 
been born in Xanaimu ha\e been there for 
many years. Xanaimo is one of the oldc-t 
cities in Ihitish Columbi;i. est.ablislu'd in 1X5^, 
.■i.nd it i^ not an unusual thing to mrt'i pt'oplf 
^vllo li;r-. c i-eNid;\l ihei-e foi- tweniw iliirtv am! 
f(jrty years. Jn<leed, this is rather the rule than 
the exception. They wander away .sometimes, 
but, like Rcsselas in search of happiness, they 
have coinc back to their own again. 

Commercially Xanaimr) is in good shape at 
present. Of late there has been a lai'ge in- 
crease in lujpulation. .Alniosl d.-iily faniihes are 
leaving tin.' coal centres of Kngland to Lake 
up their residence in the more fa\ored city of 
Nanaimo. I louses are at a i)remium, and find- 
ing d residence is a matter of some serious mo- 
ment. No better investment can offer itself 
tl-.ere at present th.an the building of new 
houses. Much of the impelus of the general 
trade of the cit\- is due to the increased num- 
ber ot eni])loyees in the mines and the dex'clop- 
nients undertaken by the Red Kir Lumber 
Company, the new whaling station nearby,

recently established by tlie Pacific Whaling 
Conipain-, and to other expanding local indus- 
tries and the settlement of the surrounding 
distrii'l b_v ai-ri\-als from Manitoba and other 
[)rairie ijro\inces. These ha\'e not been the 
only factors, however. Nanaimo is so situated 
tliat she is the central distributing point of the 
Island. .Ml roads of travel on \'ancouver 
Island meet there. 'I'radc to Cumberland and 
.Mberni N'allews .'ind to the southern point of 
the Islaml, in the centre" of which xXanaimo is 
the iii\'ot, |i,asses through XanaimtJ. With all 
of tlic island awakening and renewed acti\'ity 
general it is iiatin-;il that it should have a cor- 
responding effect on Nanaimo. 

One has not to remain long in Nanaimo to 
'"eali/.e that while her pi"eseiil largely depends 
on ci'ial. her future will lia\e iinnn' nior^ sub- 
stantial as.sets. Take the fisheries, for instance, 
Xanaimo, as e\-er\dne knows, is the centre of 
the greatest iierring fisheries on the continent. 
The herring simply swarm into the harbor, 
.suffocating each otlier by their numijcr, so at 
times they are packed several feet deep on the 
shors. It is only three years since the wortli 
of the herring w;is realized, for starting from 
nothing the production of herring for food pur- 
]ioscs came in the first year up to nearly four 
million pounds, in the .^eeonil \'ear became 
eight million jjounds, and last year nearly 
eighteen million pound.s. Such a result in the 
course of so short a time is little short of mar- 
velous, but Xanaimo has other fish besides 
herring, and \aluable fish, too. Salmon fishing 
and cod fishing are carried on almost all the 
_\'ear round, but only in a small way, and one 
e)f these daj s an expert will drop into Nanaimo 



on their cliiiiate. Xanaimo has an average 
rainfall of 3,^ inches, practically no snow, and 
little if any wind. It is a ciimate emineutiy 
adapted for fruit .'^'rowing, anil one that is in 
every way congenial to health. Richly endow- 
ed with natural beauties, blessed with an 
equable climate, Nanaimoitcs arc prone to 
bfiast of the day when their cily will not only 
be known as a coal city, but as a health resort, 
a rather incongruous combination at /irst sight, 
but one the facts viill bear out, nevertheless.

Hundreds of farmers flee- 
ing from the prairie provinces in search of a 
more equable climate have visited the Xanaimo 
district, and as a result many of them are 
settling on the Island and many more will 
come

The term of service of the detachment was 
live years, and in 1S03 they were disbanded, 
each of tho.sc who elected to remain receiving 
a free grant of 150 acres of land and his dis- 



charge. All the officers and some twenty-five 
or thirty of the men went home, the rest stayed, 
and of the whole gallant little body only about 
a dozen remain today, but their children and 
their work arc among the most valuable assets 
of Itritish Columbia. 

"Of the things which they were sent out to 
do," writes Mr. Clive I'hillipps WoUcy, ."Ihcy 
did these. They laid the foundations of New 
Westminster, laid out and surveyed the sites of 
llojie, Yale. i,ytton, Douglas, 'Lilloet, Clinton, 
and Richfield; made surveys thioughout the 
colony; built the most difficult section of our 
great Yale-Cariboo road, and the waggon road 
from Dotiglas to Pemberton Lake; built the 
llope mountain trail, and a number of other 
roads, streets and trails; designed the first 
churches ami school house on the m;unland ; 
the first reading room, library, and theatre; 
designed the arms and the first postage stamp 
of the Colony ; formed the gold escort for the 
Cariboo mines ; kept order and set an example 
of British discipline and British probity. 

"One of them did more than this, for it 
seems that he was more than a mere soldier, 

and master of many trades. lie was a pro- 
phet. It is written in these old documents 
that "many of us will never \villingly take such 
a long \-e\sage again even to get back to fuig- 
land." and Colonel Moody, after his arrival, 
on many occasions pointed out on the map 
diat a railway would reach Port Moody from 
the Atlantic, that it would circle round the 
back of New Westminster, and eventually 
reach h'nglish Hay. In the issue of February 
-•0, 1850. it was predicted that a railway would 
be constructed from Halifax 'along the north 
shore of Lake Superior, through the Red River 
settlement, along the valley of the Saskatche- 
wan, and through British Columbia to the 
mouth of the Fraser river, and should this 
railway be cx-ecutcd, passeng'ers will be able 
to get from Liverpool to Vancouver in four- 
teen or fifteen days.' 

"This was a bold prophecy in 1859, when 

the quickest route from point to point (that by 
the Isthmus of Panama), occupied from 
thirty-five to forty da3's, and yet accurate as 
it was in most i)oints, we have done more than, 
accomplish wdiat this prophet of fifty years 
ago foretold for us." 

These sappers were good stuff for nation- 
building, and they set a stamp for ever otj 
their community. 



ALONG THE EAST COAST 

As a health resort Comox is ideal, and, with 
the rapid increase of the population on the 
coast, it can only be a matter of time until it be- 
comes one of the most populous summer re- 
sorts on the Pacii'.c Coast. Photographs give 
a totally inadequate idea of this beautiful spot. 
The writer has traveled in many lands, but has 
seen few i)laces that can com]3are with, let alone 
equal, this little beauty spot of British Colum- 
bia. Away to the southeast stretch the spark- 
ling waters of the Gulf of Georgia, whilst to the 
south the land gradually rises until some miles 
inland it is bounded by the Beaufort Range. 
To the east the view is limited by the thickly- 
limbered islands of Denman, Hornby and Tex- 
ada. with the mainland mountains rising behind. 
A long saiuly spit, euphoniously termed "Goose 
J^pit," ])ractica!l_\- encloses the wdiole b;iy, and 
forms a natural brcakw^atcr, which renders 
botiling and fishing within the bay perfectly 
safe, no matter how rough the weather be out- 
side. This spit embodies about fourteen acres 
of Indian reserve, having at one time been the 
burial ground of the Comox tribe, but was 
leased by the .'Vdmiralty for the purj^ose of con- 
structing a rifle range for (he use of the war- 
ships on the f'acific station. This magnificent 
range was in use for a number of years, but has 
now fallen into di.suse, ejwing lo the withdrawal 
of the Pacific scpiadron from the coast. 

Near the govermnent wharf is a mineral 
spring, which is said to have very considerable 
medicinal properties. 

Denman and Hornby Islands arc particular- 
ly well situated for fruit-growing, and large 
quantities arc shipped to the neighboring cities 
every year. On a recent visit to Hornby Island, 
the writiT was shmvn some apples by an enthu- 
siastic r:iiiclier. the like of which he had no idc:i 
even l!ritisli t'olumlda could produce. These 
apples being of the "Maiden's Blush" varietN', 
eouhl not but afford, in a hazy sort of wa\', 
some additioiKil .argument in favor of the Gar- 
den of Pden tlieor}'. 

Away lo the north of Comox lies Oyster 
river, and still further to the north — about 35 
miles from Comox — lies Campbell river, per- 
haps the greatest fishing ground in the world. 
The sport afforded his disciples, who flock there 
annually from all parts of the globe, would 
make old Isaak green with en\ y. The "tyce" 
s.almon run away up in weight to between 
eighty and ninety ])Ounds, one of the record 
(isli, caught by Sir Richard Musgrave, of Vic- 
tcn'ia, being ]:)rescrveil in the provincial mu:^eum 
for the benefn o\ any "I)oul)ting Thomas" 

In 1905 a vScotchnian established ;i record 
for a singie-rod catch, in two weeks, lishing 
three hours per day, or forty-two hours in all, 
catching two tons of salmon. But this whole 
district afl'ords other sport than fishing; grouse, 
pheasant, deer, bear, panther and elk — though 
tlie last-named arc not ]:)lcntiful — afford ample 
occupation for the ambitious Nimrod. During 
Ihe summer months the steamer Joan makes a 
weekly run from Vancouver to Campbell 
river for the benefit of the enthusiastic sports- 
man. • •

Wo know that ho founded the flrst of 
the Thirty Dynasties, the Inst of which was over- 
thrown by the Persians in 340 B.C. Prevloufl to his 
accession to the rulershlp of I^Kypt, the country was 
said to iiHVe l)iM.Ti Koi-eriieil by .i raec nf gods, wlileh 
prohabh- means that of lOg.Npt before hl.s time there 
was nothing kiniwn except wnat had bee-i presi.'rved 
in ni> tlis. In thi.i respect all euunlrles are alike, luul 
hack in their prehistoric .shades \vr .si'e dimly .jut- 
lined the sliapes of beings, wlm si-eni to ha-.e been 
gods and goddus.ses. While it Is tnie that with 
Menea Egyptian history begins, it is not to be in- 
^ferred that we know nothing of the oountr.v before 
that time. Deep borings In the alluvial deposits of 
the .\lle valley e.^tablish that at a nmi'h more re- 
mote date than ."lOOO B.C. the land was inlialiiled by 
;i iJeojjle. who had made cniisldc!rabl(> i)nigress in 
arts, wild were f.uiiillar with the use of copper, and 
who kne-w soin<-thing nf navigation. .\s this .stage cif 
progress necessarily reriuires a long ijeriod uf de- 
A-elopment, it Is practically Imiiosslble to tlx with 
the slightest approach to certainty the length of 
time, which has elapsed slnee cIvilizatloM first made 
Itself apparent In ISgypt. Neither can we even guess 
at the nature of tiio event '•hlch overthrew this 
ancient clvlllzati n. i, o- :'.t the .lumber of centuries 
■which clap.sed between that overthrow and the time 
■when Menes weldeii th', f.irty Indepelulent lril>es into 
one empire and put an i-nd to the patriarchal sys- 
tem. If the inni-,. aniieiu nf tie.' above dali'S enr- 
rcctly iiiilleates when lie lived, .Mimes must be regard- 
ed as tlie tlrsi person, who is known with certainty 
to ha\-e establislied a .state, iiroclaimed laws and 
instituted divine worship. He is credited with 
having built the flrst temple, and to provide a site 
for it, ho changed the course of the Nile. His son 
and successor founded the city of Memiihis. Mcnes 
met with a ver\' unln rule death, Itavlng been de- 
voured by a crocodil' . 

In view of the pert which Egypt svibsequently 
played In the affairs of mankind, we may perhaps 
look upon Menea as the greatest of all the Makers 
of History, not so much because of the great things 
vhlch he per.^onally achieved us because of what his 
strength of purpose and genius for organization and 
guvernment made po.s.slble. In him we llnil tin.' repre- 
sentative of the passing away of an ancient .system 
and the Introduction of a new one. As far as we are 
able to judge, he wa.s the lirst of men to exercise 
absolute power over a nation. He must have been a 
man of remarkable ability and of great ambition. 
The dynasty founded by Menes continlSed for two 
hundred and fifty years. How It came to be over- 
thrown is not Icnown. All down tlsrough Egyptian 
history we come to great blanks about which nothing 
is known exoeiit that there seems to have been a 
regular succession of dynasties. These bkiiiks have 
bi'cn likened to the Dark -•S.gts in lOuropean history, 
and may have been due to similar causes, •/aniely, 
the in\asion of the country by people more warlike 
and less civiliKed than the native Inliabitants. Sucli 
was the Invasion of the "Shepherd Kings," a tribe 
of mountaineers, whose original home Is uncertain, 
who overthrew the Twelfth Dynasty about 17t>u U (.,'., 
and ruled the land for several hundred year.s. in- 
deed. It i.i .said that Menes himself wa.s an .\rab 
chieftain, who .saw. In the we;ilih v( m.- .\iU.' v;lI1. ■,• 
and the weakness of its jieople from a nii.it;: ) 
point of \-a'w, an np))ortuniii- to esLahlisli hini.-rn In 
n i)osition more exalted than any man had hitherto 
attalne<l. 'I'hen. as ever since. Egypt ha.s bei ii ruled 
by strangers. t:nder Ihi- government of the .succes- 
sors of Mencd, the country made great progress, as 
is shown by tlio fact that in the ancic-nt tombs are 
found ornaments of amber and vessels of tin. indi- 
cating that commerce with Kiltain and with the 
sliores of the ISaltie was carried on. 'Die > .xi. iit of 
tlie Egyptiaii eniiiiie at the period of its grcniist 
'.Sfilendor was \i'ry grem. It is said to ha\e iiuliid.il 
all Asia and .\fric,i. ■rhe wars in which this vast 
region \vas coniiiiered ari' a itiilin i ed by the (ireelis 
l<j Sesostris, hut tin- bclli.-r ojiinion is that Sesos- 
trls v\<is not actually a sovercdgn, but only typified 
in Grecian story the triumphs of the great ruler.s of 
the Nile valley. 

The iiiodern world is indclitcd for ils lirst kiiowl- 
I'dge of .Menes to .\lanetiio, ilie hi-ii prest <.i lle- 
liopolls, uho, in till' tliiril ei iitury latoie Christ, was 
commissioned by the reigning sovereign, Ptolemy 
Phlladelidius, to comjjlle a history of the country. 
European .scholiirs .jupposi-d that .Menes was a name 
invented by Manetho; or at least that ho might 
safely he lu-.slgned to a place In injT-thology along 
with the i.;ods. who once ruled the kingdom; but 
in rec'nt ,\'ears excavations have e.--t ;i 1 ij ;sh' d that he 
was, in point of fact, the lirst seven of Kgjpt. 



A WONDERFUL SURVIVAL 

Why the early Christians were per.^cruted by the 
Bomans is, and apparently must ever remain, one of 
llie unsolved jirohlems (jf history. Tlie ide.-i, wlili-h 
js commonly held, that tlie\- wimi- iiiiseruted be- 
cause they were good and the lionians were bad, is 
\intenable, for the Christian virtues were mucti 
esteemed among the Ilomans, iilthuugli they were 
not called by that name. It was not due to any an- 
tagonism to the Christian faith, us wo understand it 
today. The Romans of the flrst, second and th'rd 
k <cntiirl(.'s were not bisot.s. Every religious cult was 
^accorded perfect freedom, and no obli/;atloii rested 
'bpon nny one to have any religion at all. If he did not 
vvish to liavo one. There i,< no n'usim to siii)[)ose that 
the.Koman authorities had any feeling el(i;er for or 
against Jesus. They knew, of course, that all Jews 
expected a Mi^ssiah, and that the particular .sect, who 
were called Christians, believed that Josus Christ 
was tho promised deliverer. But this would have 
a tendency to repress any feeling of hostility, for in 
this respect they were in marked contrast to the 
orthodcx .Iowa, who refused to pay tribute on the 
grround that they expected a king of their own to 
nrlse. It became necesaary to take xe^ry severe 
moa-suroii to repres.s the latter, but tho (.'lirist laiis 
were not politically troublesome. Their great 
Leader had told thom to "rimder to Caesnr the things 
that are Caesar's." Tho tcachlng.'i of the ( ■hrlsti.-uis 
wei;o not so very different from thoso of the disciples 
of Mithras that they could have awnkenod nny re- 
sentment. Mithras was a Persian god, whose worship 
was very goiurrai in Rome about the timo of the ap- 
pearance ot Chrl.stlanll y and for two or three cen- 
turies later. TJ:u yrioata of ((Mithras taught that 



men are constantly engaged in a struggle between 
light, which typified tjiat which is good, and dark- 
ness, which represented that which is evil; that tho 

liunuin :;oul is un emanation of tho divine and can 
reascend to union with Its creator by means of 
penance, saerlhces and niy.sterles. The difference be- 
tween this and an outline of the doctrines of Chri.sti- 
aulty is not .so great that pcoidi.', as liberal-minded as 
the Itonians, would liuvo objected to tlio teaching of 
tho latter, while tolerating the former. Yet tlio per- 
secutions of the Christians were frequent and In- 
tensely cruel. Gibbon In his history seems inclined 
to think that tho Intolerance of tho Christians them- 
selves wnn responsible for tho disfavor In which they 
Were hold. They were not ii nation, but a sect. Im- 
perial Koine raised i.o objection to the people of 
conquered nationalities bringing the-ir religion wdth 
them to the eajiltal, or jirofesslng It In any part pf 
the empire; but a sect, which keiit apart and assumed 
a superiority above every one else, was not liltely 
to be popular, and was certain to be un object of 
suspicion. The stedfastncss with which the Chris- 
tians maintained their faltii under all circumstances; 
their refusal to recognize responsibility tJ any one 
but their crucified Lord and Master were not calcula- 
ted to make them friends. l.iiit iierhap.s the true 
reason win' i".'ery man's hand was against them is 
to be found in the faid that it was their ;ivoxved In- 
tention to overthrow all other forms of belief, lo 
root out tho worshiii of all gocls l.uit tlii' oiii' tlu>- 
vN'orsh i)iperl. and ultimately to set up a Uingdi.'in to 
be ruled over by Jesus, who was to come again. To 
th(' early Christians tho second coming of Clirl.-t 
and the establislunent of a dominion, tliat sliould be 
supreme upon earth, were very real things. Hence 
they were naturally regarded as the enemies of the 
existing order of things. Their wliole line of action 
gave abundant proof of the truth of what their .Mas- 
ter had said, when lie told thi.un that lie had not 
come to send peace but a s\.ord. Thi'ri' is something 
bispii-ing in the spectacle of a few u n lull ueiit la I nun, 
elaimin.g allegiance to a l.onl, who had suffL-red an 
ignominious death, setting llieniselvis uji to over- 
throw imperial Rome; that is. It looks very Insplrln.g 
'ind heroic to us toda.v . luit if any similar number of 
people would seek to u .> a similar thing in any i)arl 
of Christendom in this .\i'ar i.if grace, they would 
probably b<' regarded much as the early Christlan.'j 
wore regarded by the Romans. 

Tile first persecutions of the Christians took place 
in the reign of .Vero, shortly after the awful eonllag- 
raiiun wiiicli de.-uroxeil the greater pail uf lloiiie. 
The Roman poimlace attributed this lire lo .\ero. 
aial to divert their anger from himself, he souglit 
llctitious criminals. Tacitus, who wrote a few years 
later, says tho Christians "derived their name and 
origin from Christ, who. In the reign of Tiberius, liad 
suffered death by the sentence of the procurator. 
Pontius Pilate," The lilstorlan goes on to speak of 
their being received with toleration in Rome, but 
.shows that when tho arrests began tlie fury and 
liatred of the people knew no bounds. It was during 
these terrible days that trailition places the niarlyr- 
doni of Pi'ter and Raul, but there d..ies not appear to 
bo any contemporary record of their death. The per- 
secution of Nero seems to have beioi coiilinel to ttio 
city of Rotne it.self, and in otlier parts ot tho en-.plre 
the Christians were not greatly molested. Indeed, 
considerable sytnpathy appears lo havu been excited 
for them, and while there were many instances of 
cruelt.v and oppression towards them, there xvas no 
organized effort to sujiiiress the new faith until the 
reign of Diocletian, or about one hundred and forty 
>ears after ttw persecution of .N'ero. .Meanwhile tho 
Chrl.-^tian Church had become strongly organized, and 
its iidhereiits. so far from being an 1 iisign ilicant 
sect, were numbered by thousands and were promin- 
ent in all walks of life. Associated with Diocletian 
in the government of Rome were Constantius, Maxi- 
minus and Galerlus. Diocletian himself was of a 
tolerant spirt, and Constantius was of a very 
kindly disposition; but the two others held the 
Christians in implacable hatred, flalerlus was the 
more hostile of the two. and his inllueiu-e was suf- 
ticieiit to .-eeiire the ciuiseiit of Diocletian lo an at- 
tempt to extinguisli the iiew falMi. i bi I'ebniary 
.\.l). "o;i, a decision was reached and the first overt 
act was the destruction <if the beautiful ('liurr h of 
NIcomedia and the burning of all the copies k>( the 
Scriptures fouml therein. On tlH' following ilay the 
edict of iicrsecution was promulgated. It was de- 
creed that all churches throughout the empire .should 
>e demolished, that all church property should be 
1 nflscatcd, that all sacred books should be given 
lip to be burni^d publich', that all persons hoMing 
secret ass. •mill ies for worship should 1^' puiuslied 
with (b.-ath, that no Christian should be periiiiiled 
lo enjoy any ijo^itioiv of hoiicu- or lunolumenl, that 
Christian slave.-, should be forever deprived ol free- 
dom, that no Cliristian should be granted relief of 
any kind by the courts, and that the whole power of 
th ■ courts should be exercised against them in the 
case of claims of any kind preferred by persons not 
h. longing to the faith. While It is not true, us 
Cioeletlan said, that the exei-ution of his edict left 
not a single Christian within the realms ol Kome, 
till' persi cution was as ti rrible as coulil \\ ell be 
imaginid- It reacbi'd all parts of the euiplri' Willi 
lie- exce|ition of (iaul and Hrilaln. and Ils victuiis 
We,.- hiau.N. liibbon does not think Ihiil thej- ex- 
( (led tuo I'iniusf.Md, l.iul this number si-i ins incred- 
ibly sniali, and there l.s reull.v no way l)y whicli a 
correct estinuitc can be arrived at. I3ul the number 
of deaths is not the test of the severity of a persecu- 
tion. In fact, martyrdom has riulte a different ef.fect 
from the destruction of a cause. Heroic deaths bind 
an urganization together. Tho real fon-i' of the c illct 
of Die. lellan lay in its deprival of Cbri.Mians • f all 
civil rights, and it is the sur\i\al of tin- f,-illli in tiie 
face of the d isa h .1 i t le.- ihus .riMled which is i he nio^t 
wonderful fact In the history of the world Tlii' d.-- 
.splsed and persecuted sect grew all the stronger for 
the terrible treatment to which its members were 
subjected, and a century after the emperor had de- 
clared that he Und extinguished Christianity. It be- 
came officially recognized as tho slate religion of 
the Roman Empire. What was the vital force wlileh 
made this wonderful thing possible? We may try 
ill a .oibse(iucnt article to suggest an answer to this 
Queatloii.

If their doctrliuis will not con 
form lo the facts of creation, the doctrines must 
give way. On the other hand. It Is surprising how 
many things, which are nt flrst thought to be abso- 
lutely Inconsistent with religion, are found on fuller 
lnv'o.'<tigiitlf>n to bo fully In harmony with It In

then came tho anlrnal stage; then tho human stage, 
and the la»t will bo the spiritual stage. At each 

step there was the application of some new Influence 
from without, timi in Jesus Christ We find Individual- 
ized the power which will lead to the spiritualizing of 
mankind. The manner in which Dr. Kunk construej 
many of the sajdngs of Ji-siis and the Aposthc. s.i as 
to make them confcjrm to ills theory, is certainly in- 
teresting, and it cannot bo said to be at all forced. 
Tlic book Is a helpful one and, though not preten- 
tious in size and very modest in its claims, ouglit to 
bo a valuable contribution to tho development of 
religious thought. 

It Is not verT,- clear why -May Sinclair thought it 
necessary to write "Tho Helpmate." It is cleverly 
written, and the characters ;iro very well worked 
out; but one wonders why she thought It necessary 
to work lliuin out. Miss Sinclair endeavors to show 
how a woman ot pure thought and deeply religious 
sentiments, may drive a man to vice by her lack of 
sympathy and her devotion to imiiosslble Ideals; 
but she mlglit havu done so with less coarseness. 
Something may always be left to the Imagination, but 
Miss Sinclair leaves very little. She has produced a 
very Interesting story, but she might have made It a 
better one If she had not been so realistic. 

John Oxenham is in love wdth .Sark, iind if he can 
keep his readers interested in the stories, the- scenes 
of which he places on this little rock-girt island of 
tho Channel group, ho will have all the rest of us In 
love with it also. In "Pearl of Pearl Island," he tell.s 
what he himself calls "a simple love story," and ho 
tells it with a lightness of touch and a continuity ot 
interest that are very deli;;btfiil. Like "Carette of 
Sark," this volume Is lllustrat' d by photographs ot 
the island, a fi-ature in no\ el - writ 1 ng, which ina\' not 
be original with Mr. Oxenham, but is highly com- 
mendable and attractive. It brings readers very 
closely In touch with tho scones described. 

"Craven Fortune" is a novel with a somewdiat 
mysterious jilot, not .specially strong, yet thoroughly 
readable. The author Is Fred M. White, whose 
name Is on the title page of a number of novels.

The messenger dejiurted, and swiftly returned. 
Ysolt of the White Hands from the towers of the 
castle saw the ship come in, her snow-whlto sails 
making a bravo show and sending their message of 
love and cheer across the narrowing blue of the sea. 
Half-mad with anger and Jealousy, Tristram's wife 
tiew to the bedside of her husband. 

"The ship comesl" slie cried. 

Tristram lifted himself on his elliow, his e>es 
allame 

"Tho sail," he whispered; 'what sail?" 

'The sail is black!" cried V.-,olt of llie White 
Hands, and Tristram, with a great cry, tell back 
uiion his pillows dead. 

Ysolt tho Queen, green-clnd and Jewol-glrt, slipped 
ashore, and out-distancing all her followers, was flrst 
to reach tho castle of Tristram. Straight to his 
elitirnber she sped, ctilling upon him In a voice shrill 
and trembling wdth emotion. Hut when she saw him 
cold and straight, and still In death, she gave a great 
cry and fell across his body, and wdth the cry her 
heart liroke, and she too died.

Tennyson wrote another story of Tristram and 
Ysolt, a wonderfully musical, beautiful poem, but tho 
older version, which is not embodied in Tennyson's 
poem at all. Is the prettier one, and while reading 
It, we can And It In our hearts to pity the lovers, 
whom fate treated so unkindly. There Is no pity 
nwukimed by the perusal of "The Last Tournament."

Moreover, acci/rding to the cab peo- 
l)le who have made a. study of the situation, there tiro 
fully 110,0011 per;a:ins, exclusive of babies .-ind in- 
valids, who never use the street cars, and of these at 
least .1, 000 could not tell from personal observation 
what the Inside of a trolley is like, and have no con- 
ception of the ruBh hour In the subway. I^ny of 
these people never walk In the streets except to cross 
the sidewalk to get froni their homes or hotela Into 
their own vehicles or public cabs, and the longest 
walks they ever take are from those vehicles thrmigh 
the aisles nf the I'ashloiiablo stores, the corridors 
of the hotels, or around the semicircular passage 
back of their boxes at the o[iera. They arc Is'cw 
York's cub-using public, who thinli as little of hail- 
ing a cab for. a ride of a block or tivo as the average 
man does of hopping on a street car.

to all points in tho Western United States. They 
started, therefore, with !v voyage to Canada, of from 
four and a half to llv.; days. The present ordinary 
time from Montreal lo the I^acilic by the' Canadian 
Paclllc Railway was about four days; the Journey had 
been done — and it would certainly be done as a regu- 
lar thing before long— In three and a halt days, or 
perhaps less. Taking nine da.vs as the duration of 
the journey to Vancouver, 16 days thence to Auckland, 
and a further thne days to Sydney, they had a total 
of 25 dai's to Now Zealand and, 28 days to Australia. 
By the ii^tistorn route passengers .^nd mails now reach- 
ed Sydney In 30 to 31 days, and Now Zealand in 34 to 
37 days. The saving, therefore. In the C'lsu of New 
Zealand by the All-Hed route would bo some ten days 
and to Sydney two (lays, as compared with tho time 
via tiie Suez Caiitil; but iho thiies of the halter servic e 
w'vuld probably be soiiiewhal shorter under the new 
contract than those fixed by the present agvecmont. 

Imperial Interests 

While It would be largely used for paS8eng<-rs and 
nitiils, it must tend to make the different pBi'tii of tho 
Kmplre affected by it better known to each oher. This 
could not fall to stimulate a greater Interest In the 
general well-being of the various countries, and to 
have Important results in encouraging emigration and 
the Investiiii'iii of capital for the development of the 
resourci's which tliey possessed. In the Mother Coun- 
try we were largely ilcjiendent upon . tslde Hource.s for 
iniu'li ot our fond anil raw material. Ilajipily iniicli of 
tliese were '.ow pr.Hhic.-d within tlie R'miih'e, and this 
.-.ic-.li, ;,'■--. ..-.-lie nion- ami eiore Ihe i-tise as time went 
on. It \i,'as most il.-siralil.' that the ships in which such 
n.-c'-ssities -,\-. r.- c in\-.- \i-(l lo us shiiulil lie, as ftir as 
pessilih-, ni.il.-r the Hritisli Hag. If the best of these 
.-liijis c.iuhl 1..- so c. instructed with a \'I.'W l.'i convor- 
sini into el'i'.-cti\-i- arini-d .-riiis.-i's in time of need, it 
w.iiild h.-l|i to assiir.' our iiosition as the ]ir.-doni inant 
maritime P.iwer and indirectly add to the strength of 
the navy. If these considerations were in place wlth_ 
regard to the Atlantic, ihey applied with tenfold force 
to the Pacltic. From tlie British standpoint he looked 
uiion the third link In the chain of the All-Red route 
as of the utmost Importance and full of potentialities. 
This alternativo route to the East would be useful 
also for the despatch of troops if the necessity over 
arose. It sboulcl be i|uleker than by .Suck or the Cajn-, 
and less liable to danger and interruptions j and the 
jiresence of inercliant steamers on t l.i P.'icllic, capable 
.if being used lis ;irined cruisers, would bp a dlytincl 
gain to the l';in|iln'. R had been stated that tho com- 
pletion of til.- I'tmama l.'tmal would rob the new route 
of many of its advantages, fhtit it would be shorter In 
dlstan.'e. and r-nceiiriige direct steamshl]! cnmiunnlca- 
tliiii. l-'roin a practical st.andpoint, he doubted whether 
it would e\'er ver.v si'rlousl.\' compete with It, In or- 
der to bring the .-Mi-Red route into operation, ;i con- 
siderable sum of money would bo required in tho way 
of assistance. If It were left entirely to private enter- 
prise, it might take years, or a generation, before It 
was brought Into being; there would be the chance 
that foreign countries might take It up, obtain the 
control of tho routes, gather the passenger trade large- 
ly into their own hands, and make a bid also for co'n- 
merclal supremacy In our dominions. The Colonies 
did not ask the Mother Country to bear the whole 
burden nf t'ae expense of the All-Red route. Canada 
was prepared to pay its share, so wer- Keiv IS.jaland 
and .-Xustralhi, ;inil even the smaller possosaloiis i-u 
route whlcli might receive bt-nclils fror.i its establish- 
ment. Assistance to tho same extent would not al- 
ways be ne.'ded. .Surely they might look forward to 
the time when the new route would be self-su|iport- 
ing. The develoiuni'iit of steam navigation In the 
Atlantic could never have been as rapid .t.s it was 
but for the assistance gi\-eu by the Homo Government 
to tho Cunard lino in the early days of the new pro- 
pelling power, and even then the voyage occupied 14 
days; and tho same thing might be said of the" sub- 
sidies given to the Allan Line by the Governmeftt of 
Canada Avhen regular steam services to and ' from 
Canada were Inaugurated. It seemed to be 'the Ideal 
of some people that the All-Red route was merely a 
scheme for company exploitation. Its Introduction 
under official auspices at the Imperial Conference 
must be regarded as a rebuttal of any such assertion. 

The Colonies and the Empire 

There was another kind of criticism ivhich had a 
certain weight with some people, although not a num- 
erous body. 'J'hoy .said: "\Vhy should wc help the 
Colonies to Imiiroye their communications'.' Tlicy tax 
our goods, and tliey contribute nothing toward.s the 
Imperial exjieniliture of th .Vrmy and Nav.v, and we 
;irc always lending tliem money for one thing or an- 
other." All that was very ])lau.sible, but would it bear 
til.' I. 'St of exam iriation, In tlie first place, anything 
tiiat brought the I'ulonies closer to he -Mother Coun- 
try beiielitted not one iiart of the Empire alone, but 
the whole of it. It w;is true that the Coloules taxed 
the imiiorts of the -M.nher Country, or, a.t any rate, a 
jiart of them, but sunie ot the articles imported into 
this country, coming from the Colonies, were, he 
thought, taxed rather heavily. The general policy of 
the United Kingdom was to treat alike the foreigner 
and the British subject living outside its limits. In 
the great self-governing Colonies, or most cJf them, 
Britls-h goods 'vvere admitted on more favorable terms 
than those of their competitors, to the great benefit 
of British capital and laboi-. It was true that tho 
Colonies dill net i-ontrihiito largeK- in a direct way to 
till" naval and military exjiendlture of the Empire; liut 
the self-go'.-ei-iiing Colonies ,-it very considerable ex- 
pense k.-iit up tlieir own inilittiry e.-,tabl Ishinen t s, 
which must form ti part of the military organisation 
of the Kniplr.' in tin- e\-..nt of any great war. The 
outlying portions of the Empire were not oblivious o[ 
th.- fact that llu-y nw.'d much to the British ^'.ivy. K 
tln-y bad not ceii tribu ted largely toward.< its expenses, 
it had been because tliev could not at .oresent afford 
It. The debts of the Colonies had been largely in- 
curred for enterprises which were usually undertaken 
by private capital In older countries, and all these 
debts had to be met. But the time must soon come 
when the Colonies would in some form or other take 
a greater share than they did now in the government 
and administration of the Empire, so far a.s it affected 
the general community, and they miglit be relied ui)on 
then to take their full burden of the resiuinsl bil Ity 
which would fall upon them, and to be.ir it ch.erfully, 
The new route would create a tralllc and a trade of 
its own. and he was of the opinion that the scheme 
would be successful and prosperous. (Cheers.) 

Sir J. C. R. Colomb said that they had been told 
by Lord Strathcona tluit the .-Mi-Red route would 
create a ti-alHe and trad.' of its own, and, llierefore, it 
tvas not brought forward lo fullil a want. Instead of 
plai-in.g iJ .'iiHi.udO, this counlr.N'.s .-stimat.-d share of the 
siibsi,.ly int.) the proj.-ot, he thought it would bo 
e 'ser to ;;i:t the ine.i.'y into two liattleslilps. They 
ought to prepare for the struggle in Ihe I'ucllic wliicii 
was coming. 

Admiral Sir A. Douglas, Captain R. Mulrni-ad Col- 
lins, Mr. Domilil Master, Dr. A. P. Hlllier, Mr. K. .!. 
Osb.irn.-, Mr. .\ rni sir.mg, Colonel J. .\dani l'".-rgti sson, 
and .Mr. Pembcr lti'e\-i;s also took part In the lUsciis- 
si.m. Mr. Re.,'\'es remarking that tile iiroiinsed now 
r..iite, while er.'ating its own tr.-ide, as Lord .Strath- 
cna haii said, would tilso supply a ^a-ry keenl.\- felt 
want. l-:verything which linked the Etnplro together, 
iiiid which led tu easier and more rapid coinniunlca- 
tion between the different parts of the Empire, would 
facilitate trado and enrich the Empire. 

At the instance ot the Chairman, a cordial vote of 
thanks was passed to Lord Strathcona at the close of 
the discussion.

BEAUTIFUL ANNUALS FOR BEDS 
AND BORDERS 

ECEXT years have seen a t;i-i'at 
atlvaiicc ill llic popularity of an- 
nual flowers of all sorts, and 
tlii.^ i.s largely due to tlio iltcn- 
tion lliat tlicy have rocc-ivcd 
iroiii the nurserymen ov rais.Ts; 
l)iU they are slill very far from 
having " their merit.s properly 
rocogiiizcd, excepting: that tpiccn 
of annuals, the Sweet Pea. That all are as 
beautiful and adaptable as the Sweet Pea ean- 
not be truthfully urged, hut it can be ccrlamly 
said that a garden may be made extremely at- 
tractive for" inany months of the year by the 
use of annuals alone. 

.\or is this wealth of t'loral heauiy r^Mifiiiei! 
1<j the in(li\ itlual who possesses a greenhouse. 
inr there is a wide choice of (|uite hardy an- 
nuals, while all of those which arc called half- 
hardv or scnii-tendcr can he raised in the open 
garden quite easily. It is true that it is ne- 
cessar\- lo wail for comparatively warm wea- 
ther before sov^ing of the hitter can he sately 
undertaken ( )Utdo.'-)rs. and this delay in s^iwing 
means a dela_\- in flowering, hut net hy any 
means a delav that will prcveni tlu' plants 
front blooming well the first season. \\ iih the 
fine and mild autumns which we now get so 
regularly, this \e'-y lateness of flowrring is 
an advantage, fur i)l;iius ]:\>\ much longer in 
the comparati\-ely ^■'n,\ eonditi. ^ns of auiuinu. 
and one must in'i ii-,er!nnk the fact that i-.ic 
of the chief legitimate grievances against an- 
nuals is their rather brief flowering sea.son. _ 

'l"he .shortness of the flowering season is, 
however, grossly exaggerated in many ca.ses, 
for there arc, at least, some annuals which last 
in bloom as long as any flower found in the 
garden.

How to Raise Hall-Hardy Annuals 
Shallow i>ans are bcsi for raising ihc'-e. 
Thcv should be washeil clean and dried before 
using, a dirty or wei I'an often being r' spoii- 
.siblc for disasters at ])ricldng out time, .\fter 
arranging a layer of drainage material in the 
bottom of oaeh p.-m, it slioi;l.i be filled 'o wiili- 
in an inch of tlu- brim with ligi.!. sandy .-o-.l ; 
loam and !eaf-moidil in ei|iial pan-, .ami liall ;i 
jKirt of eoarsi- sand make a good mixture |or 
raising seedlings. .Ml the fine seeds should be 
mixed with silver sand before sowdng, as this 
enables an equal distribution to be marie; such 
seeds will need no further covciiuL:. but tlie\- 
mav be pressed into the soil \\ nh ilu- In atom 
of aiioiher pan. \\ lien large enough t' 
the seed should ;dwa\s be pl.aeed in 
in the pans, giving eaeli seed from 
inch til one inch of sp-.R-e. according to its -i/e 
and also the size of its seed lea\ es. A la}-ei- 
of half sand and half soil should be scattered 
over all large seeds to a depth of not more 
than half an inch. 

Sowing finished, cover each pan with a nam- 
of glass to check e\'aporat ion. or stand tin- 
pans on top of each, mlier, first, however, 
gentiv imitiersin.u the pans in a tub of lepid 
water. Stand them in ;i moist, warm corner of 
tiie greenhouse, and examine them daily after 
they have been sown a week to sec if any of 
th seeds are showing signs of life. As soon as 
the first few green shoots break through the 
.scpil remove the upper pans from off those be- 
low; if glass is used, it should be remo\-ed al- 
most as early, as it is not wise to \-,cakeii the 
young plans by keeping' them too confined. 
Gradually accustom them to the full light and 
plenty of air, and before they commence to 
crowd each other, jnick them off into other 
pans or boxes. A light r^oil should still be 
used, and a layer of sand on the surface of the 
soil given to the more tender sorts, such as 
the Teu-wcek Stock, Portulacas, Petunias and 
■^^(thcrs which have a tendency to rot off at tlie 
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soil line. .\s a general rule, two inches be- 
tween the young i)lans should be allowed at 
the pricking-off stage. 

Shading must f(dlow pricking off, am 
syringe will be found useful in assisting re- 
cslablishment, Inil it must be used very .gently 
and so that its spia\- falls in a fine shower. 
When the plants are able to hohl up then- 
heads without .shading, gradually inure theni 
to cooler quarters, and cventuall\ jilace them 
in a cold frame, where they should receive 
more and more air until they arc planted out 
at the end of May.

I-'ach plant is then selected from this 
heaj) and strijiiud of all the old runners an.d 
deal] lea\'es. a.ml the roius Irimmed to aboul 
three inches long. .-Ml ll'ic old parent plants 
must be discardeii. 'I'hc plants are now ready 
for conveyance to the field, where th y are 
dropped at holes provided for their reception. 

These holes arc best made with the spade, 
the kdade being driven in on the line and the 
handle le\-ere(l o\'er to one side before with- 
drawin.g. This le;;\es tlie lio'e even on one 
side, while 011 the other ihe soil is banked 
from the prestsurc of the spade blade. To set 
each plant is taken in the hand, the roots 



1 believe, loo, that fall lu-uiiiiig of these lat- 
erals makes tliL- plant more subject to winter 
injury. This has been my experience, at least, 
for I have always found that where 1 delay tlu- 
j)riiiiing of the rasi)berry until spring tlie\- 
come ihrough the winter in better shape than 
V, lieu they are pruned in autumn. 

Some grape-growers iiruue their x'ineyards 
in anlr.inu. ,'iiid I believe this is .'mother luis- 
lake. I don't believe the sines pass tiie win- 
ter as well as where iliey are left unpruncd 
until the next spring. 

While f ,'ini on il;e subject, I ma)' .go a 
little further and sa\' I don't belicN'e in doing 
any kiiul of pruning in autumn, for this work 
can be licttcr done next spring, just before 
growth starts. Where trees are pruned now, 
tlie wound will dry and will not heel as readily 
as it would if the were running and the 
trees vv'cre m;ikmg new wood. It \-er_\' often 
happens th;il the limb will die back' from the 
cut. where it would li.'ive healed over if the 
pruning had been done in the spring. 

The only .oguiuciit advanced for fall-prun- 
ing is that the growers have more tiitic then. 
This is true. But it doesn't seem to be a 
wdse plan to save time at the expense of our 
fruit crops. I low is it with other growers? I 
have given onl\' my experience, and woulrl 
like to know if 1 am wrong in this regard, —

Watch for Insect Pests 

The blooming of the apples and pears 
warns us to get ready to sjiray with an arseni- 
cal poison for the codling niolh or apple 
worm, shortly after the blossoms drop. It 
must be done before the green sepals beneath 
the white petals have .close^d up and the young 



fniii bent o\er. liccatiso the poison must; fall 
into the eal3'.x cup iu order lo be effective. 
Pear psj'llas and plant lice, which ai limes arc 
cxceediiigiy destructive, appe;ir with the un- 
loliling of the leaves, and when excessively 
abundant must be held in check by thorough 
sjuayiiig with a whale-oil soap .solution, 6ne 
pound dis.solverl in five lo seven gallons of wa- 
ter, or a kerosene emulsion, standard formula, 
diluted to ;ih()Ut nine parts of water. 

The be-i method of cbecking while grubs 
and cut worms which eat the roots of recently 
.set plants, is l<.i dig out and kill the former 
and attract the others to poisoned baits -incb 
as fresh clover or lettuce dipped in strong 
Paris green water. 

One of the best poisons for general use is 
the arsenate of lead. • This should always be 
used in the pa.stc form and can be purchased 
ill pound cans. Its ])articHlar \alue consists 
ol its harmlessness to \'e.getatiou and su]')erior 
adhesixe proi)erties. h can Lie applied in :A- 
iiiost any (piaiitily withoiu iiijur_\' to tender 
loliage. The .--tandard kerosene emulsion may 
be ])rcj)aretl ijy dissolving half a ])ound of 
soap in one gallon of water, adr'.ing two gal- 
lons of kerosene and then churning vdgorously 
or passing through a pump till a white, milk- 
like emulsion is formed, which mixes readily 
with water, dilute as needed. 

Hardy Annuals : Their Treatment. — Con- 
tinue to i^rick oil' animals raised in frames into 
small ])ots. and harden such as are established 
preparatorx' to iheir turnin.g out into the open 
ground. Tho.'^e wliiidi ha\'e been polled some 
time sl'ioiild have anot'ier shift, rather than al- 
low them to become stunted in their pots. An- 
other sowing oi annuals may now be made 
either in an open border for transplanting, or 
on small squares of turf, grassy side down- 
wards. When the plants are up, the pieces of 
turf with the plants may be removed to their 
final quarters. As the planting season ap- 
])roachcs, have everything ready by hardening 
the |)lants. that they may experience no check 
by reiiioN'al, and turning over and well working 
the soil to get it i ito a proper state for plant- 
ing. Lupines, Flos .Adonis, lychnis, nugnon- 
ettc, and niany others, inay still be sown in 
beds or patches where they are to flower, water- 
ing them after sowing and in dry weather. 

Perennials : Their Propagation. — Peren- 
nials may now be increased by cuttings of the 
young flower stalks : double scarlet lychnis will 
grow freely so propagated. Divide the young 
ilower stalks into lengths, each having three or 
four joints, and plant them in a shady border 
of rich light earth about four inches asunder, 
two joints of the ctittings being in the ground: 
press the earth roiiiul the stem, and water them 
moderately, covering them with hand glasses, 
and shading from the midday sun. 

.All the hhrous-rooted plants may be in- 
creased by this method, as wcM as by separating 
the roots, the only methods by which the pro- 
perties of the double-llowcring species can be 
proiiagated. 

Seedling Pcrciniials and Biennials. — All 
seedling perennials and biennials should now be 
planted out if sufficiently advanced ; the others 
pricked out in nursery beds. Dig up a piece of 
clean ground for this purpose, and divide it into 
beds 3 1-2 feet broad; rake level for 
this purpose, and divide out by line 
six inches apart each v.;iy. .Seeds of gillyflow- 
ers, walltlowtrs. sweetwillianis. C'autcrbur)' bells, 
and most other sorts, may still be sown in beds 
uf mellow ground not too much exposed to the 

fcUU. 

.Annuils, etc, for Succession, — Plant out in 
rich soil ;i good siip])!}' of slocks and asters 
fiu' the aultimn; ami sow a succession of an- 
nuals for making up any vacancies which may 
occur, and likewise another sowing of mignon- 
nette in ])ots for rooms or for filling window 
boxes, 

IJedding (Jut Plants. — .As the soil and 
weather will now be in a fit stale to commence 
bedding out, "a start should be made with the 
half-hardy plants first; as antirrhinums, pent- 
stemons, etc., which may be followed by cal- 
ceolarias and verbenas; reserving heliotropes 
and the more tender kinds of geraniums for the 
latest planting. 

Plants Necessary for I'edding Out. — Where 
bedding out is pra':!:cefl, this is a bu.sv month. 
Let all be done ."iccordiiig to a v.-ell-digcsted 
jilaii, in wliiidi ihe height and distance, as well 
as the color of every plant and every bed, are 
previously determined ; for the ne.xt few weeks 
will l)e devoted to tilling up the flower garden 
beds and clumps intended for the siiimmer and 
autumn display. Every exertion should be 
made to get the planting out completed with 
all possibh' tlespatcb ; and, premising the plants 
intended for each bed have been previously de- 
termined and hardened olT, no great difficulty 
will now be met with in flllitig them tip. If an 
early disjila}' is wanted, they jiuisl he planted 
rather thicker, and need not he stopped; if not 
before a later period in the summer, plant 
he lunched ofif as they ajipcar, , till the plants 
be pinched off a.s they appeal,, till "the plants 
have filled "the beds, . . ■. 





WITH THE POULTRYMAN 



WHAT ONE WOMAN HAS DONE 



HIS is a story nf what one little 
\vomaii (lid and is doinLf in llie 
|)(.)iiltry business. ll is exactly 
as it was tnkl to me by the wo- 
man herself and cxaetly what I 
saw in her poultry yards. The 
only tliinjz: about it not exactly 
true is the name of the woman, 
which 1 have changed because 
she is a modest and retiring little woman who 
is not seeking publicity or lame, v'-^hc is just a 
little every -day sort of a lady who in the face 
of appalling discouragements has made a suc- 
cess ill her chosen line, at the same time re- 
taining her enjoyment of life, maintaming a 
cheerful disposition and a youthful appearance. 
1 ani violating no confidences in telling this 
story for I told her it was too good to keep to 
myself and too full of encouragement for oth- 
ers to keep from the public. Hereafter when 
1 find myself discouraged with ni}" success, 
discouraged from failure, or tempted to lie 
down and say I can go no further, I shall think 
• of this frail little woman and take new cour- 
age. I am going to tell this story for two 
reasons : First, because of the element of hu- 
man interest in it, and secontl, because it 
shows that poultrykeeiiing can be made to pay 
under even unfavorable conditions as to 
means and markets. Mere is the story, in my 
own words, for 1 could not if I would give it 
the dramatic interest it had to myself antl a 
friend who listened to it across a dinner table 
in a little town down in Indiana. Possibly a 
remark of my friend after we had got by our- 
selves, may illustrate the slate of mind bo.h 
of us were in when we discussed the story 
later. Said he: "Say. you and I are not one. 
two, three with that little girl. If we had 
been in her place we would have gone straight 
to — ■ — ." And t agreed with him. 

It doesn't matter so much how the woman 
of this story came to go into the poultry busi- 
ness as her life work. It is only necessary to 
say that her mother was an enthusiastic lover 
of good poultry and that the girl was brought 
up in a little Indiana town. Until she was 
seventeen years bid there was no indication 
that she would ever be called upon to support 
herself. At that age she was suddenly thrown 
on her own resources, her father having lost 
his fortune to the last cent. Confronted Avith 
the necessity of making a living she choose 
the i^rofession of a trained nurse and at nine- 
teen graduated and began practising her pro- 
fession in Chicago, finally going to Montana 
and then back to Chicagri, always busy be- 
cause she was recognized as an expert and her 
services were in demand. At thirty she mar- 
ried and this marriage turned out to be an im- 
fortunatc one. Her husband was a worthless 
fellow with a brilliant way which attracted 
her and it was not long l)efore she found her- 
self deserted with a babe to comfort her and 
to work for. .\ursing was out of the question 
because of the baby and because of a slight 
defect in her hearing, which developed about 
this lime, making it hard for a weakened pa- 
tient to talk to her or call her. 

Here was a .situation which would have 
di.scouraged a strong man. Without money, 
imable to jiractise lu'i profession and with a 
baby to support, she Inokeil about her for a 
wtiv bv which she could make a living. 

Ill the wreck' of her lather's fortune iiC'ih- 
ing had Ijeen .'-,ive<l, but her mother ha<.l .a lit- 
il<; place of six acres, and to this the subject 
111 this story turned as a means to the end she 
had in view. 

ller father and mother lived on this place, 
being supported l)v the pension her lather re- 
ceived, he having bci ii ;in oifu-er in the ci\il 
war, lousing ;i leg ;is the result his reckless 
bra\er} 

W'illionI money it seciied like a great un- 
dertaking to begin the poultry bnsine^... lo- 
ihe place hatl no poultry houses on it and the 
beginner had no money with which to Iniild 
them, but she began. 

She chose Rhode lsl;ind Reds as the i)re( d 
she would work with and securing eggs and 
silling hens' she hatcheil something liK'e 400 
chicks. She inade wiie cages for thes,' birds, 
turne<l the kitchen i.il the little house into a 
brooding room and kcpl the chicks there nuld 
the weauher ()ermitted (jf putting them 111 lit- 
tle make-,shi{t colony houses out of doors. 

In the meantime our poultry woman — call 
her Daisy, bec;iuse that is about as f;ir from 
her real n.'ime as I can get, and because niv 
friend declared this should be her name — had 
planted two acres of corn in a bit of river bot- 
tom lie fore the house. 

The six .acres ol land composing this poiil- 
lr\' farm lie along a beautiful ri\-er, I w n acres 
or more being flat, rich bottom I.nul and the 
remainder lying above, a very steep baidc ris- 
ing fi-j.n the bottom land to that lying further 
b.ick. Tlie corn was pl;tnted in tlu' fertile 
bottom land and Daisy culti\-ated it heiself. 
.'\s she r.-as telling her story site threw out one 
of her hands in a litllc gesture and I coidd not 
help noticing that they were slim and white, 



hand and smiled. "Those hands," she said, 
"cook and wash and churn and make poultry 
houses and do all sorts of work, and I am glad 
they do." 

"Did you keep sweet-tempered all the 
time you were doing these things?" 1 asked 
her. 

"To be sure 1 did," she answered, smiling. 
"I just worked and sang all day. I had my 
baby and something to do and something to 
look forward to, for I knew I was going 10 
succeed." 

"I had a little spinal trouble which made it 
impossible lor me to work in a stooping pos- 
ture, so 1 crawled along between the rows of 
corn and pulled the baby alter me, because he 
was too little to leave at the house, and 1 en- 
joyed every minute of the time. What is the 
use of re|iining, when the sun shines?" 

That seems to be ihe key note of Daisy's 
iife. Smile when the sun is shining .and smile 
when it isn't !)ecause it is going to shine later. 

The corn crop w;is a success. When it was 
ready to gather Daisy husked and carried the 
corn up the sleep bank to the crib she had 
built for it in a small basket. 

This was too slow, so she put the family 
cow in training and would husk two bags of 
corn, put them on the back of the cow and 
thus get them to the crib. 

Think of that, you big men who have every 
ajiplianee for doing your wi irk and imagine 
vourseb'cs getting in a croji in that way. 

\\'ell, the chickens ]irospered. They u-erc 
so carefully tended that they could not do 
anything else but grow. The first winter was 
a hard one but Daisy managed to get through 
it and begin the second year with more hope 
of success, .'she never once thon,ght of failing. 
She knew very little about keepin.g poultry 
v.'hen she began, but the advice of the mother 
was sought and through it and what exi)eri- 
ence taught, the birds thri\eil. 

f^ast vear after ex[)ense5 were paid, Daisv 
and the younger sister, wdio had been taken 
into partnership, found they had ?300 in the 
way of net |)rofits to their credit. All this, 
please rcnienibcr Iceeping poultry at market 
prices alone. l'".\-erytliin,g was bought, e.xcci)t 
what was raised on the little field on the 
river bank and the milk the cow gave. Every- 
thing was soldi at market prices, except a very 
moderate sale of eggs for hatching to local 
buyers. 

With $300 to use poultry houses were 

built. I wish you could see them. You will 
imagine they arc not made in the most orna- 
mental manner but more comfortable houses I 
never saw. 1 could luit helji admiring the 
way they were plannetl. No man could work 
out such comenient plans under siinilar sur- 
roundings. They were eminently the work of 
a woman who thinks and who seeks to be able 
to do the most effective work with the least 
effort. 

The open front house is very much in evi- 
dence anil the three hundred Rhode Island 
Red hens which live in one of them were 
about the most comfortable lot rii fowls 1 e\er 
visited. 

It was a bright winter afternoon when 
Dai.sy suggested that she uoukl like to show 
me her home. I was hungering for just such 
an invitation, but dared not suggest ii for fear 
she might not want nie tn see it. thinking I 
had seen most of the big poultry phuits uf the 
coiintrv and would be disappointed in hers. 

It vcas a beautiful drive along the river 
bank (jiiwn Ui her home. It is a beautiful 
place lor a home. .'\ broad, still river with 
high banks, those opposite tiie homo covered 
with maples and beeches. Back of the house 
is an orchard where the chickens have shade 
and grass. '. in the ed.ge of the bank the clus- 
ter of ])onltry houses, of no particniar stvle of 
architecture, but si.'einmg cosy and eomfort- 
ablc hcN-und fle.urriptiiin. .As we d,rn\'e up the 
voiingcr meinber of the firm c;nnc out ui" mic 
of the houses, comfortable in her hea\-y coat 
and warm mittens, rosy as a girl can be wdio 
has good health, is happy in her work and has 
att.ainril suecC'^s. 

The chickens had .gone 'n roM^i, lor ;lir 
e.ariy twilight of winter had begun In sh : 
the brightness of the day. W'e went ihiuiigli 
the rooms and s,-,\v them on their pierclies, 
lalk-iii;( conteiiti'dly In their nwiiers mie 
here and there was lifted w ith gentle hands lu 
show her plumpness and coloring. 

Then we went t<i the house where the 
mother had a dinner fit for the ,g'^ids of high 
01\inpus prepared. I walidied my hosu--. 
wliile w (.• were ;i! the table. I wi-h I cmuIiI 
gi\-e N'liii her picture toshow ymi how ihriaiLdi 
all hei- sti'uggles slu' hrs remained _\-ouiliful, 
alert, '^miling. ller eyes ;ire liright \Tilli en 
ihtisiasm, her cheeks reel from the grjod lieallh 
which comes of purposeful work, her hands 
slim and wdiite, her clothing nmst have been 
in keeping for I do not remember in wdiat 
manner she was dressed, onl\- [ know her 
gown w.as becoming ;md lier grey velvet 
tcxpte — I think th.at is what the siyle of hat 
she wore is called, suited her i'x:uMiv. 

.And I saw the bab\' tno. Ills name is 
'TUtstcr" to his friends, only he did not care 
to count me among the lot. His grand fathof 
and he are great chums. He informed me 
concerning his mother that "Daisy is no good; 
she feeds roosters." a bit of heresy taught him 
by his a,gefl but cheerful chum. 

1 lia\'e been cl;nining for many \-e;irs that 
poultry-keeping could be made to pay under 
favorable conditions, by any one who under- 



stood the rudiments of the business. Since I 
met Mrs. Daisy I have taken a lon.g step in 
advance. I am now ready to say that poultry- 
keeping can be made to pay by any one who 
has the will, under the most adverse circum- 
stances. 

The lady whose story I have tried to tell, 
in which effort 1 feel that I have failed miser- 
ably, has coiv;i)elled sneeess hy sheer force of 
will. 1 hope her example will encourage 
every one who feels that failure is near to 
keep on and wring success from the hands of 
adverse fate, or opposing cireunistanees. It 
can be done by aii}- mie ',vho has the will to do 
it. vSmile and' work, work smilingl}-. If you 
have not proper aiipliances do the very best 
you can with what you have — and always keep 
up your courage by smiling a.s you work. 

bai.sy promised to meet me at the train 
with her automobile the next time I came her 
way. T had not been in that particular town 
before {or more than forty years. T don't be- 
lieve f wonlfl ha\e to wait as long for the next 
visit for her to lie able to make her i)romise 
goiid.

INDIAN RUNNER DUCKS 

These duck- came origiiialh- from India; 
hence the name Indian. i'he term "Rimncr" 
comes from the fact that they literally run in- 
stead of waddling like ducks. 

The Indian Runners are sometimes called 
the Leghorns uf the duck family on account of 
their superior laying qualities. They surpass 
the best breeds of hens. These ducks have 
been credited w ith records of more than 200 
eggs each in flocks of ten, and of 192 eggs 
each in flocks of one hundred. 

If properly eared for ihey will commence 
lax'ing in hebruarv and will lay until their 
natural moullin.g time, wdiieh is the last of 
July and .August. It requires about five weeks 
for them to grow a new crop of feathers, and 
as soon as their new feathers arc out they set 
to work again and lay until cold weather, or 
about the first of December. 

They can lie i)icked the same as other ducks 
but do not furnish (piitc as mtiny feathers as 
some breeds, but when-you takp thq feed bill 
and their laying into consideration they arc., 
ahead of all other breeds. 

We find them easy:- keepers. Our flock 
consumes much less food than Pekins would 
under similar conditions, the Runners laying 
almost continually while the Pekins do not. 
The Runners are active in their habits, arc 
good fen"agers, and on an extensive run are 
able to find a large pro])ortion of their food. 
They are nonsctlers and are easily reared. 
They hatch stongly in incubators and are 
easily reared in brooders; they are indepen- 
dent little fellows and as spry as cHckets as 
soon as hatched, and will keej) out of the way 
where another duck would be ;i nuisance. 
They grow very rapidh' and il jn-operly eared 
for will be leathered and ready fen- market in 
nine weeks, weighing about 3 1-2 pounds. 
They are the finest of table fowl. The flesh 
is of deep yellow, much more firm in texture 
than the I'ckin, with exceptional depth of 
breast, and remain tender until the bird is 
c|uite a year old. 

Their wonderful layiiig cpialities, together 
with the delicate flavor and richness of their 
eggs, make them much sought after for the 
breakfast table. 

They are the most practical ducks for the 
farmer as well as the fancier. Too much can 
not be .saitl regarding their good qualities, and 
a trial of them will surely convin.<;e the breed- 
er th.-it they are not mily profitable, but it is 
;i iileasiin to own a flock so attracti\-e as the 
Indian Kiiimer--. Tlu'\' ;u'e, 1 think, without 
(ImiiUi ihc mo.-t he.-iuiiful 111 all water luwN. 
Tlie_v are so \-ery graceful in their mo\-eincii 1 s, 
erect in their carriage, and so lu.-iutifulh" 
marked, that they catch the eye of an}- true 
poultry fancier. 

The Indian Runner is not only a breed that 
ihri\es and docs well on an unlimited range, 
but is also the most prolific of any breed in 
small pens, or runs without swimming water. 

If keju in pens they will n,-itnrally w;iiit 
more .it'entinii, and will leipiire gril ,-ind gri-eii 
lood. III .-idditiiiii In L;r,-iiii and fresh drinking 
\vater, the same as all fither breeds of poultr\-. 

They are fine for village or sidjurban resi- 
dents to keep for eggs an(l meat for home use, 
iniieh to be preferred to hens, as liiey .-in- 
more profitable, rc(|uire less expensive houses, 
while they are ea.sy to eoiUrol as they w-ill not 
lly ox'er a Iwo-fnoi teiiee. 

They ;ire not bothered with lice and ha-,-e 
nil disease if pi-o|,erly cared for. .A few- of the 
Runner's strong points are their ambition to 
search for a living and their consequent pow- 
ers to destroy worms and insects. No lice, no 
mites, no flying over fences, no roup, no scaly 
legs. In fact they have more good points in 
their favor tlian any one nibor breed \ve have 
ever raised. 

They .-ire the lev-j .-|1! jnirpnse fowl fur ihe 
farim-r and fruit-grower. The trees I'uriiisM 
.giioi! sli.-ide for the (hu-i<s and they desti-ov 
many insects that so often do irrepairable in- 
jury to the trees and fruit of the orchard on 
the farm. — II. iNI, Saw-_ver. 

FATTENING DUCKS AND GE'ESE 

In fattening water fowls for market, it is a 
good scheme to keep them closely confined in 



clean runs wdiich are not large enough to let 
them run off the gains that they make from 
feed. For ducks and geese, mash feeds pro- 
duce quickest gains. A mash of corn and 
bran, two-thirds of the former and one-third of 
the latter, is .good feed to put on fat. If cut 
clover or tdfalfa is at hand, these can be usetl 
in mixing the mash in |)lace of bran. 1 should 
prefer using cut clover or alfalfa instead of 
bran if it could be had. A clover cutter which 
will cut this into the required lengths costs 
hut a few dollar.s — about .S5, 1 believe. Of 
cmirse, more expensi\'c outfits can be purchas- 
ed, but this much money invested \vill buy a 
cutter that will cut feed for two hundred lay- 
ing hens. Almost cvcvy farm has more or less 
clover hay on it, anil the second crop, if cured 
green, is best for feeding purposes. Scald the 
cuttings .111(1 let them steam well before mix- 
ing in the corn meal. Do not make the mash 
sloppy. A crumbly coiisislency is best, h'eed 
it in troughs and give the fowls all they will 
eat from three U> five times daily. 

PEKIN DUCKS 

How few farmers throughout our Southern 
States grow ducks for market in any quantity 
whatever. Yet, in no other branch of the 
whole ])ouItry ii-idustry do we find such large 
profits comin.g so re.gularly and so sure. There 
is at all times a steady demand for -vv-ell- fat ten- 
ed 30ung ducks on every market of the L'nitcd 
States, 

I tried Mobile last fall with some very in- 
ferior ones several months old, and weighing 
only 2 [-2 pounds. But for them I received. 24 
cents a pound. AVhew! This is paid for poor 
stuff? W hat could we get if we had first- 
class young ones? 

The large \vlhte Fekin duck is bred almost 
exclusively for market, and is made to weigh 
five pounds when ten weelcs old. The hatch- 
ing season opens in .Xovember, but 110 con- 
siderable number of ducks are hatched until 
January. The season continues until July. 

Ducks from one to three years old make 
the best breeders. They should weigh from 
eight to ten pminds and be free from blem- 
ishes in all parts. .■Also, they should never 
ha\-e been stunted \vhilc young. 

The drakes are the big htilf of the flock, 
and should w-cigh at least eight pounds when 
•hot fat, but merely in good breeding condition, 
ft is best to have ducks and drakes no kin to 
each other. 

Breeding ducks do better when having wa- 
ter for bathing, but good results are obtained 
where only a supply for drinking can be had. 
(^ircnving clucks w-ant onl)- a supiih' of clean, 
fresh water at feeding time, makin,g better 
growth when they have none for bathing. 

The Pekiii duck is a non-setter, so it is 
necessary that the eggs be incubated either 
under chicken hens or in incubators, an incu- 
bator to be preferred. The eggs should be 
washed before setting. Dti ring ineuhation 
they should be sprinkled with lukew.irm wa- 
ter say (JO de.grees 1-'.) from the tenth to the 
twenty-sixth dav. 

The machine should be closed \\]]cu [he 
first eggs ])ip. ami not be opened .-ig.-iiii until 
the hatch is well over. The young' ducks then 
are removed to a brooder and get their first 
feed, consisting of one part bard-boiled egg, 
three ii.'irts stale breadcrumbs, .-After feeding 
this the first three or four days, ehan.ge to 
c'lual p.irisdf enrumealand wheat bran mixed 
with b.iiled \-eget,d)les anil a little beef scrap, 
.gradually increasin.g the beef scrap. h'eed 
five times daily. 

Grit should always be mixed with the 
ma.sh. Never feed till you have filled their 
(.Irinking vessels with fresh water. They 
shi. lie fed ;it regular times five times a day, 
,-il first teeiling sp.-ir:iigly. and at the end of 
tile second week' tlie\ slimild be getting a!, 
llie\' will eat up clem in ten minutes. 

When ten weeks olil they should weigh 
five poniiils each and be I'lill)- fcithered. 'i'hey 
are then ready to kill. They are bled in the 
mouth, dry picked, allov\'C(l to thoroughly cool, 
and parked in barrels with broken ice, a large 
bloi-].: usual])- being placed on the top. The 
baiTi ls .'ire hi;ii|eil wiili ;i sack, which is hoop- 
ed nil. 1 1 is preiei ahle to ship them at night 
when possible.

The reasmi for feeding skim milk to fowls 
is the excellent one that it contains more com- 
]ilelely than an\- other fnod, all the elements to 
])romote grnwth and stimulate vigor in the 
performance of all the natural functions. Skim 
milk is one of the best egg producing foods 
that can be given to poultry, and fowls fed on 
it will lay more e,!Tgs in a given time and con- 
tinue laying a longer time than Avill fowds de- 
prived of it though otherwise kept in good 
condition. This givL% thc farmer an advant- 
age who has a^surplus of skim milk 

AN INSPIRATION 

How many times you hear .some one say 
that they are tired of the work they are labor- 
ing at continually. I would be, if I did not 
have something to divert my attention part of 
the lime. I am employed in a printing office 
for ten hour.-, a da\-, and many times I do not 
feel as well after having finished my day's 
work as 1 ought to, but I get rest and benefit 



from a few minutes' labor among my feather- 
ed friends. It is an inspiration to me to 
watch the chicks as they grow through the 
summer, and later wdien they are fully devel- 
oped, to have them lay and win for me. 1 1 
makes me think less of my continual labor at 
the case. Many times while at work in the 
office I think out some plan for building 
coops, repairing the hen house, or doing 
other thin.gs around the premises, which, 
w-hen put into inactice, are very satisfactory 
to me. I do not ha\-e much of a vacation any 
year, but if I did have. 1 had rather slay at 
home and see to the chick-ens than to lake a 
trip to the seasliore or any other |)lace of 
amusement. 1 would feel more like returning 
to my labor after a week's time spent in the 
poultry yard. I feel refreshed every morning 
after caring for my chicks, and enter into 
business activities mru'e earnesti}'. 

.'Another thing ;d)oul the I'aisin.g of poultry. 
It costs no more to feed a thorcuighbred fowl 
than a m(jn,grel of the same size, and how 
much more benefit one receives by raising thc 
throughbred kind. Not only in keepi-ng fowls 
for show purposes and fancy egg trade, but it 
is inspiring to see a flock of a uiiiforni size 
and color. The chickens of the thorough- 
breds grow much faster I believe, and feather 
nu^re evenly than the mon.grels, to say noth- 
ing of maturing earlier. It is needless to say 
the mongrels are kept mostly by the older 
])Cople ; the youn.g man entering into thc 
business sees the necessity of keeping the 
other class. I. for one, would like to .see the 
(lay when every mongrel would pass out of 
existence, and l)e replaced by thoroughbreds, 
for, hen for hen, they wdll be more profitable, 
to say nothing of inspiring one to breed better 
birds,— A. J. 1,. 

THE BUSY BEE 

The one crucial test to detect foul brood is 

thc color and consistency of the dead larvae 
affected with thc disease before it dries up. . 

At this .stage the matter is always ropy, 
of a peculiar odor, awd thc cappings of thc 
diseased cells are generally darker in color 
than those of healthy ones, besides being 
sunken or flattened, and often having irregu- 
lar perforations of varying sizes. 

The comb containing much of the disease, 
presents an altogether sickly appearance. 

Thc cure is difficult, from thc fact that it 
is hard to discover the disease in its incipient; 
stage, in every colony, and to determine such 
colonics in which germs of thc disease are 
lying dormant. 

The cure of any particular colony is very 
simple and certain, thc precautions to be ob- 
served having to do with preventing the ac- 
cess of bees from healthy colonies to the dis- 
eased combs. 

To preclude this danger, all ihe necessary 
ojierations must be performed when no bees 
are flying, or when the pasturage offers so 
much nectar that there is no disposition to 
rob. 

. These conditions secured, take a hive as 
near like thc one containing thc diseased col- 
ony as possible, and, having moved the hi\-e 
with the colon}' to one side, place the new 
one, furnished with starters, on the old stand, 
ilu n run the bees into the new hive by shaking 
or driving. 

If nectar is scarce or absent, absconding 
must be guarded against and feeding resorted 
to. Scantily feed for a few days; after that, 
as plentifully as is desired. 

It is prefer.'ible to attend to the cure during 
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Sometimes when the disease is discovered, 
there are l.'irge amoim'is nf licallliv brood in 
ccjionies that are lo be treated, which some- 
times casts swarms in the swarming season. 

In such cases hive the swarnis on founda- 
tion nr nil frames with starters, al\\-ays avoid- 
ing combs for this pur|)ose. 

In three weeks shake out the bees from 
the old hi\-c according to directions above. 

If rolonies h;ive become .greatly reduced in 
strength by the disease, either unite- or rle- 
stroy them; but use extreme care to prevent 
the escape of any of the bees into hives con- 
taining healthy colonies. 

GOOD BEE MANAGEMENT 

(;i)od inana.gement is more important than 
the hive. The first thing to know is that thc 
bees ha\-e u good (lueen, plenty of stores, and 
that they are tucked up warm and secure at 
thc top of the hive. It is true that bees will 
build up if the top of thc hive has cracks in it; 
but the heat Avhich passes out at these cracks 
takes warmth from thc elu-ster, and causes 
bees to burn muclj more fuel, wdiich in this 
case is hone}', to keep up the heat necessary 
to raise brood, which is from 94 to 98 degrees. 
Therefore it piayslwell to have thc top of hive 
tight. . - ; . ■ . 

If bees have to scrimp frorn .feaii^f ati^^ 
tion not nearly as much brood wilt' Se ria,ise 
as if thc bees coiild eal freely. A hive with 
20 pounds of honey on April I will, as a rulc; 
give from one-third to twice more, bees at thc 
beginning of clover haivest than (jue with 
frc^m 3 to 5 pottnds,. providing the latter do notl 
starve altogejcher. ^ 
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R. A. SHADWELL is contribut- 
ing to the London 'I'inic.s a 
scries of very interesting' 
articles on "Industrial Canada."' 
The fifth, which deals with To- 
ronto, reads as follows: 

Toronto is the second city in 
Canada and the chief Hritish 
centre, as Quebec is the I'*rench 
headquarters, while Montreal is half-ar.(l-half. 
]t is the capital of the great province of On- 
tario, the wealthiest and most populous divi- 
sion of the nonunion. It holds towards Can- 
ada the same position in many respects that 
Chicago does to the United States, just as 
Montreal corresponds to New York and Ot- 
tawa to \\'asliiii<-':tiMi. I'ut Toronto is much 
more nearly iii m/a- to .\ioiilreal than 

ChicaLjo is to .\'e\v \i>vk. aii>' in character il, 
bears more resenihlaiu-c to riiiunielphia than 
lo Chicago, it a|ipe.n-s to me to be expanding 
oven t'asur llian .MMiitrcal. Its growth in the 
last ten years is astonishing. It has extended 
in all directions for miles beyond the then out- 
skirts, which have now become almost central. 
]n a large measure this growth is purely indus- 
trial. l'"actories extend now far o;U bu'.li east 
and wt*sl at both ends of llie town and l>e\-ond 
its l)oundar\-, but es]ieri:illy on the western 
side. The poimlalion ol W est Toronto has in- 
creased in twenty years from 38.000 to nearly 
82,000. 1 indicated' the general arrangement 
when writing about .Montreal, and observed 
that the two ; laces ha\'e a broad similarity in 
this respect. Toronto lias its water front on 
Lalce Ontario, wiiii a belt ul ;-ailu;i3'.-< i;i,.ning 
along it l>eti\ecn the shore and the town and a 
ran.ge of factories stretching out along the rail- 
ways ui both directions. 'IMie town, business 
and residential, lies behind, receding from the 
water and rising tu higher ground by a gradual 
slope as it rccetles, though there is no Mount 
Royal in the background. 

The rise of a great city — for Toronto de- 
serves that name — in this particular spot is at 
first sight somewhat puzzling. lis selection 
by the native Indians for a "meeting place" 
(which is the interi)retation ot' "Toronto"), 
then l)v the I'reneh for a trading post, and sub- 
sequently, in 1793, by the United Hiupire Loy- 
alists for their headquarters, was probal)ly de- 
termined b}' the harbor, which is completely 
.sheltered and shut off from the great lake by a 
long sandy island, with only two narrow open- 
ings. The harbor jdays some part still in the 
commercial life of the jdace, but it is com- 
parati\-ely insignilicaui. Toronto cannot be 
called a [)urt in any real sense of the word : il 
has some {)leasurc sicamers pl} ing or. the lake, 
and the harbor is admirably fitted and much 
used for boating, in which Canadians are very 
expert; but there arc no docks, and the quays 
or wharfs arc inconsiderable. The simple 
planation of its rise .seems to be that it had the 
siart and kept it. Lying on ihe high road to 
the fertile peninsula betwccr. the Iake.-~. \shicli 
is the wartjiest and perhaps the most produc- 
tive corner in Canaila, il formed a naturally 
convenient centre for the rich agricultural dis- 
trict in its neighborhood. In 1S84. when the 
name of York, adopted on its futuidation by 
the United Empire Loyalists. wa> chanucd to 
Toronto, the population alnady nunilnrid 
10,CCK3. \\'ith the advent of railway^ it- ini- 
])ortancc increased, and, wlien the penMi-nl.i 
added nianuiaetuies to agricnluire. tlie prinei 
pal town in the district became the headipiar- 
tcrs of in<lustry as well as of trade. That dual 
character it has retained. Toronto is the hcad- 
cpiarters of the Canadian Manufacturers' .-Vs.so- 
ciation. and not only the centre of an cxtcnsi\'e 
nunnifacturing district, hut itself a great man- 
ufaetnriiig town; thai fact difi'crentiates ii 
from I'.oslon, lo which il is sometimes likened 
on account of a refiiu'd social and intellectual 
element. The latter is as-^ociaied largely, but 
not wdiolly. with the L'nivcrsity. The long 
residence of .Mr. C-oIdwin Smith, who is of the 
jiurcst and finest ari>toci;!tic type in intellect 
;ind charactei-. has al.-^o been a [icrcept il ile in- 
fluence, and there are oiliri-., ,,\ :\ social nature. 
The compatibility of inieilectnal and bu.-iness 
intere>ts in the --aiue pl:icc, wli'ch i> sutdi a 
niark'ed fe;\ttire nf the great pro\iiu'ial t^jwn of 
today, is well illustrated by the Canadian cities 
and not least \>y Trironto. 

The Town 

Toroiilo. :n --pile 11! its lartoncs, is one of 
ihe liandMimi-'t lown.s in llie whole .\ort!i 
An'.ericaii enntinent. It is \ery well laid cjU!; 
the ]jrinci])al streets are broad and Imth belter 
leaved ancl better kept than is usual in thai 
j»art of the w.orld. The method of cleaning 
them is particularly good, and there are many 
marks of an active and intelligent luuiiicipal 
rule. The lramwa\' service is the \'erv best 1 
have e\'er seen anywhere — fast, fi'ecpienl, ubi- 
quitous, and con\ H'nient : but that is not pn-o- 
^■ided the nuiniciiialit}-, though 1 believe 
vigorous altem|)ls have been mrnie to take it 
Over. There is a good deal of open space, 
abundance of trees, and a great ])rofiision of 
fine public buildings and large institutions. 
'JMic University and Parliament buildings, 
grouped near each other in s|iacious grouncls, 
are both atlracti\-e and dignified. Toronto is 
altogether ;itlraeti\'e — to iny eye, the most at- 
tr;'.cti\H: town on the cnntineiit, .ipart from 
natural scenery, of w hich it has \ ery little. 
Some of the residential streets, with lawns and 
trce.s about the houses, are charming; none arc 
gloomy or repellent, and but little squalor is 
visible even in the mcmic- quarters. There is 
au equal absence of ostentation or pretentious- 
ness about the homes of the ricli ; they are 
good and ample in a quiet way. Toronto is 
not yet spoiled by wealth ; but its shops, which . 



arc the best in Canada, arc beginning to vie 
with .'\inerican splendor ; offices are becoiuing 
grander, and a sky-scraper has made its ap- 
l)earancc, though limited to' a modest 15 
.storeys. Perhaps there will soon he a higher 
Oiie — for things are moving very cjuickly in 
Canada, and that is the directioii in which they 
arc going. The sKy-scraper in Toronto stands 
for a sign — a sign of American example and 
influence, .Amrhere, perhaps, is a good place 
to say a word on that subject, because it is 
more visible in Toronto and the neighborhood 
than anywhere else, and is intimately connect- 
ed with the industrial development of the dis- 
trict. 

The American Influence 

It is inevitable that Canada should in ma- 
terial things t'oUo'i; the e.xanqile of the United 
Stales, Tile cxierVial condilioiis are identical 
un l)Otli sules ol tl\e bound.ary, wl'.ieh is an ar- 
bitrary line drawn across the couniry, and ex- 
trrnal eoiuliiions govern material arrange- 
ments altogether and human customs to a great 
extent. The soil produces the same thing-, the 
sea.sons are alike; so people eat the same kind 
(if fooil, live in the same kin^l of houses, follow 
the same occupation, and b.ave the same 
llallit^. They also use the same langiuige ;ind, 
being such close neighbors, carry on a constant 
and active intercourse in business, in social 
life and organization, (~.aiiies and sports, in- 
stitutions of philanthropy and culture, trade 
unions and other bodies arc largely interna- 
tional. There are also many family connec- 
tions by marriage and migration. It was in- 
evitable that Canada, with all these l)onds, 
should lean on the more fully developed pow- 
ers, resources, and inslituiions of the L'niled 
States, unconsciously imbibe their influence, 
look to them for inspiration, and mould her 
own to their model. The money unit is the 
same, and the dollar plays its great and silent 
part in draxVing the peoples together, .-Xmeri- 
can ncwsi^apers and other periodicals have 
been a great influence: they circulate freely in 
Canada, and niosl the world's news in the 
native journals still conies through them. Last 
year many Canadian paj)ers were devoting far 
more space to the tedious and disgusting Thaw 
case than to the Imperial Conference. Aiueri- 
can advertisements are as thick on the ground 
and in the air in Canada as in the Staler, ;ind 
they exercise far more ])owcr o\-er the lKd)its 
and' iileas of the people than is coninionly re- 
cognized. In indu,--irial life the .Vinerican in- 
fluence has been very actively exercised, an.d 
its effects arc conspicuous, especially in thai 
industrial area of wdiich Toronto is the head- 
(piarters. It owes much lo American enter- 
prise, and there can be no doubt that the ex- 



tensive development of manufactures in this 
particular distric' is largely, if not principally, 
due lo its close proximity to the great manu- 
facturing States of New York, Pennsylvania, 
and Ohio, which he just across the lakes. This 
part of Canada is certainly more American 
than any other, and the skyscraper in Toronto 
is a sign of it. 1 do not mean .American in 
sentiment, but in ideas, habits, and \vays. In 
sentiment it i.'. just the contrary, and precisely 
because it is so like in other things. In Canada 
the national sentiment has grown strong with 
the conscif)usness of national power and a 
great future, and that feeling is strongest where 
power is most fully develoi)ed. It is very 
strong down in thiU industrial corner of Dii- 
tario where they are so close to the IJnitei.l 
Slates and so like iliem. They feel, .and re- 
joice in the feeling, that they arc no longer the 
followers of the other great nation over the 
way, but the equals and rivals. And with that 
feeling a reactiuii has set in against the Ameri- 
can influence — a desire lo shake it off and be 
tliemselxes. There is ;i distrust of .-Xmerican 
ei\-ili/,ation as the perfect model lo follow, and 
;i growing miea'^iness ammig thoughtful men 
at the points of re,->einhlanee ])resenled by Can- 
;ida. In the industrial sphere it takes the form 
of a strong determination to, work out their 
own salvation, and that sort of enterpri.se 
which consists in sw allowing up Canadian con- 
cerns in a large .American combination is not 
regarded with much favor or gratitude, ,-\n- 
other thing; is the tendency In look elsewdiere 
for .assistance aufl for the guidance of experi- 
ence, Can.idians are discovering that some- 
thing may be learnt from Europe, and, as tiiey 
mean to be second to none, they are ready to 
lake all the instruction they can get from any- 
(vhere. 

The Toronto Factories 

The manufactures carricrl on in Toronto 
;ire, I think, rpiite as numerous and varied as 
those of .Montreal, tliougli there is perhaps less 
of the textile and nn)re of the metal element. 
The list of members of the Canadian Manufac- 
turers' Association under the heading of "To- 
ronto" contains over 500 names; ane*!, though 
t^iany of these are only agents or represent 
very small concerns, sotne of the works are on 
a large scale and a great many others are of 
con.siderable size. They are increasing in size 
as well as in numbers and show great activity. 
.•\mf)iig the more imporlant products are agri- 
cultural implements, fo^undry work of many 
kinds, boilers, cngiu.^s, cjynamos, tubes, hard- 
ware, stoves, nuts anffbolts, wire and nails, 
ships, pianos, jewcllfery, silverware, watch 
cases, brass work, furniture, chemicals, soap, 
oil, wallpaper, leather, rubber, glass, bricks and 



tiles, carpets, underclothing. The newer fac- 
tories are well built and in every way adequate, 
and the general level is good, though 1 did not 
see or hear of any premises of an exceptional 
character. Particulars of some prominent es- 
tablishments will best convey an idea of the 
industrial activity and capacity of Toronto. 

.Massey. Harris Company (Limited.) — 
These famous makers of agricultural machin- 
ery are uiie of the oldest and largest firms in 
Canada; their record goes back for more than 
bo years. 1 have observed in a previous article 
that agricultural implements are one of the 
indigenous manufactures of the Dominion and 
one that is i)articularly located in this district 
of ()ntario. There are large works at Toron- 
to, llamilton, Uranlford, and Woodstock, and 
the .Massey, Harris Company is the most im- 
portant of them. It is a purely Canadian con- 
cern, and at present represents an amalgama- 
tion of four single businesses — namely, those 
of Massey, Harris, Patterson, and Wisner, 
with a joint interest in two others, the Verily 
1 'lough Comjiany, of !' rant ford, and the Lain 
\\'agon Comi)any, of Woodstock, -They are 
the second largest makers of agricultural iin- 
I)lenients in the world, and employ over 3,500 
men. They supply all parts of Canada, where 
lhe\ h.ive agencies at Montreal, St. John, Win- 
nipeg, Kegina, and Albert; but they export 40 
per cent, of their output to Europe, Australia, 
South .America, and South Africa. They have 
agencies in London, l^aris and Berlin, in all the 
Australian Stales, in Argentina, Chili, and 
Uruguay, The president and general manager 
of the company is the Hon, L. Melvin Jones, 
v/ho is himself an inventor and has a thorough 
knowledge of the business. The factory at To- 
ronto employs about i,8oo men, and is of a 
good tj'pe; the newest shops are excellent. The 
foundry is very large and employs some hun- 
dreds of men, but skilled moulders arc in de- 
mand. All tlie departments have been en- 
larged from time to time, and that process was 
stiil going on; at the time of my visit the 
smithy was being extended to 300 feet by 100 
feet, which will give some idea of the scale of 
these works. The installation of power and 
machinery is partly Canadian and partly Amer- 
ican. I noticed .several proofs of native me- 
chanical capacity; among other things a very 
ingenious machine for making ha3'-rake teeth, 
invented by the foreman of the experimental 
department, and a hardening machine in the 
knil'c department. Wages run as follows: — 
Day laborers, -5s. 6d. to 6s. 6d. a day, but some 
on piecc-wnrk were getting 8s.; machine men 
average about 9s. r)d. ; grinders, woodworkers, 
smiths, slightly less; moulder.s, us. to 12s. All 
these are on piece-work. Hours arc 59 a week 






N' August 28 next by the Russian 
calendar, a date whicii corrcs- 
ponrls witii September 10 of our 
own, Count Leo N. Tolstoy wdll 
complete his eightieth year, and 
there is a plan afoot for giving the 
event an internat ion;il celebration, sa_\'s the 
London Times, It will lie an e\eiU of iiitci- 
natK.nal interest, 1 !onie-l'i\ ing, hMinc-keep- 
ing. ino-i Ku^.-ian of tlie Ku:-siaiis, ol all greai 
authors, perhaps, llie one who owes least to 
tlu' literature and ei\ ilization of nther couii- 
tri'-s, Tid.stoy is read and di-cnssed and (pi.ar- 
relled about all the wf^dd over. There are 
plentv of causes u>v (piarrelling. To some, bis 
Socialism is not only abhorrent, but a betrajal 
of his great artistic gifts; to others, it is the 
c'-seiice of his worth. To some he is a rene- 
gade' a reactionary one who would pull the 
\\,,rh! S.ir!-: iiit'i a darkiies-, from ^vllil■h it 'inly 
(■i:icrg<'d after .-igi'- of rff. ,rt; to dtlier-, he is 
the ,-ip'i-t]e (if a new light and truth. To some 
he i-- llie fir^t greiii ])liil( im (pher of nit: while 
others decl.are luiii eompletel\- ignorant of the 
rudiments of aesthetics. .And while .^ime find 
two Tolstovs. and are ready to acclaim the 
anihor of "War ;ind I'eaee." of "Anna K.'ire- 
iiiiia," of "Childhood," "Ho^ho.Ml." and 
"NOiiili'" of "The C(lss,•|el^^" ;iiid " rolikonsh- 
ka." lull have no go.id \\'(.i-d for hini .-ifter his 
"eonxci "^ion" late in the ^e\eiiiie;~ — lor the 
ToUlov of "The Krenl/'i- Soii.ata," "\\li;il is 
.\rt?" .and "M}' Con fe.s.-i( .n "^ -i iiere ,-ire others 
wiio maintain that the tw(j 'i'olstoys arc one 
and the ,sanu'. and that the later works, the 
Socialistic, the religion'^, and conti'.i niiindiim 
writings, are merely the ine\'it;ihle ile\clop- 
nient of the earlier, though it is pn-siljle, m 
deed, to fix the dale at which that development 
look a marked and sudden stride forward. It 
might, perhaps, be expressed in this way. 
From his earliest days there were two Tol- 
stoys, the boy who la.shed his back with a 
rope- and the boy who lay in bed and ate 
sweet things and read no\-els, 'i'lie S|n'rilual 
and the i)hysical in liiinv\\ere both acute, .and 
;dwa}'s in opposition. Circuinstaiices lailed tli.al 
until lu' '.va> filly he should resr^tird the ;inlag- 
tjnism chiefly from the pli3'sical side; and so 
we have the great novels, crowded with bril- 
liant figures of men and women whose physi- 
cal presence is so keenly noted and so vividly 
expressed as to seem sr)nietimes tdmost op- 
pressive. Then came wdial looks like a revul- 
sion, but was only a shifting of the ])oint of 
view from which tlie old antagonism was re- 
garded; and thenceforth we have the doctrine 



of renunciation, the declaration of war on the 
body, the definite attempt to foster the 
spiritual life liy the mortification of the i)hysi- 
eal. Hut this was a tendencv that may be 
clearly traced throughout the "])re-conversion" 
writings; it was not new, any more than the 
capital point f>f Tolstoy's philosophy was new 
— the brotherhood of man. That idea can be 
traced in his writings long before the eitianci- 
p.-ition of the serfs in iSf)r or the efforts to im- 
prose the education of the children' on his es- 
tate:- which the \-oniig landed proiirietor and 
ex-olficer made by leaching in the schools in 
])erson as well as bv writing. Il lies at the 
iiottoin of liis most hideous pictures of peasant- 
life, like "The Power of Darkness," as well as 
of his highest dreams of the future; it is the 
mainspring of that bombshell "What is Art?" 
the explosion of which set all but the most 
levcl-liea(le(l scampering for pniteetion to old 
formid.'ie; it h;is lieeii the principle guiding bis 
life -.iiiee d;n s Ioiil; before he disco\er('d lli.it 
il w;i> useless to gue aw;iy UKUie}- while you 
had any money left, to give anything, unless, 
like Ibsen's Hraml, \-ou gave all. The exact 
degree to which he has siicceeiled in carrying 
into practice his diictrine of ecpiality aiu! rc- 
niinriaiion i-- ;i qtie-iioii that does not concern 
tin.' \,ihie ol hi-- leaching to llie woidd. 

In >piu- ol llie !!i;in\ di--pilles, iheii, which 
lia\'c long r.'iged ronnd his iiaiiiC' there is .a 
Tol>loy wh'im men of .all shades of (ipini'Mi 
nia\' iiiiile to Inmiir. .\ gre;it noecdist ; .1 great 
writcn' wIkj has consislently regarded litera- 
ture, not as a remote art. but as a means for 
the I'xpression of what he had to say. who has 
dared to r< gia'i that S(.ime of .Matthew .AriKdd's 
poems were in^t written in pre)se, and has 
l)r;i\'eil llie eh:ir:.;es of Philistinism ami 
;ie-~ilieiic barbaritx for llie s;d<e of being true 
to hinisell: ;i proloiind and original lhinl<er, 
win, h.as lhi'((wn off .dl bonds of tradition, n.se- 
and res[)cct, ami liied every opinion and prin- 
ci])le in life and art b}- the touchstone of his 
own great intelligence; a social reforiuer wlio, 
whate\'er the \'alue of his theories, has con- 
sistent!}- ])reached one iinaluable truth — he is 
one lo whemi homage is due alike fr(Mn men of 
letters, from philo-',>p!;ers, from ])lain inen, and 
rioin liic liumblesl of those whose cause be 
li.as ch;imi)i( nu- 1. 

Il is significant that the m(;\'cment for cele- 
brating his eightieth birthday has its origin 
in Ru.ssia, where the central committee (which 
iiicludes men of all shades of opinion, among 
tliem even a brother of M. Stolypin) has for- 
mulated the proposals, "Peace" is to be the 
watchword; political differences arc lu l)c 
buried, and opponents in politics and social 
science arc to meet on. the common ground of 



what all may admire in Tolstoy. We learn that 
it is even jiossilde that a bill may be introduced 
and passed in the Duma making the d ly a 
])ublic holiday. In Paris a committee has been 
formed which includes M. Anatolc France, 
M. l^eroy Beaulieu, and the Marquis Melchoir 
dc Veiguc ; and in consequence of a flying visit 
paid lo London by M. Slakhovilch, the secre- 
tary of the central committee, an Ivnglish com- 
mittee, of which Dr, Magberg Wright, of the 
'London Library, is the honnrary secretar}' and 
Dr. L''.dmnnd (".oss the ])resident, is now in 
process of forni.alion. It includes already the 
names of Mr. George Meredith. Mr. Thomas 
Hardy, Mr. Henry James, Mr. H. G. Wells, 
the Hon. Maurice Baring, Mr. John Gals- 
'r - "ssor Cilbert Ahirray, Mr, IL W. 
Xcvinson, Mrs, Garnctl, .Mr, C, liernard Shaw, 
.Mr. Laurence Irving, .Sir l)(jnald M. ^Vallace, 
Mr, .\\ liner .Maude, and PiMjfessor \'ino- 
gr;idoff, wliih- ;i "Tolsto\ I'uiid" has been 
opened al Messrs, Barclay's, I Pall Mall Fast. 
The central comniitlee iinilcs representatives 
of literature and social progress to unite in St. 
Petersburg or Moscow, and to present an in- 
ternatiAna! address to Count Tolstoy, It is 
possible that Yasnaia Poliana, his home, may 
be secured as a public jiossession; and a third 
part of the S(dieme will ha\'e the wai'iii apjiro- 
\,il of his a(lniirers — that a cheap edition of 
hi- principal W(')rks should be pul)lishe(l in the 
leading l.ingiiages of liuroiie I'ew authors 
l'ia\e suffered so nuich as Tolstoy from the 
censorship at home, and premature and un- 
authorized, not to mention wilfully falsfied, 
translation abroad. 



CAMPBELL-BANNERMAN'S CABINET 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman's cal)uiet 
colleagues from first to last totalled thirty- 
five — exactly half the number that Mr. Glad- 
stone could reckon on when he retired. But 
then, says the Daily Chronicle, the whcWe 
lierioc! of Sir Henry's cabinet service amount- 
ed only to a few months more than the life 
of (iladstone's i(S(f8-74 administration alone. 
.Sir Fdw.ard llamilton records that Ciladstoue 
set himself in 1894, ;is a lest of memor\', to 
write down the names of his cx-colleagucs, 
and enumerated six^j'^-eight of ■the se\';enty 
correctly. He was disappointed to find that he 
stood only third in this respect, Lord Palmer- 
ston's total of cabinet colleagues having been 
seventy-six and Lord Lansdow:ie's scvent}- 
four. If the M;ir(|uis of Ripon retire,'", iiow Mr. 
Morley wiil be the onl\' surviving member of 
the present ministry who sat with Sir Henry 
Carapbell-Banncrman in the Cabinet of i88(5. 



in winter, and 55 in sumitici'. The "opchshop" 
prevails throughout. The men arc chiefly 
British-Canadian and a \ ery good clas*;. 

Poison Iron Works ([<iniited),— This is an- 
other jjurely Canadian concern. It was estab- 
lished in 1883 by William Poison, a native of 
Montreal, and began in a very small way by 
repairing and making marine boilers and en- 
gines, and building yachts. Poison had been 
'a mechanic in railway works, and was a practi- 
cal man. His son, the present head of the com_ 
pany, .Mr, I'. 15, Poison, had a similar training. 
In i8<S6 the business was transformed into the 
Poison Irr)ii\\-orks Company, which started a 
shipbuilding >-ard at Owen Sound. This prov- 
ed an unfortunate venture ami brought the 
company to grieh The present company was 
formed in 1905. They are steel shipbuilders, 
engineers, and boilermakers ; and they have 
lately made a speciall)- of hydraulic dredges. 
There is' another shii)building }-<ard in Toronto, 
belonging to the Canadian Shipbuilding Com- 
pane On these waters they can only buikL 
vessels of canal size — that is, up to 270 feet in 
length and about 2,200 tcuis gross, l'olst)n's 
seem to have been very busy and to have done 
well in recent years; they have built light ships 
for the Canadian government, several dredgers, 
steam ferries on the lake and the St, Lawrence, 
and a cruiser for fisheries' protection. They 
also build tugs and yachts, and make all the 
machinery. They were preparing to erect a 
new machine shop, 350 feet by 80 feet, at the 
time of m\' visit. They get steel plates from 
Cdasgow and from the United States Steel 
Corporation, but the latter have the advantage 
in chea[;ness and prompt delivery. They are 
put on the cars at Pittsburg and run into -the 
yard at Toronto. From 600 to 800 men are 
employed in the shops and yard. Wages: — • 
Day laborers, 6s, ; machine men and fitters, 9s. 
to I2S,; boilermakers, lOs, to I2s. Hours, 55 
a week. They make no iron castings; the 
Moulders' Union gave so much trouble that 
the firm gave it up and get their castings else- 
where. A good many men in the works are 
from "the Old Country;" some are very good; 
others not. The chief draughtsman is a 
Scotchman, and other skilled men in the draw- 
ing office are from England. 

Canada Foundry Company (Limited), — 
This large concern is a branch of the Canadian 
General Electric Company and an instance of 
American enterprises which have become Can- 
adian. About 1886 the Edison General Elec- 
tric Company of Shenectady ^.tid' the Thomsoiij' 
Houston ' Company of' Lynn' both ame' 'fa 
Canada, the former establishing works at Pe- 
terboro. They were not very successful, 
and in 1892 the Canadian General Electric 
Compaii}- was formed and took them both 
over. About 1899 the Canada Foundry Com- 
pany, a small concern previously founded at 
Toronto, was taken over by the General Elec- 
tric, and in igoi the present works were begun. 
They have grown to large dimensions and 
cover 88 acres; and they are extremely active. 
They make boilers, girders, bridge material, 
tubes, nuts, bolts, screws, steam shovels, and 
mail}- other things, A department for pro- 
ducer gas plant has recently been added under 
the charge of Mr. Chapman, a young English 
engineer. The pipe foundry is an important 
feature ; its capacity is 60 to 80 tons a day, and 
very large pipes arc cast. But they have been 
hit by Scotch competition in this deparfmcnt. 
In ihe boiler house I saw boilers of great size 
l)cing constructed, and extreme activit}- jirc-. 
vailed in the nut and holt shop. These works 
are ecpiipped to luulertake large contracts. The 
installation of machinery and tools is chiefly 
American and Ganadi,an, but I noticed heavy 
drills and punches from Glasgow. Wages; — 
Handymen, 6s. to 7s. a day; machinists, iis. 
and I2S. Hours, 55 a week. A good man}' of 
the men are English in these works, and they 
are "noi the best :" but 1 am not sure that it is 
altogether ih.eir fault. They m.ay be; too 
thorough, for American hurry seems lo be ra- 
ther the rule in some of the shops. .At any 
rate, men were biidly wanted last spring, and 
the manager would have taken hundreds of 
competent English mechanics if he could have 
got them. 

Toronto Carpet Company (Limited). — -This 
is a \-er_\' flourishing concern, started a few 
year.s agi.i 1)_\- Mr. Da\id .Murray, wdio had 
been in a warehouse business aiul h.ad no 
knowdetlge of mamifacluring. Xcvcrlhe]css he 
has built up a large mill, wdiich is extremely 
busy and has excellent prospects before it; 
there is a great demand for carpets, which 
seems to me one of the most jjromising open- 
ings for manufacture in Caiiada. They can- 
not compete with l'',ngiish makers in the finer 
qualities, Inii for the chcafier ones there is a 
hirge field. This mill h.as been extended se\'- 
eral times, and is ready lo extend again if it 
can find the capil.al. The rooms are good and 
it is in every way a fine mill. The machinery., 
aiid the workpeople arc chiefly English; spin- . 
ning frames by Prince Smith of Keighley, 
looms by Hutchinson, Hollhigsworth, and Co. 
and by John Crossley (S: Co. of Halifax. Many 
of the wea\'ers are from Kiddermister, Keigh- 
ley, and Halifax. The men earn, wdien in good., 
work, £3 a week; girls spinning and wdndingf 
earn 24s. lo 3()s. ;i week. I lours, 55 in winter 
and 54 in summei . 

Workpeople wdio think of going to Torontoc 
should note that rents are, extremely highj-aiidj;. 
rising, .A four-roomed house of the lowest,:! 
class is ICS. a week; a good six-roomed work- 
imin's house is from 15s. to 20S. a wcek^ and I 
have heard of ctises in wdiich 24s. was asked..' 
h'ood also is dearer than in .Montreal, and ris- 
ing. But a single man. can board for 14s. to 
i6s. a week. ' ' 
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' HE Toronto News, in the course 
of a lengthy article descriptive 
of the world-girdling tour of the 

four commercial travellers sent 
out under its auspices says: 

From that day the four suc- 
cessful travellers focussf-d their 
eyes to world-wide prospects, 
aiid adapted the contents of their 
grips and trunks to a longer absence and 
more diversified climates than usual. Fre- 
quently in their letters have they expressed 
satisfaction at the perfection of arrangements 
•made on their behalf by the News. Every- 
tiiing that conhl possibly be foreseen was reck- 
oned upon, and when, on the night of Jan. it 
the travellers left Toronto, they knew that on- 
ly the most remote mischance could sidetrack 
or cause them inconvenience. 

ICre their departure they anticipated cor- 
rectly that the crowning feature of their trip 
was to be a banquet, tendered them in Old 
London by the United Kingdom Commercial 
Travellers' association. Tliis had been ar- 
ranged in advance by the .\e\v.s, and was one 
of the mo.st important functions of the kind 
ever held; in fact, it was tlie first occasion on 
which the conunercial travellers of the United 
Kingdom and of Canada, the chief colony of 
the empire, had come together. The News 
foresaw that a "commercial" gathering of that 
kind could but have far-reaching results, par- 
ticularly in advertising this country, hence 
took up the projjosal with great zeal and 
thoroughness. There was hearty co-operation 
of all who had anything to do with the ar- 
rangements, which residted in a function of 
imperial significance in Hotel Cecil, London, 
otr the' evening of April 3rd. 

The jstory of the great banquet might well 
be ihtroditced by the following "Commercial 
Travellers' Chorus," which was a great hit 
with the gathering: 

"Friends, friends, best of friends 
In fair and stormy weather; 

Friends, friends, dear old friends, 
We'll stand or fall together. 

Through weal and woe 

We all must know 
We'll e'er be staunch and true, 
Until life ends, the best of friends, 

I — and — you." 

It Avas an event in which men gave ex- 
press, on to a patriotic sentiment welching t,!ic 
rhla'tionship to which the words of ■ the chorus 
lent i^opnlar descriiition. 

Air. W illiam CoK-illc refers to the affair in 
these xs'ords : "It -was brilliant, elaborate, and 
said to be the most successful ever given by 
the London 'IVavellcrs' association. Members 
came- from all parts of the United Kingdom to 
do lis honor. Never have I had the pleasure 
of so enjoyable an evening, and the boys are 
beside themselves with delight." 

The banquet was held in the Hotel Cecil. 
The four Canadians sat on the left of the 
chairman, Mr. ^\'. 1". Brooks, of Manchester, 
the head of the United Kir.gd<mi association, 
-while on his right sal I.ord Strathcona and 
Sir .'Vlbcrt K. Kollit. The tables were arrang- 
ed in the form of a huge "K, " the backbone oi 
the letter being the guest table.

The effort to make 
yourself and wants known by the aid and as- 
sistance of a third party is about as awkward 
and mipleasant as trying to make love to a 
pretty girl with a little cuss of a brother _ in 
the room, or booking an order under similar 
circumstances. Our experience has been 
largely of this order since le.'iving lioiue or 
rather Canada. Tlierefore, we feel tonight 
liartieiilarh- de]iL;l-.ted and el;ited to h'>ar on 
all sides the good old luigl- !; 1'a::gu:'-gc. It 
removes the leeling of lonesomeness and in- 
stills into our hearts a greater love and admri- 
alion for all that is truly l'.ritish— and proud 
are wc that we are British subjects. 

"In rejilying to the toast which \dn h;ivc 
so fi'.vorab y. warndy and heartily teniiered, I 
scar', ely know where to einiMuence. Three 
things constitute a good after-dinner s[)ccch ; 
first, stand u]) ; second, speak up; third, shut 
up. The latter 1 feel like dijing, fearing that 
which befel the burial of an unknown man 
may be my lot. 

"Canada as a topic is so varied and so 
great that one can but merely fringe upon it. 
it has been said that the nineteenth century 
was essentially the century of . the United 
Slates, and the twentieth century essentially 
that of Canada, and it is al)Solutely true. 

"Our population today is something over 
six millions. We have endeavored, during our 
tour of the world, to avoid talking "shop," de- 
voting ourselves mostly to recreation (which 
every travelling .salesman needs — twice a 
year) and to learning the cnstoius, commer- 
cially and otherwise, of the ilifferent countries 
we have passerl through; therefore, yon will 
pardon me, knowing that it would give our 
government the greatest pleasiu-e imaginable 
if we could but "book" a million or so of good, 
industrious and sturdy yeomen, artisans and 
laborers, with their wives and children to come 
bark to Canada with tis." There the virgin soil 
awaits the ploughin'an. rfnd those who want 
work can have it for the asking. It is a land 
overflowing with "milk and honey" — but you 
have got to work and hustle to share in the 
sweets. 

"It is a great country for the middle class, 
who, by industry and frugality, become land- 
owners, and comparatively rich in a few years, 
while for the investors it has no equal. The 
population is r:ipidly increasing. Aside from 
the large ininiigr;ition from other countries, 
over two hundred thousand fanners last }'ear 
left the United States for Cai-iada, and more 
will follow their cxanipic this year, and be- 
come loyal sidijccts of our great and beloved 
King. 

"Lord Strathcona. speaking at Toronto, the 
city we hail from, mare the statement that, be- 
fore the close of the twentieth century, Canad;i 
would have a'poimlation of over sixty million. 
That statemetU, I belii-,\e. will be verified. 
.•\nv prophecv made b}' oiu- honored Lor.l 
Strathcona (for all Canadians delight to honor 



him), 1 need not say, can be thoroughly relied 
upon. 

"The word "Canada" is believed to be from 
the Indian word "Kanalha," meaning a vil- 
lage or collection of huts, but do not misjudge 
or misconstrue by forming the opinion that we 
are all Indians, or that we reside in wigwams 
or huts. Such is not the case, for in point of 
architectural beauty we have numy public 
b-iiildings liiat woidd surprise and awaken 
your admiration, wltile the feminine portion of 
our po|>ulation, without a doubt, arc the love- 
liest, handsomest and jiossess greater charms 
and accomplishments, collectively, than those 
of any other country in the world — and no one 
is a belter judge than commercial travellers. 
They get the credit, at least, of being compe- 
tent judges of the fair sex. 

"Canada is as large as sixteen Germanys, 
twice the extent of British Iiulia, and larger by 
250,000 s(pi;ire miles than the L'nited States and 
.Alaska. That's why we (will 1 say) gracefully 
acquiesced in allowing the United States to 
have Alaska. But here permit me to sound a 
note of warning. If in future the British gov- 
ernment refuses to 'call' the 'bluf?' of the United 
States \n their selfish desire to have aiKUher 
])ortii)ii of C.'inada, there will be a bt-e in some- 
body's bonnet, and it won't be in the Canuck's, 
for what we have we'll hold. 

"C)ur tcrritorv is ample, and includes every 
soil and climate, except that of the enervating 
South — for 'where the banana grows white men 
won't work.' Thus we escape the negro prob- 
lem. Within her limits is contained half the 
fresh water of the globe, with water power and 
electric energy to make her the first nation in 
manufacturing, and, in addition to this, we have 
large tracts of forest, pulpvvood areas and coal 
fields. 

"Our system of education is quite advanced, 
in fact is now recognized as one of the best in 
the world, and to further impress and inculcate 
loyalty into the minds and hearts of the youth 
of Canada, towards all tliat is British aiul of 
British connection, the grand old Union Jack, 
by order of the provincial governments, floats 
to the breeze from the top of every public 
school in the provinces of Ontario and Mani- 
toba, and it will only he a matter of a short 
time when the example set by these provinces 
will be emulated by every province in the Do- 
minion. ' 

"Our banking system is almost perfect, and 
possesses the entire confulence of the Canadian 
people, as note the large deposits. Quite the 
reverse is the case in tlio Lhiited States at the 
present time. 

".As far as social conditions are concerned, 
Canada occupies a unique position — a sense of 
indc[)en(lencc permeates the whole sociiil sys- 
tem, and produces a condition of freedom un- 
known in older countries. 

"Canafla has passed beyond the i\Iother 
C'ouiUry in many social questions, particularlv 
as regards the liepior traflic. A high state of 
control of this traffic has been attained, fully 
one-third of its population living under prohibi- 
tion. I understand this is one of the live issues 
with you at the present time, so I must be car'e- 
ful not to trespass. 

"Regarding transportation, Canada is spe- 
cially well situated, being supplied with three 
transcontinerital systems, the greatest of which 
is the C. I*. R., to whom we are very deeply in- 
debted for the kindness and courtesy shown us 
by its officers at every point. 



"Canada has navigable waters from the 
mouth o\ the St. Lawrence to a distance of 
2,000 miles inland, with only 270 miles of canals. 
To give you an idea of how great a traffic there 
is, I might tell you that at a given point on the 
Soo canal, connecting I^ake Huron' with Lake 
Superior, a greater tonnage passes during the 
eight months the canal is open than through 
any other in the world — not excepting Li'/cr- 
pool and the ,Suez canal. 

"Canada has the largest litl-!ocks in the 
world, the largest lloiiring niill and the greatest 
grain elevators, but, Mr. Chairman, one might 
go on for hours describing the wonderful nat- 
ural and other advantages of Canada, and then 
give you but a faint idea of the vaslncss and 
greatness of her possibilities. 

"Piul, one word and 1 will conclude. Our 
newspapers, the great educators, the great 
power that docs more for a country and its peo- 
ple without thought of rcnuincration of sclf- 
aggrandisement, than all the philanthropists 
and statesmen put together, compare most fa- 
vorably with any other country, and the Tor- 
onto News, to whom we are indebted for this 
treat of a lifetime, is not the least of ihcni, 

Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, again I thank 
yoii inosi cordially inr I he reception given my- 
self .'ind fellow travelers." 

The hralth of the visitors was proposed by 
Mr. E. R. Tapp, and responded to by Lieut.- 
Gcn. Wimburn Lawrie, C. B., and Dr. Parkin, 
C. M. G. 

Mr. Valentine Wells, of Mount Forest, Ont., 
proposed the health of the chairman, Mr. 

Brooks responding. 

"The speeches of Sir Albert R. Rollit, Mr. 
McMaster, M.P., Dr. Parkin and Licut.-Gen. 
Wimburn Lawrie were a grand eulogy on Can- 
ada, and," says iMr. Colville, "if circulated 
would dispell the density of the English people 
respecting Canada." Mr. Reilly's singing of 
the "Commercial Travelers' Chorus" was a fea- 
ture of the evening, the entire company joining 
in the chorus. He made a decided hit. 

"We are now overtax'ed with our engage- 
ments," says Mr. Colvillc. "and honestly, the 
reception given us and the kindnesses extended 
from one and all is far beyond our expectations. 
Tlicy certainly know how lo entertain. Our 
London visit will ever remain fresh in our mem- 
ory." 

The pleasure of the evening was enhanced 
by songs by Miss Carrie Tubb, Mr. Charles 
Morton and Mr, A. Snelling, hui-norous recitals 
by Mr, A. Snelling and pianoforte solos by Mrs.

"Lord Strathcona, though confined to his 
Iionie by a severe cold, ventured down to his 
office to receive us," writes Mr. Colvillc. "He 
is a grand old man, and his secretary, Mr. W. 
L. Griffith, a most amiable gentleman, has e.x:- 
tended us many courtesies, enabling us to visit 
Buckingliam Palace, and the Ilouscs of Com- 
mons and r,ords.

"Our trip through Italy and France was a 
decided change from our sailings. Naples, and 
especially Rome, appealed to us — to say noth- 
ing of Paris. 

"We leave on Wednesdav for .Scotland and 
Ireland, and sail for home on the 17th inst." 





T is a rapid age in which we live. 
So rapid are the new Cunarders 
that one has not had time to lose 
wonder over these gigantic liners, 
to cease to n-iarvel at tlu-ir im- 
mensit}- of length and tremendous 
power. Jt loolss as though these 
/(JO foot .steamships were to be the 
last wortl in marine construction 
and that their O8.000 iiorsc-povver marked tiie 
limit of motive power. 

lUit now. while mie is }'et marveling al 
these new marvels, the cables bring announce- 
ment that the White i-^tar vSteanishi|) Conip;niy 
li;is contracted for ihe construction rd a steaiii- 
that is to haw the amazing length of 
I .LKK) feel, a length Jio feet greater than that 
of the i.nsitania aiul .530 feel more than was 
the length of Brunei's great failure — the Great 
Eastern. 

Such was the word the cables brought thr 
other d;i\'. .Mr. I'lrnce Unia\ . the general maii- 
:iger of the White .'-^t.'ir line, who arrix ed from 
b'.ngland a few days ago, not oiil_\' confinned 
the re[)ort, but added still further interest to it 
by the statement that the comi)any was plan- 
ning to build not one but two of these giant 
ves.sels ; to .send one down the ways .six 
months after the other had gone overboard, 
and to place both of these great \ essels in the 
.\'ew Yorl<-Southampton service. 

"These two steamships," said .Mr. Isniav, 
"■AW iiuended to be f;ir ahead of anything A-et 
designed. They arc to be apprcximately 1,000 
feet in length, perhaps a few feet more or per- 
haps a few feet less. But if not exactly of 
1,000 /cet it will be but a trifling difference 
from that figure, one way or the other. That 
length will make them considerably greater 
i!i ^ any vessel yet projected. I do not know 
vi...L beam has been decided upon, but this 
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will naturally be commensurate with their 
length. 

"This is the first time in its lii.sto|-y that 
ilie W liite Star line has been able Im eiih r the 
field m| ship eonslniction without a liaiidie;iii. 
Ilitheri.i \\(.' li.'ixe been restricted by 
the li!ii;i;uion> of or.r former home 
teiimiial — that of Liverpool; and in 
pLiiiiiing for new sln'ris it had always been 
necessary for us to Iceep in mind the f;ict that 
our vessels must be l:epi w iihiii ci i tiiiii limita- 
tions. ]'<\\\ now ihai we ha\e moi,d oiir Icr- 
miii.il to Soiith.-impion. th;it reslri(-lion no 
longer exists, and so, for the first time, we are 
iiMW ;dile to enter the field without any handi- 
ca|) uf this nature. SouthamiJton being a sjja- 
cious harbor and its waters so wide and dec]) 
that so far as that port is concerned we may 
build ships of any size. It is true that docking 
facilities on this side must be considered. The 
liiiigesl piers on the X'orth ri\er. where our 
\es,sels now dork- ai'e lull S^o led in length' 
hut w I- ;ire (|iiile ^iire lliat longer ones will be 
eonstriK-ted." 

.Mr. isma\- wouhl not commit himself to 
any further statement about New ^'ork i)iers, 
but since his company has definitely planned 
to bring out two 1,000 feet ships, with the in- 
tention of putting them in the New York ser- 
vice, it is fair to assume that the W'hite Star 
line has received definite assurance that the 
city will lia\e suitable jjiers ready wdien the 
ships make their first appearance here in the 
spring of 11)1 I . 

"What new or umisiial featiires will these 
new vessels ha\e?" Mr. Jsniay was asked. 

"I may not tell you that," he replied ' for 
if T did all our competitors will know, but I 
will repeat what I just said that they will be 
far ahead .of anything that has yet been pro- 
jected'.'

P.ul there were some fe;itiircs which .Mr. 
Ismav felt free to disciis.s. The new Cunarders, 
as all the world knows, :\vr fitted with turbine 
engines. y\r. Ismay s.iid ih.it the new White 
Star ves.sels would be etpiipped with both lur- 
i)ine and reciprocating eiii^ines. These will 
operate triple screws, the twi) wing screws 
being pro])elled by engines of the reciproc.iling 
typt*. the central one being driven by a turbine. 

The eompanv ;ilread_\- h;is under coiisinic- 
tioii two other \-essels whost' ini]ti\-e power is 
(-if this c-'idwiiation tyjie. But these arc \ery 
much smaller. They are the Alberta and the 
.Albany, wliich are luiw under construction in 
the Ikdfast yards of Ilarland (.1 Wolff. These 
two are to be i)1aced in the Canadian service 
of the com|);iin- in the coming spring, but they 
are of re]ati\el\' sn:.'i]l size, their tomi;ige being 
(inly 14,000 tons. The new shijjs will jiredjabl)' 
(.lisplaee about Oo.txio tons. 

" I'.xtraordiiuiry sliced," Mr. Isnia)' con- 
tinued, "will not be sought for in these larger 
vessels. .About twenty knots an hour, I should 
say, will be their gait. We have some vcr)' 
good reasons for not filling them up with 
engines and eo.il bunkers. There is ahva}'s a 
certain i)ercent;ige of people who are ;iKv;iys 
in ;i hurry, but we do not belie\'e that that per- 
(-i.-ntage is large, nor is there aii\- reas(jn to 
l)elie\-e that it is considerably increasing. To 
the ordinary voyager a day more or less is not 
a matter of extreme importance, but two or 
three additional knots an hour is a matter of 
extreme importance to the operating company, 
'J'hat the \-asl majority of ocean travelers are 
not insistent 011 high speed seems to be pro\-ed 
by the popularity of such vessels as the Amcr- 
ika of the Hamburg-American line and our 
Adriatic." 

The two vessels which Mr. Ismay had se- 
lected as an example have no pretensions to 
extraordinary speed, but it is a well known fact 



that these two and the t}-pe which they rcpre- 
sein :!re exceedingly ])'j|)ular with llu: travel- 
ing public, 'i'he [)alrons of this class know- o{ 
the many features which by the sacrifice of a 
knot or two of speed it was fouml possible to 
instal in them. One therefore wonders about 
the many unknown features which the White 
.Star company can ])lace in these tremendous 
big \-essels (jf a relatively slow sjieed. Ele\;i- 
tors are alre.'KK' ;i familiar fe;itiire. Will these 
roomy new le\-iatlians ha\c trolleys or ino\-ing 
sidewalks to carr}- passengers up and down 
their far-reaching (leeks - Will they have 
theatres and shop|)ing arcades? 

Where, anyhow, is this era bv era increase 
in the size of sliij^s to end? In a comparison 
that was made when the new C'nnarders were 
first contracted for some interesting calcula- 
tions were made. These showed th;it if the 
rate of incrcise in steamship dimensions should 
he maintained for the next' hundred years at 
the same ratio that they increased from 1807 
to T()0- the ship launched at the end of the 
next century »\'oti!d lia\-e a speed of (^.^2/ l-riiots 
a day, and would be .'dile to cross from .\e\v 
\'ork to ICngland in about thirteen luiurs. The 
\-csscl would be nearly ;i mile in length .'ind 
would lia\-e acc(jminodat i(.)ns for 33,000 ]ias- 
scngers. 

Of course, no name has been assigned to 
either of the projected vessels. But the While 
Star line will luidoubledly follow its old sy.s- 
tem of uonienclature. and when these two 
come out the names gi\cn them will in all 
probability end with the clicking "ic" which 
lias so long distinguished the vessels of this 
fleet. 

Few lines ha\-e had a more interesting his- 
tory tlian has the While Star, and it is now^ 
pertuient to recall what that history is. The 
red swal'ow tail, with its .live-pointed -white 
ytpr in the centre, an emblem now familiar in 



all the waters of the world, was first hoisted 
to the masthead of a smart .■Xustralian clipper 
before the days of the great rush to the gold 
digging.s, more than half a century ago. It 
cyuld hardi)- have been anticipati^ that the 
time w ould come before the end or the century 
when the same flag weJiiUi i)e the recognized 
emblem of several fleets of ])owcrful steam- 
shijis traversing all the great oceans of the 
world. ^ el this is ^s■hat has now become an 
accomplished fact. 

The original flag ui the Wdulc Star cli])- 
pers was taken over in i8uj by the late T. .M . 
ismay, and who tlien proceeded to found the 
Oceanic Steam Navigation Coinpan}', latterly 
known as the Wlute Star line. The iirst ves- 
sel that was sent afloat was llie Oceanic, of 
K,8o7 tons and a length over all of 430 feet. 
Th;it was but f(jrly years ago. The two new 
\essels wdiicli the c()iii])any has now contr.-icted 
for might almost hoist two of these first 
Oceanics on board- yet they were considered 
very superior vessels in their time. Following 
I hem came a fleet of steamers, and in 1875 the 
line lc<l all others in speed with its Britannic, 
a \-csseI of 5,000 tons. The Britannic was fol- 
lowed by the Germanic of the same a'lr.c, and 
which succeoded in .-ittracting considerable at- 
tention by her performance in crossing the 
.Atlantic in a little under eight days. Later 011 
tlic Teutonic and the Majestic were placed in 
the transatlantic service, theise being vessels of 
10,000 tons. Since then events moved rapidly 
in the affairs of ' the White Star line. The 
company now owns nearly a half hundred 
steamships, twenty-seven of which are of the 
twin-screw type. But all hough this aggrega- 
tion constitutes one of the largest merchant 
fleets afloat, the line has many other fcattircs 
which attract attention. One of these is the 
fact that the average tonnage per steamer is 
greater than tjiat of, aiiy other company. 
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R. BALFOUR, during the Home 
Rule debate in the British House 
e:^^ of Commons on Marcli 30, deliv- 
ered the followinj^;; speech :

I had intended speaking on the merits, but 
— cries of "Go on"j — then yon bring it on your- 
selves (laughter), and, if I am to survey, even 
in the briefest fashion, the merits of the ques- 
tion, 1 nuist ask the indulgence of the Mouse, 
though I shall not really travel outside the 
limits of today's debate. What said the leader 
01 the Irish party? He gave his version of the 
arguments that had been used in favor of Home 
R-ule, and said, "The whole situation is altered. 
There may have been strong arguments against 
Home Rule in r886 and in iSy.i, hut those argti- 
ment.s, which may have been strong then, have 
been (lcstroye<I since, and destroyed by the ac- 
tion of a Unionist government." W hat were 
his two argumeiUs? The first was that >ou re- 
(]uired to d(.) justice in the matter of land. You 
bad to do justice to Irish landlords as well as 
Irish tenants, and if Mome Rule had been pass- 
ed in 1886 or 1893 justice wotild not have been 
done. Justice will now be done because the 
Land Act of 1903 has been pa.'^sed, and that 
(picstion is in the way of solution. I am proud 
to be a member of the .government which i)asscil 
that act (hear, hear); but. when it is suggested 
that it is inconsistent with I'liionist policy, 
let me sa_\' that 1 had been an ardeiU advocate 
for years of that policy before I held office in 
tins House at all. More than 20 years ago [ 
seconded a resolution on the subject of laird 
|)urch;ise wlren l was in nnj)nsition, and ever 
.since then I ha\e. in office and mit of office, ar- 
dently adsocateil that ])olicy, ruul it is absurd 
to sa\' that we borrowed it from the hon. mem- 
ber for W'aterford and his ! i iends. 1 belie\-c 
the iniblic man w.'hose name was most identilied 
ill early life with it was Mr, Bright : but, what- 
ever may have been the small beginnings of that 
policy, all that ha.s been done of a great and 
effectual character has been done by us, all the 
great steps have been taken by us, and they 
iiavc been absolutely consistent with the whole 
thetn"v i.if L nioni.si admiuistratiou. Tlve second 
ar.gument use;! by the hon. ,aiid learned gentle- 
man was that the o])poneiits of Home Rule 
laid down the principle that Irishmen, qua Irish- 
men, were incapable of administering affairs, 
and that that argument had been entirely dis- 
posed of by the fact that a Unionist govern- 
ment gave a full measure of local administration 
to Irish county councils, kocal government in 
Ireland, a.gaiii, has always been a j^art of Union- 
ist polie\-. (Ministerial cries of "(.)h." jjnd a 
Xationalisi member — W'luit did L<:>rd .Salisbury 
sa\- at .\'ewp(jrt ?) Me certainly said nothing in- 
consistent with that. Long before the Irish 
Local Governrnent Act ])asSKl, I and my friends 
Iiave always said th.at |)rivile.gis of that kind 
which you gave to England must be .given to 
Ireland. They were not given to England, rc- 
tne^n(bcr, until a Unionist government ga\c 
them in 1S88 (clieersl; and, as soon as they 
were given to I-.iigland. then, in m\' opinion, it 
became al.)solutii\' neees>ar\-, right, .and just 
that the .same pri\ilege.- >houlil he .gi\en to Iri'- 
lam', ; and they were given, nut wlu'ii a Radical 
governmeiu came in. but when a 1.,'iiionist gov- 
ernment again took office in i&j^. (Cfeers.) 
Who has ever suggested that an Irishman is in- 
capaijle oi dealing with giwenuiient (.\ .Va- 
tioiiali>t member — Lord S.alisljiir\.) I beg par- 
don, lie did notbiiig ol ilie kind. Ynu have 
onlv to see the i>arli;uiientarv .aliilil\- of hon. 
members Ijelow the gaugwa\ — an abiliu wiiieh 
I ha\'e t'xperieiieeil. ,-omi'tiines pleasurah]\ and 
sometimes ])ainfully. lor the last 30 .\ear- — lo 
know that Irishmen yield to no nation in the 
world in their ])arlkimenlary aptitudes. .'Vnd 
1 am delighted to learn what we have hcanl to- 
day — tlia: the lri.-!i county councils have 
shown ,L;!i-ai adininisi r.ilna aliiht\-, ;inil lia\f 
been a \ci \ ei i 1 in a! lU- institution. .As cme of 
th.ose wild created that institution, am I ex- 
pected lo stand 111 a while .-heel mii thai ;ic- 
eoiinl ? (Cheer-.) .Vo. .-ir, 110 one e\er oli^ 
jected to Home Rule mi the 'Muund thai Iri-li- 
nien ever lacked llie luress.ary ability to deal 
with ([uestions of public policy, and no one sug- 
gested that tlvc Irish county councils would fail 
in their duty except as far as tlie\ .illuwed their 
I>olitical ijrejndices to interfere. And I am 
afraid th.at, 11 the mailer wii'e inc|iiircd into im- 
partially, il would be loiiiid that, s.i high tloes 
party feeling r;;'! '" 1 la kind, ami ii(.it on one side 
o.il), ilial ycai i-a.miipt count mi comit\- eomi- 
cils to ap|)oint to |}laces ol eniohiment those 
i)est <iualitied to carry out the functions unless 
they share the political opinions of the ma- 
jority. If that is the fact, surely it bears out 
the conclusion to which my noble friend, in bis 
brilliant speech t(jnighl, called attention — that 
if Ireland were left entirely to her own political 
resources she would be the scene of violent 
piililiciil f.iction lights ill which the minority 
would laie \'erv badly, tlve minority being in this 
e:i-i- th.il section of the populalKUi which cer- 
tainly has shown the gretUest industrial apti- 
tude. That is the only moral that can be 
drawn from the county councils.; but surely it 
is enough. 

The Impossibility of Home Rule 
The members (jf this House, tbree-fourlhs 
of wlu.im do mil remember the oM debates on 
this subject, absolntelv mukM-ralc ihe practical 
difficulties thai would arise in men.aeing ])ower 
directly any one tries lo formnlale Home Rule. 
.Most of the gentlemen whom I am addressing 
arc new to this question. They have not had td, 



face the difficulties in their concrete shape in a 
bill. If they had they would see that such ques- 
tions as those regarding the position of the Ir- 
ish representatives and the relations of the two 
c.xchcipicrs arc questions so incapable of solu- 
tion that by themselves they would make .any 
government desiring to pass a practical bi.'l 
.shrink from the colossal task. (Cheers.) But 
behind all these questions, which may perhaps 
be regarded as questions of detail, there lies a 
I'ar greater issue. I have heard the leader of the 
■ns., p;iri\- and hisffriends constantly t;dk of 
the analogy between Ireland as they would wish 
lo sec it and a British self-governing colony. 
Sir, there is no analogy. (Cheers.) J remem 
her an observation written 20 years before the 
Home Rule controversy began, in which the 
late Professor Freeman stated that there had 
been a vast number of cases in which a federal 
systein had been created, but that in every case 
except one the federal systein was an effort to 
draw together the parts uf a great coniimmity 
which bad beccjine separated. It was a process 
of intc.gration and not of disinte.gratioii. The 
one example he pointed to in the eoiilrary sense 
was the ease of tlie (jcrmanic comimiuities, 
which, in the early Middle Ages, weie a rela- 
tively united nation, and which, through various 
historic stresses, gradually got broken up into 
.seini-independent states. They had some kind 
of organic unity, but one wdiich was ineffective, 
costly, and lirulillc of wars and friction — the 
very cause of all modern European difficulties. 
Mow has that jirocess been re\ ersed .•■ (Jer- 
maiiy was united; it became disintegrated-, it 
has been unit-od again by bloixl and iron. And 
it is only by blood and iron, when this kind of 
disiintcgratioii has been allowed to proceeil, 
that you can' reunite elements which should 
never have been allowed to separate. ((Jheers.) 

■ The whole tendency of modern times is the 
creation of great .Stales and commimities. That 
is the process of integration. The whole of the 
relationship to our Colonies, whether this plan 
or that plan be good, is that every statesman 
and every jiarty is desirous of ])roducing a new 
state of tilings in which the union of the Colo- 
nies shall be closer. (Hear, hear). If you give 
Home Rule to Ireland, a superficial observer 
may say that you are placing Ireland in a po- 
sition like that of a colony. The true observer 
sees th.at you are reversing in the case of Ire- 
land the very process which you are trying to 
carry out in every other part of the hmpire. 
(Hear, hear.) Instead of aiming at th.e inte- 
gration of tlie great British Empire you are 
tloing something towards its disintegration ; 
and as for telling me that there is any analogy 
between the case of Ireland — which is, at least, 
fully represented in a free AssembI) — and the 
cas'c of those communities beyond the sea, 
which some persons thought that we may have 
managed from Downing street without repre- 
sentative institutions of their own, 1 say that 
there is no analogy at all. 

What is the Government Attitude? 

But I do not feel (hat it is the merits of the 
question that are interesting tonight. What is 
really interesting toiii.ght is not what we 011 
these benches think. I'A'cry one knows what 
we think. (Cheers.) Nor is the interesting 
problem by what arguments we support our 
convictions, bccaus-e it is an abstract resolution 
nnt having the force of a Bill, and we are at 
br(mght in by a rcsponsilile .government. The 
libertv to reserve onr argumenis until a I'ill is 
reall\' interestin.g and inii)ortant probh in to- 
m.ght is not -what we think or why we thmk il, 
nor what the hon. members btdow the gang- 
wax' think. We want lo know what the go\-- 
ernmeiit think. (Cheers.) The right hon. gen- 
tleman who preceded mc said that he rejoiced 
in this resolution because it would clear the air. 
(Laughter.) Has it cleared the air? We have 
still to hear the speech of the Chancellor of the 
!'',xclicr|uer. and no one is a greater niasti'r im 
clear c-ajosilip)!!. lie ma\- mal-:e il clear; bm 
ba- il been cleared so far' 1 li tciud 1m tlu' 
char.icterist ic s|)eccli of the Cbiel Sei'rctar\ . 
and I ilo not think be pretended that he cleaieil 
the air. (Laii.gbtcr .and clicersi. I remember 
lhal be .ga\'e us ,a speech full o\ llie most bum- 
orous obiter dicta on all sorts ol f|uestioi}s — 
the late lamented I)cvolution Bill, the condi- 
tion i)f Irish land ]uirch,ase, .and other pressing 
probleiiis. Hut on the rpiestioii of Home Rule 
lie told us nuthiii.g about the attitude oi the 
( io\erimi cut as a (lovernment, or of the Radi- 
I al p.arty ns a partv. His nearest apiiroach as 
far as 1 remember to ;i specilie iitteraiiee was 
in words like these. "Si)eaking t(n- nnself, ' be 
said — not for iiis friends, not feir bis lollowers ; 
be did not say, "I am in favor of a parliament," 
but, "Speaking for myself, I am in favor of a 
Parliament which can give constant attention 
to Irish questions." (Laughter and cheers.) 
He illustrated that rather cryptic reference fy 
sayin.g what an embarrassment it was w.lb . ■.• ■ 
gard to land purcliase in Ireland. He said ;hal 
there is a land purcli.ase (piestioii which brings 
great confusion, that the act of f.)03 was a .gre.ai 
act, but in order to make il work' yon have a 
Parliament which is constantly dexoting itself 
to subsidiary problems that necessarily come 
in its train. 

British Credit 
How is an Irish parliament going to tleai 
with land purcliase in Ireland? Is land pur- 
chase .goin.g to be carried out by Irish money?' 
Is it goin.g to bo carried out by Riritisli money? 
(Cheers.) .And when the right hon. gentleman 
looks forward to a deN'ohiiion of our responsi- 
bilities in the mailer of land (jurchase to an 
Irish parliament, is he .going lo give the Irish 
parliameni, a free hand in dealing with. Irish 
credit and British money? Are wc to be ex- 



cluded from any say in that matter, or is that 
to be the prerogative entirely of hon. gentle- 
men below the gangway ? .And if wc who pro- 
vide the money are to b.ave sonrething to say 
to the polie\, bow are we lo be relieved by a 
do/.en |).arliaiiK'Hts in Ireland ? The truth is the 
right boll, .gentleman neither in his speech lo- 
ni.glit, nor in his speech on 'Jdiurselay, nor, so 
far as 1 know, in any speech he has yet made, 
has ficalt with any Irish question which does 
not .recpiire the use of Rnglisli nioues. "If 1 
could onlv gel the moiiex', there is nothing f 
would not do Im- Ircdand," says the ri.gbt hon, 
gemleinau. "I have a .great plan, a great re- 
form, kiritish inoiie\- is re(|uired." How is 
that goin.g to be euri'd by Home I-hile, unless, 
indeed, as s(une cynics have suggestei.1, Home 
Rule is another plan for gradually increasing 
at the general taxpayers' cost the expense of 
Irish government? (Laughter.) ( )therwise 
how are these great refcjrms with British money 
to be carried (nil exce|)t by the British ptirlia- 
nient Cle.arly there is no ccniceivable melbod; 
and I could wish tlu' right hon. geiitlnnaii, 
when dealiu.^" in bis airy and delightful maimer 
wilh the pressing problem of Irish .government, 
had chosen (piestions as illustrating the neces- 
sity for I Ionic Rule which do not so palpably 
involve the use or-misuse of British credit. That 
is all wc have as yet had from tire government 
in the way of an expression of their convict inns. 
1 thought myself when I came down that llinne 
Rule WAS a (p'estion which had been so tbor- 
oiighK' ihre-bed out on two occasions b\- Ihe 
liritisli p;irli;!menl that (here w.as 110 argmiiciu 
(Uie wa\' or the olber, no jilau for flealiiig with 
the objections which had not been canvassed 
and rccanvasscd a hundred times — in other 
words, that the problem of Irish Home Rule 
was no new (piestion. b^iscal reform may be 
thought to be a new qnestioii in the last few 
\ears, but Home Rule is an (dd (piestion ujion 
which e\ery ;4rgnment has been iborou.ghly 
sifted. I should b.ave thought every gentleman 
with this oppijrtunily of estimating every argu- 
mcnl w(.uild have formed a conclusion upon it. 
The Chief Secretary told us he was an eager 
Home Ruirr, and ended by making an appeal 
to the Irish gentlemen below the gangway lo 
deal frankly with the House and say wdiat it 
was Ihey wanted. (Cheers.) 

•Mr. I'lirrell — Xot with the House, but with 
the electorate. 

Mr. B.alfour — I do not know that from this 
point of view wc C(ndd distinguish between the 
two. Hon. gentlemen may feel that there is 
sometimes a ilislinction between the blouse 
and the electorate (cheers), but in this connec- 
tion what distinction can there be?, The ri.gbt 
hon. gentleman tippears to suppose that the 
hon. gentlemen below the gangwav have been 
wanting in clearness. I have had many con- 
troversies with hon. .genlleuven below the gang- 
wav, but on this subject they have been lucidity 
itself. (L.au.gluer.) They have never left us 
in the smallest doubt as to what they wanietl. 
There may be doubt as to what their requests, 
it .granted, will ultimately lead to. That I think 
is extremely doubtful, and they are not masters 
of that situation. What they want, at all events 
for the ])resenl, has been made absolutely clear. 
It w.as niadc^ clear by Mr. Raruell ; it lias been 
m.ade clear bs ea-cli mie i-i the genlh-uieii who 

b. a\e spiikcii with the anthorit\' of the Irish 
representatio.il. When the Chief Seerelary 
cmius down and risks the Irish to deal frankly 
\xilli the Kadical jiarly and tell them what lhe\' 
want. 11 dues .seem to me llic most amay.iiig 
pan e\er played by a responsible government 
lo a section of their sii|)|)orters. Remember 
the present occii|-)anls of the treasury bench are

Ihey said — it is (jiiiic Iruc \i>\\ c.amiot deal with 
It, but y(ni must tell us the pl.aii on which \im 
mean to g.) lo the country. I do not know that 
that re(piest was a very reasonable one, but at 
all (wciits ihii-e xvbo m.ade it cannot object to 
our asking wh.at the\' mean lo .go to the country 
on with regard to Home Rule. (Cheers.) 

The Radical Party and Home Rule 

Home Rule no doubt involves a jirgdigious 
revolution, l)Ut it is an old (|uestion, a c|uestion 
on which the Radical ])arty made up their mind 
_'j years a.go, and on which they showed that 
llicy had neither f(n",gotl(,'n anything nor learn- 
eil aii_\llmi.g 15 _\'ears ago. They li.ail all the de- 
bates of i8,'^() and iSi-)2 ol which ihey juight 
chew the cud, and then tlie right hon. gentle- 
man — — 

,\lr. Ihrieil — I k'liow what 1 mean. 

Mr. Balfour— -The ri.ght lion, .gentleniaii has 
been singularly unsuccessful in explaining it. 
(Cheers.) If he knew what he meant wdiy did 
he appeal lo hon. gentlemen below the gaii;;- 
way lo tell him wliat they meant? Do lliev 
mean S(nnelhiii.g dilVereiit by Home Rule? Has 
Home Rule two iiieaiiings — a Radical nieaii- 
ing, whicdi the ri.gbt hon. genlleman represents, 
.and an Irish nu'aiiing, which Ihe number for 
\\ .aterford rei^resents? .\re these two kinds of 
Home Rule? ("No.") If th^re is only one kind, 



why did the right hon. genlleman appeal to the 
Irish party for instruction, information, and 
guidance? (Cheers.) The right hon. gentle- 
man ended his speech by an ajipcal lo wdiat be 
called the long and Iioiiortible coimccUon oi 
bis ]),arly with the Home Rule car;se. The con- 
nection certainly has been hni.g. It is not for 
me to say that it has been otherwise than hon- 
orable. (Laughter.) But let me ask exactly 
what it is. In the end of 1885 Mr. Gladstone 
came in wilh a not very big majority, a large 
number of whom were hostile lo Home Rule, 
and attempted imsnccessfiiUy lo carry a Home 
l\ule Bill. Me repeatcil lli.it experiment a few 
years later with a small majority under cir- 
cumstances of extraordinary difficult)', with a 
coura.ge and an ability which even those who 
differed from him most violently were glad to 
recognize, ((^dieers.) rifteeii years of medita- 
tion ])assed and the Home Rule part)i came into 
liower not with a divided majority as in 1885, 
not wilh a small majority as in 1892, but with 
the largest majority of which the history of 
the Briii-h parliament gives ns the record; and 
these .geiillemen, after their lon.g and honorable 
eonncclion (laughter) with the cause oi Mome 
Rule, believing, as they are going to say 'o- 
mght when they vote for this resolution, that 
it is not only good for Ireland, but good for 
.Scotland and for En.gland; believing that it 
siill sl.ands as it did in iSSdand i8()3 ("Xo, no"); 
Belie\'iii.g that it stands in the forefr(.>nt not of 
a mere local ref(jrm admirable for Ireland, but 
indilTerent to the other jiarls of the United 
Kiipgdom ; believing, as they think, that it is a 
reform intimately bound up with the ])rosperity 
of every part of the United Kingdom — these 
gentlemen have so arranged their business* 
have so contrived their electoral promises that 
they find the majority which perhaps alone 
could deal with this cpicstion evaporating be- 
fore their eyes (cheers), vanishing before they 
are able lo strike a sin.gle blow in favor of that 
cause with which they have been so lon.g and 
so honorably connected. (Laughter.) I honest- 
ly think that the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
when he rises immediately to reply to me will 
init an end to this ambiguous position. If he 
elects to say — as he will be justified in saying— 
"I am a Home Ruler, I am in favor of that pol- 
icy, I have spoken and voted for it, but I recog- 
nize that under modern conditions it cannot be 
carried out, and I therefore abandon it," no 
one could say that was cither dishonorable or 
ambi.guoiis. It niay be statesmanlike; it may 
be ri.ght. If he elects lo get up and say — "I 
am and always have been a Home Ruler, and 
w hen the general election comes I will not re- 
peat the tactics of the last election — I will not 
set up all possible barriers between myself and 
this policy of Home Rule for England, Scotland 
or Ireland — I will make Plomc Rule the first 
constructive [ilank in our programme." (Loud 
cheers.) It "le chooses to say that, that also is 
unambiguous; it is statesmanlike, it is clear, 
and we know where we are. But if he con- 
tents himself, like the Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land, with a nebulous exposition of things in 
general and with his own personal connection 
with the cause, and without any statement of 
the ]i()licy of the party to which he belongs and 
of which at this moment he is in fact the leader, 
then be is open, not merely to tiie charge which 
be. with ver\' little reason, was idettscd to level 
against me in the last parliament on another 
(piestion, but o]ien lo the charge that he is 
playing with a great issue and with a great 
cause — he is leading on his Irish followers i)e- 
low the gangway with false hopes aild illusory 
expectations, and he. is keeping open with all 
its attendant evils a great constitutional ques- 
tion which it is to the interests of Ihe whole of 
the United Kingdom should soon be settled 
(.iii(~ wa\ or the other. (Loud cheers.)

For 
her arlisiic t.aleiii she b.ad respect, and in later 
years would often refer affectionately to 
"Louise's kindness and constant attentions td 
myself." 

At Kensington Palace Her Royal Highness;/ 
leads a pleasant life, and spends much time iii . 
her studio, \vliich is built out in the garden 
at the back' of the (dd i);dace, ;uid is one of 
the most arlisiic .and beautiful rooms in all 
London. In her early yfintli I'riiicess Louise' 
refused the hand of se\-eral suitors, and anion.g 
them that of "Citr(,ni," Prince of (3ran,ge. Her 
marriage with the Duke of .Argyll has brought,, 
her a good deal of happiness, and the artistiq',.i_ 
work accomplished in days (piielly .spcht'" 
meant a real satisfaction. The most dis-' 
t inguislicd of her efforts are the sl.atne of the 
lale nuccn, which stands in front of the pal-;-;' 
acc. and the memorial in .St. Paul's cathedral"? 
to the colonial soldiers who fell in the Boer 
•v.ar. Some years a.gi;) her oil paint 'u.g of 
Padcrewski was much admircd at the Royal 
Academy.. — "Hebe," in The Gentlewoman,. 
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N Oxford Coiitciii])orary" coiitri- 
hutcs the follo\viiit;' anicie in a rc- 
CLMit is.suc of the l^ondon TitiK's : 

About the time wlieii Jewett be- 
came Master of Balliol. a notable 
si-holar was added to the founda- 
tion of thai- learned society. I Ic came from 
the City of London Schnol, and the influence 
of Dr. Edwin .\hbott was apparent in the nicety 
of his .scholarship and the iinisheil style of his 
English CNcrcises. ]\y heredity he beloiif^ed 
to a class of shrewd ^'orkshircnicn, all of thcni 
Radicals and Noncomformists, and all imbued 
with the strenuous individualism which was 
then the staple of Radical p(dilics. In tlie lit- 
tle world of Balliol it was .soon made evident 
that .-Vsqniih was a man to he reckoned with, 
and a man who wnidd _t;"o far. .\lilner, some 
\"ears his jnnior. had a wiilei' outloolc on im- 
perial and social ([uesticTiis: Charles (lore had 
a kiiifl of influence ovvr his friends to wliich 
Asquith did not aspire. JJut there was, jK-r- 
haps, none of his conteinporaries who equalled 
him in trenchancy and force. When he closed 
his undergraduate career by gaining a Pialliol 
Fellowship, Jewett wrote to a friend — "( )t all 
the young men who ha\ c- been under my cai'e, 
.'\s(]iiith is the one whose success in life 1 
would confidently prnlict." :\\ the (Oxford 
linion, where the statesmen of the future r.vc. 
supposed to sit on every bench. As(|ni;h's posi- 
tion can only be described by the word ascen- 
dency. He took no great pains to be concilia- 
tory, and he came from a college whose suc- 
cess provokes the light-hearted criticism of less 
prix'ilegcd undergraduates; a Christ Church 
orator once referred to "ihe sons of 
fh^wn with insolence and lea." In hi; 
tempt on the prcsidenc\-, .\s(|uith \\a 
by .'Xshmcad Bartlett ; hut 
ofificc in due time. .'\s Ireastirer, h 
no tampering with the rules ; as president, he 
asked for no indulgence from his critics, and 
he gave them none. 

For a young man of 22, with a F'ellowship 
to tide him o\er the years of waiting, the law 
was the best avenne to sttccess. ,\s(|uith ad- 
dressed himself to tiw^ common bar; and. jnst 
as Rowen had owed lis first professional ad- 
vancement to Coleri(.,,e, so .\squith in his turn 
was helped by iSowen. ]''roni the first, he ob- 
tained work, perhaps as much work as he 
wanted: but his success was not so decisive as 
his Balliol friends c.\-pected. On an occasion 
such as the trial of ?*Ir. Cuninghatne Graham, 
he could speak, and speak well, but his foren- 
sic manner was lackitig in ease, and in i)crsua- 
sive power he was excelled by men who were 
inferior to him in ability, lie rose into leading 
jiractice just at the time when the iudges t)f 
our higher tribunals had contracted ihe habit 
of constantly interrupting counsel. When Lord 
Watson stopped a set argument with the ob- 
servation, "The whole point of this case is just 
so-and-so," there were leaders who cotdd snv, 
"I am obliged to yotir Lordship for putting it 
in that \\;iy." Mv. As(|uitli was more likch' to 
sa_\-. "if your Lordship will permit me, I will 
deal with tli.at later on." If .Air, .\si|nitli had 
given himself wholly lo the law. there can he 
little doidjt that his claritv of mind and his arl- 
mirable style would in time have made him a 
great Judge. Rut his true vocation ^^a^ f ir 
politics, and we shall have to look for our great 
judges elsewhere. 

At the "penal dissolution" of 1886, Mr. As- 
qin'th A'.as reim-ned lor luist Fife as a Home 
Ruler and a follower f)f Mr. Cdadstone. The 
Scotch (dect(3r likes a member who reflects 
distinction on the constituency; the seat for 
]'".ast I-"ife is as safe as anv seat can be in these 
troubled and confusing times. During the .-ix 
years of his first rarliament, the new iiiemher's 
political duties were comparatively light. ( )n 
both the front benches his debating si)eeehes 
commanded attention, and even admiration ; 
but the Commons arc slow to welcome lawyers 
and especially lawyers who are regarded In 
their friends as coming learlcrs of the Hotisc. 
'Ihe more austere ami the m'u-e extreme ])oli- 
licians mi his own side (Imihted ilu- rpialif, of 
hi> Radicalism, llnm^hi he i;a\r too nuich 
time to his practice and his social eni;agenieiil> ; 
and rc-ented the idea that he would be in ihe 
next cabinet. l!ut .Mr. (iladslonc. a nice critic 
of his legal colleagues and their work, had 
formed ,1 different estimate, and when the ail- 
inimsir.ition of iS<;i was formed, .Mr. .\s(iuith 
became Home ."secret .1 r\. .\s a departmental 
nunister he added L:re;iil\ to his reputation; hi- 
shi.iwed both capacii \ ,nid tai-t, and v. ;i - nm 
-afraid of resiioiisihilii \ . Ilj., tir>t .-eriuu- (Hili- 
culties ivcre occasioned his refii'-al lo re- 
lease the dynamiters; his relnsal was at vari- 
ance with Radical sentiment, and there was a 
movement of protest. It is understood that 
Mr. Asquith would not allow the adminislra- 
lion of the law to be made even a cabinet ques- 
tion, and that Mr. Cladstonc supported him in 
this contentirm. His action in regard to the 
Fealherstone riots is still (very uninsllv) re- 
inemher''d ag.ainst him ,1 section , 1 tl^.. 1.;,- 
l)or partw The mca-iiro which he icmk- 10 pro- 
tect persons engaged in dar.gerons irailcs were 
hailed as an instalment of Collectivism, what- 
ever that means; but the political economy of 
his younger days has retained a strong hold on 
Mr. Asquith 's mind. "We are all Socialists 
now." but there arc better .Socialists than he. 

The parliament of 1892 was a .short one, and 
the junior members (-»f the niinistrv were over- 
shati'jwed by the powerful persoii.ilil \' of their 
chief. ihit before Lord Ko>(,her\- left of'ice. 
Mr. .Asqnitlt had proved himself ,1 states;nan. 
His position in his ov,':i party was strengthened 



by his conduct of the bill by wdiich it was pro- 
posed to disestablish the church in Wales. 
This was only a reconnaissance in force, and no 
serious results followed ; but the Welsh Lib- 
erals were pleased, and the Nonconformists re- 
joiced to see one of their own people appearing 
in the character of a Daniel come to judgment. 

On leaving office Mr. Asquith went back to 
the bar. He is not specially qualified for the 
task of keeping a disheartened opposition to- 
gether ; and on some great issues lu- did not 
carry with him all the sympathies of his party. 
Time and experience have strengthened his 
sense of lm])erial greatness and of our Imjierial 
resjxMisibilities ; therefore, he is not a favorite 
with the people called Little Englanders. He is 
a believer in law and order, and, as an econom- 
ist, he has not opcidy ])arteil company with Mill 
and h'awcett. These are not the oiiinions of 
"forward" Liberals, and on his own side many 
doubted whether .As(|iiiih was liokling the 
ground Ik' had gained. .\itcr a rather Kiiig 
[leriod of slackened ;ind hanipere(l aili\ilv, lor- 
tune and .Mr. Chamberlain gave .Mr. .Xsquith 
just the opportunity he neciled. The cast of 
his mind is, on the whole. Conservative, and 
now free trade, an established institution of 
the country, was being attacked. Mr. .Asfjuith 
was perfectly familiar with the arguments pro 
and con.; he had read tln'in as a student, and 
expounded them as a lecturer, in his i'.alloil 
da\s. lli> speeches, dida.rtic. militant, and con- 
lideut, did much to revive the Liberal ])arly, 
depressed 1)\ the vigor of Mr. Chamberlain's 
attack. W hen the spoils of victory came to be 
distributed, it was generally acknowledged 
that Mr. Asciuith had fairly made good his 
right lo be the colleague and successor of Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman. 

'Hiere are those who, when they read or 
listen to Mr. Asquith':. dogmatic expositions, 
are dis])osed to set him down as a narrow- 
minded man, who sees only one side of a case. 
Ihu this inference is unsafe; .Mr. Asipnth is a 
practical man who accepts the party system, 
lie i.> too well informed to ignore the tact that 
I'.ritish trade ii now facing a kind of competi- 
tion which Sir Robert Peel did not and could 
not foresee. At the same time, he has con- 
vinced himself that tariff reform, as embodied 
in the proposals of Mr. Chamberlain, will do 
more harm than good. In the camijaign of 
11J06, his main object was lo turn hack the in- 
wading force, and his tactics were his own, not 
his leader',-. Sir Hemy Campbell-Bannerman 
deserves great credit for the skill with which 
he kept the various elcmculs of his party to- 
gether; his patient stand for the Liberal pro- 
gramme as a whole gave him a personal as- 
cendancv to which the younger leader has not 
yet attaineil. Rut when .Mr. .Xscpiith an- 
nounced that, so far as he and his friends were 
concerned, Home Rule was not an issue in the 
election, there can he little doubt that be re- 
called to the colors a large contingent of I'rit- 
ish electors, cpiite content to acquiesce in the 
l)ostponenient of Home Rule. To some ex- 
tent, though to what extent no man can say the 
victorv was his. 

The victor)- involves the new I'rime .Minis- 
ter in what Mr. Idaldane would call an antino- 
my, the solution of whidi is not yet apparent. 
]-"or the colleague's who accepted his leaiU rship, 
and made free trade the one cry of the la>t 
general election, are also at one with him 111 
desiring to maintain the Imijerial interests of 
this conntr%-, and to ilraw closer the ties be- 
tween onrstdves aiul om' self-go\-e!niiig col- 
onies. If this policy is to he made :i realitv, 
we need srjinething more positive and more in- 
spiring than the abstract generalities of the last 
colonial conference. Is Mr. .'\squith free to 
recogni/.e that the state of opinion in our col- 
onies '"cnders it necess;ir\- to re\-ise our com- 
mercial pnUcc; ('an he de\-i-e any measures 
\vhich will saii>f\' the cr)loni;il de-ire to recogni- 
tion and co-operation, without subverting the 
doine-tic p(dicy of free imports ' In ai)prii;uli- 
ing tlii se mninentons problems, tlu- I'rime .Mm 
i-ter has one ct)nspicuous ad\-antage ; he is al- 
readv faiuiliar with all the constitutional ami 
legal aspects of our colonial system. It may 
be that his tenure of jrawer will not long 
enough to show us all that is in his mind, but 
we shall look with interest to see in what direc* 
lion he moves. 

On the ituporlant issue of disestablishmciU 
the I'rime Minister's record is clear and consist- 
ent; but there is at pre;en: a \isihle abatement 
(if the enerL;\ with which this mailer was inc-- 
ed at oiv lime. Wdu-n 'he ( diurcli n\ Irrland 
was di.-cst al)h>hed, an impulse wa- L;i\eu to ilie 
;u'ti\dl\- ol the Liber. iiion society. I )]■. Dale 
and l)r. Raiiu' spoke f(jr a large l)od\- of seri- 
ous piditicians who sincercdy he!i(\(.'d that the 
separation of church and stale \^ould be tiauglit 
with spiritual benefit to the i)eo])le. This form 
of opinion is not so strongly represented as it 
used to be. .-Xltacks on the wealth and the in- 
I'fliciencv of the n.alional churches ha\e lost 
their point. The object lesson of \>)04 has 
t.aughl the free churches, in .'--colland ;ind else 
where, that it is ijriijH-rtv, not establi-hment, 
which brings a chui-ch, for certain pnrjio.-es, 
nnder the control of the state, .and hampers her 
in working out her ideals. There is much more 
friendly intercourse between the denomina- 
tions, much fuller acknowledgment of common 
Ixdiefs and as|5irations. These circumstances 
ma\- suggest lo a cautious loader that it would 
be unwise to begin a coullict, sure to be h.itter 
and long, lint in Wales and in Scotland the 
I'i'i-ne .Ministei-'s disestablishment declarations 
ha\-e been carefully preserved ; and w e look- 
forward with some anxiety to tiie first occasion 



when East Fife requires i\Ir. .Asquith to "come 
ower the fundamentals." 

Perhaps the most uncertain factor iu the 
plans of the now administration is the com- 
posite Labor vote. Mr. Asquith's tardy ac- 
ceptance of the Tra.de : Disputes Bill has not 
been forgotten; and in its present mood the 
Trade Union congress may think it possible 
to di.sponse with the aid of statesmen imbued 
with traditional ideas about law and fiuancc. 
Rut there are still Labor men who remember 
and appreciate wdiat was done at the Home of- 
fice between 1892 and 1895. The held of social 
reform is so w-idc that Liberalism and Labor 
may still continue to co-operate, without sacri- 
fice of principle on cither side ; and the alliance 
may be as uecissary to the one section as to 
the other, for none can tell how strong or how 
comparatively weak the Labur vote may be in 
the next ])arliament. Such measures as the 
Light Hours Rill are not carrietl without crea.t- 
ing a g')od deal of discontenl; and the current 
which ran so strongly iu 190b nia)' be checked 
by the British workman's dislike of interfer- 
ence. 

Those who have watched the Prime Minis- 
ter's career with sympathy .-iiid approval will 
look forward with hi.gh hope to his tenure of 
iliower. .\t the age i>f 5'i. by sheer force of 
talent and char;icler. he lakes the highest place 
which a subject can occupy. Ili- part\- is still 
-strong, anti it has been sobered h\- misfortune. 
He may, if be will, withdraw his followers from 
some doubtftd enterprises ; be may, if be can, in- 
dicUe safer lines i.f ,-idvancc. The opjiosition 
is led by a stale-,ii;m who has frankly express- 
ed hi- admiral inn i.t Mr. .Asquith's abilities. 
;ind \s'itli wlumi his i-el:itions have been as 
Irifudly ;i- the ci enlions of jiarl\- wai'farc 
per ini'.. Idle loreL;' ung summarv of his posi- 
tion shows lliat his diificulties will be man\- ;ind 
serious; but, as iiuijarlial critics, we may wi^h 
him all the success that is compatible with the 
unity of the Empire and the true interest of 
these united kingdoms. 1 



NESTOR OF CANADIAN JOURNALISM 

Death of Charles Lindscy Removes a Nota- 
bility From the Literary Arena 

The death of .Mr. Charier. I.iiid.scy removes 
one who was \i<v a hiug peiiod prominent in 
Canadian literature. Jndeed, he ha.s been 
called the .\cstor of Canadian journalism, lie 
was a veteran in that field, certainly, being 
L'onnected with the press of Toronto from 
iSqj. when he came from b'.ngland. until 1900 
ir later, l-'.dii.n- of the l-'.xaminer for some 
)-ears, he became edilnr nf the header in 1853, 
a i)ost which he re.^igiu'd luily when ;ippointeil 
by Sandficld Macdonald, in 1SO7, Registrar of 
Deeds for Turunto. In this i)osition he was a 
.strong and influential advocate of Confedera- 
tion of the provinces. 

Rut editorship alondjHid not occupy his ac- 
ti\e pen. liis first bool< the "llistoiy of the 
Clergy Reser\cs," was w-ritti'ii in 1^51; later 
he pid.)lished "Prohibitory l^aws in the I'liited 
.States," then after a trip w-csl, "The I'r.iiries 
of the Western States." In 1X55 he went to 
Paris as Honorary Commissioner from Can- 
ada to the great exhibition in that city. His 
most important work was "The Life and 
Times 01 William Lyon .Mackenzie," an ad- 
mirable hiogr.iph)- nt a most uncommon man, 
which appeared m iSbj. lie next wrote ".\n 
Investigation of the Lnseiiled Roundaries of 
()ntario." Honorable Di.vid Mills writing on 
the same subject. It was along the lines laid 
down in these re])orts that the boundaries were 
finally seitleil by the arbitrators. In 1877 -Mr. 
Lindsey piddisbcd "Rome iu Canada." a his- 
tory ol the L ItrameiiUane strn^^le fur suprem- 
acy o\er the ci\il power, which \iiluine w;i-s 
adiled 111 and republished in 1S07 (hiring the 
Je.^nit estates act cont ro\(.'r>\-. 

So much was he esteemed as a calm and 
im])ersonal but strong and logical writer that 
bis services were in re<|uest by weeklv non- 
political journals and b\- mag.-izines. He was 
one of the fMimders 01 the National Club, and 
wrote lor "The .Xalion." which weeklv was 
ihe organ of the "l';ina<la h'irst" parlw To ' 
him fell till' hnmir of cwninbiiting iIh- fir-t edi- 
torial ariich'- printed by the Mail iie\\-p:iper 
and the Caiia<lian .Monthly and Review, .\bout 
1S7S. .Mr. Lindsey began to coidril)Ute lo the 
.Monet;iry Times, and contimied to do so for a 
(|narier of ,-i eeniury. His knowledge of pu- 
iiiical economy. ,,1 which be was long a stu- 
dent, rendered his arlicle- 011 economic sub- 
jei-t- ol gre.it xahie: while his rem;trkable 
memory of e arlier d.ie- in I he countrv'- devel- 
opmenl, his ;ic(niaint;nice with nian\- of the 
makers of Canada, and his wide reading in 
Spanish, French, and l-*,ng!i.-li. iiuide him ,tn 
interesting w-riter on matters of finance, gm - 
eriiiiieiit, and commerce, b'or many year-- he 
coinril)irie(l leading articles to the Mon'-t;.r\- 
Times. ;iii(| wr.ile ,-is long as it was published 
ihe ".Sit ii,-n ion" in this p purmd . 

\\ hen, :il)out 1 SSo, the Roval Societv oi 
Canada was insiitnied !)>■ ilie M,ir(|uis of 
l.orne, ( '.o\-ernor-C.eneral r,f Canad;i, Mr. 
Lindsey was one of the original appointees. 
This was a deserved tribute to the character 
of his literar\- work-, the snirit of f.-iirness ris 
well as thoroiiiMme.s-; which ilisi inuuished his 
writings, and ihe ,-ilre;iil_\- '^real lenglb of his 
ser-. ice- to Canada h'^M' n-i'ereiu'e to the ch;>.- 
aeleristics of the deceaseij t;entlem:ni other 
than as a writer, this is h.irdiv the place; 
ihoiigh his intimate and v^elcome association 
with this office for so many years might even 
justify .some per.s(jnal allusions. It must suf- 
fice to say that during his long residence in 
Canada he comni.-mded the respect of hot], 
business n|)poiienls and allies, and (he warm 
alt;ichmcnt of all who were admitteil to his 
intimacy. Mr. Lindscy w-;ts in his 89th year, 
and had resided 66 years in Toronto. — Mone- 
tary Times.

1 1 L Real India" is the title of a book 
by j. 1). Recs, C. 1. 1'... .M. P., 
which has just been issued by a 
Lomlon publishin.g house. li is 
thus reviewed by the lyondon 
Times : — ■ 

^\ hen a man sits down lo write a 
book about India, loo often he thinks it neces- 
sary to explain everything from the beginning. 
.Mr. Rees starts in the mists of lime with the 
fair-skinned .Aryans, and arrives ;U'ler very 
long iunips at Mr. Repin (liandra Pal. dhere 
was no need U.) enter upon such .-i prolonged 
tlis(|uisition on the earlier liisloi-y of India, an\- 
more th:in it was necessary to explain afresh 
the com|)licate(l system of adminisli-alion. Even 
casual inquirers can learn all they wish to know 
on these matters from the I'ages of Sir William 
Hunter and Sir John Strachey. You cannot 
write an encyclopaedia of India in 350 pages, 
anv more titan yon e:in cram a bushel into a 
pint measure. There is so much, that is \-aliiahle 
in -Mr. Rees' bool-; ;h,-!t it is a I'ily he tried to 
co\er so wide ;i lieM. ( )f coiirse he wrote 0,1 
the not unnatural assumijtion that the average 
reader knows little about India; but something 
must be taken for granted in such an under- 
taking. The chief utility of "'I'he Real India'' 
lies in its exposition of the existing situation, 
and its clear and pointed conmients upon ciir- 
leiH problems. .Mr. Rees doe- no; attempt lo 
be elo(|uent. There is nothing in his hook about 
lialm trees or marble palaces or eriniscni sun- 
sets. He offers unpretentious and common- 
sense ;nid often ilhmiintit ing views upon the is- 
sues now- arising in India for setllemeut. He 
has one si)ecial fpialification often lacking in 
exponents of Indian affairs, for he has traveled 
from end to end of .Asia, antl lived in Russia. 
lndi;i c.-inuot nowiidays he considered as an 
isolated connli-\ . If it is fenced in on the north 
by mountains, it has renewed its inlercourse 
\',ith other Irmds b\- the pathway of the se;i. 
ddiere are bro.-ulK- identical iii-inciples unitin.g 
most .Asiatic (pieslions. To grasjj the true in- 
wardness of the vague movements stirring 
among the peoples of India, one must gain 
perspective by studying also the conditions of 
I'ersia and .Arabia and China, and still more of 
jap; as Air. Kees has wiseh- done. 

The most interesting sections of the book 
are onjse which tleal with the recent unrest, 
the growth of the congress, and the reforms 
propounded by Mr. Morle\-. Mr. Rees gives 
the lirst connected ;iccount \cl published of 
the gro\sth of tigitatioii in the last few vears. 
His analysis of the causes will not be accei)ted 
everywhere without question. He holds that 
the chief cause is the system of education. Too 
much is probably made of the educational sys- 
tem as a creator of disaftection. It is not well 
suited to Indian needs, but il is nf)w almo-t a 
w-aste of efTori to continue to declaim against 
il. We might as well go on to sny that the 
origin of the Iroiihle is the i)resencc of the Rrit- 
ish. Far less w-ill il be agreed that the police 
commission helped to produce unrest, or thai 
its appointment was in any sense a mistake. The 
police commission had not only to investigate 
allegations of corruption and oppression, but 
also to perfonu the work of advising n])on 
|-.ressing (piestions of reorganization and im- 
pro\-emenl of p;iy. We c;niuot i-eg.-n'd it as ;i 
serious factor of disturbance. .\ni>ther cause 
cited IS "the measures talsen to -tamp out 
l)lague in Rombay presidency." Had .Mr. Rees 
said the prevalence of plague in the Pimjab. be 
would have been nearer the mark. There has 
been little visible unrest in the Rond)ay presi- 
dency, and the plague measures there have 
ce;ised to be harassing ever since the riots of 
ten \ears ag(5. .-V great ctJinplaint againsl the 
l'.onib.-i\- go\i-riimenl has been th;it for vears it 
did \er\- lit lie lo light the plague, d lie l;ict is 
lli;il one ma\ argue iiilerminabK .-iboul cause's 
ol unre-t. lliec-;ire iiiaiu ;iii(l wiriou-: bnl at 
the back of them all lies that spirit of ;iwaken- 
ing independence, that craving for national ex- 
istence, that impatience of European donn'na- 
tion, that swept like a tide among thinking men 
all over .Asia at the opening of the twenlielh 
century. 

Mr. Rees think- the congress should be 
'diiiiught under re'.;ulal ii )n." but does not ex- 
plain wh;it ne\>,- nie;i-ures ;ire reipiii-ed. We 
should h;u'e iliouL:hl ample power- existed .-ih 
ready if the con^re-- bec:iiiie seditious, which 
il is not. What is far more necessars- is thai 
the congress should learn to regulate itself. 
His discussion of the congress leaders and their 
melhoils is exceedinglv interesting, and he 
pours ;i good de,-il of righteous scorn upon their 
;issociates in parhamenl . How man\- j)eople 
in l''.m;l;ind realize th;it .^ir llen;-\' ( otion has 
aclu,-illy advocated ihe withdrawal of ibe Rrit- 
i-h army from lndi;i? lie iliinks th,-it buig- 
land could "secure tre:it\- ri!.;hts for India from 
the I'Luropean powers." .Mr, .Morlev, in ;l 
memorable pass:ige, h.-i- icjKI us what would 
hapi)eu if he telegraphed to Lord Kitchener 
"to clear out, bag and baggage." In his refer- 
ences lo the ]iaitiiieiii of Reiii;,-il, which he is 
inclined to tli,ii!< unwise. Rees quite 

correctl'.- -a_\s ib;it "ihe sclieme, hr it good or 
b.id, w.is iieit. ;is is often asserted, the invention 
of Lord C'n!-/oii" Wduii the inner histor\- of 
lli;u lu'.-iled coniio\er-\ coim-- lobe wrilUn, il 
will he found lhai the imputaticju of .Machia\-el- 
lian motives was one of liie strangest bl nulcrs 
of In<lian native j)olitirs. One of the most ad- 
mirable features of Mr. Rees' book is his sec- 
tion on land revenue questions. The man who 
understands land lecenue nuitters un- 
J^;.stands the mosl important ihing in India ; 
uuT'/^ycn among civilians the number of real 



authorities is limited, "We should be inclined 

to look askance at Mr, Rees' suggestion that a 
]X'rmanent settlement might be made with each 
individual holder ; but il is not without good 
jjoints. .Anot.hcr excellent chajHcr, periiaps the 
best in llie volume, is that upon social reform. 
Il is full uf plain wisdom, and is marked by 
that deep .sympathy for the Indian peoples 
which Mr. Rees manifestly possesses in com- 
mon with many Anglo-Indians who, while 
admiring their conspicuous virtues, decline to 
beslaver them with fulsome adulation. Wc 
cannot quite follow Mr. Rees in his contention 
that the seclusion of Indian women need not be 
a bar to social intercourse between the two 
races. How-cver one may theorize, there will 
always in practice remain a barrier so long as 
Indian men expect a privilege which their cus- 
toms jjreclude them from conceding in return. 
In his references to the foreign affairs of India, 
Mr. liees advances a powerful argument in fa- 
vor of the ex|)enditurc of money in the dcvelop- 
menl of Rritish interests on the shores of the 
j'ersian gulf, a mailer of some urgency just 
now. He contends that if we are willing lo ex- 
l)end fund- in subsidizing .Afghanistan and mak- 
ing I'oads in Cdiitral and elsewhere, and siip- 
]3orling turbiilenl and ungrateful trihesincn, we 
ought not to hesitate about incurring some out- 
lay in the gulf. That is a very pertinent and 
suggest i\-e observation. 

In a work dealing concisely with such a 
multitude of to]Mcs there are naUirally one or 
two slips. The popular name for the wilder 
]iarty in the congress is still the "Extremists," 
and not the ".X'ationalists," as ibcy would like 
lo be called. When Mr. Rees says that inter- 
ference with women and children in factories "is 
likely to prejudice, without materially assist- 
ing, those whom it is intended to advantage," 
we cannot think he has studied the evidence re- 
cently given before the factory commission in 
Calcutta, if half the children working in CaL 
cutta mills arc from six to nine years old and 
mail}- children under fotirteen are working as 
tidult laborers, some intervention is plainly nc- 
cessar\-. The statement that Lord Curzon "ac- 
quired great unpopularity among the educated 
English classes of Bengal" in consequence oE 
his educational proposals is presumably a mis- 
print. These and a few other minor blemishes, 
and a certain tendency to repetition of state- 
ment, do not, however, seriously detract from 
the value of this important and timely contri- 
bution to our knowdcdgc of current Indian af- 
fairs Its perusal is essential to a proper un- 
derstanding of the present situation; for there 
is no other book that covers quite the same 
ground.

Agriculture is still the principal in- 
dustry, but d large population are employed as 
sailors on the river boats, others in fishing, and 
everywhere the presence of tall chimneys tells 
of sugar refineries and other growing indus- 
tries, r.esides these laudable cmplo_vments, it 
is said th.at ;t good many men at L^ixor ami 
other ])laces are engaged in an illicit maiuiiac- 
tiire of s[iiirioiis "antiquities"; and with these a 
whole pijpiiiation of sturdy vagabonds, at tem- 
])les, wharves and stations, in every street and 
byway and in the open desert even, pester the 
unfortunate tourist and make his life a burden 
to him. Thei^c are also many blind, lame and 
diseased, who use their inisfortwne as a lever 
for extracting tilms from the tender-hearted. 
.Xor are there wanting those of .all ages who, 
by their >liameless begging, im])riiu at least 
one .Arabic word indelibh- on the mindii of every 
tourist — "baek-sheesb." 

The women ;iI>o are seen eaily in the morn- 
ing, and again ;it noon and ;it snn~et, coming 
down ill little eonipanie.-> to the ri\-er-side with 
their large earthenware jars, and when they 
have filled theirt, returning with them cleverly 
balanced upon their heads. Tliey are also 
adejits at stringing mummy beads, camelians 
and cowry shells from the Red sea into neck- 
laces, decorating network shawls with pat- 
terns in silverfoil and embroidering material for 
blouses, etc. 

The scenery of the .Vile is \'ery .attr;icti\-e 
It is .alw.aws ilie same in its general features — 
there is the broad river it>eli. \sith Heels of 
boats with lateen sails, which look lil4,e some 
gigantic water birds with half-closed wings ; on 
either side a strip of cultivated land of a most 
brilliant green, and beyond, the range of bar- 
ren mountains that shut out the desert; but it 
is never monotonous, for as one steams along 
the detail changes with very bemi of the river. 
Sometimes the banks are high, and every now 
and llieii a village .ippears, with scpiare flal- 
ro<n\d houses o( mini or sun-ilrii'd bnek-, sttuid- 
ing among a grose of graceful palni.i ; s(jnie- 
times they are low and ..tretch out into broad, 
sandy flats, wlrere Hocks of cranes and ducks 
arc seen or solitary herons meditating on things 
in general. The mountains also are .sometimes 
far away, looking pink in the distance when 
thijy are limestone, and a deep orange tint 
when, at Esneh, .sandstone appears ; and some- 
times close and honeycombed with tombs and 
liermii dwellings, and sometimes again tower- 
ing high above the river. 

Moreover, a journey up the river is by no 
mean'; wilhniii interest. Every now and then 
the stcinier \vill strike or run upon a mud 
bank, and as the banks are forever changing 
their shape, this is almost impossible to avoid, 
and then the whole crew will assemble at the 
bows and push off with long poles and much 
shouting and gesticulating; and if these means 
are not sulficicntj the fehvcca is brough.L up from 
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the stern, the anchor is shipped aboard and she 
is rowed away to some distance and then the 
anchors sunk ; the cable which holds the an- 
chor is then attached to the capstan and the 
donkey engine set to work to pull at tlie cable, 
aiifl thus llie ship is drawn inttj deep water 
,,ain. The crew ai'e li ned' ;ol-;ing fellow;, 
dressed in a blue jer.-i \ , b.igg) truu.-ers w liieli 
once were white, b.iie legs and feet, and a tu\\el 
lied round their head--. They iindertake no 
work, wheUier hauling at a rope or coiling it 
or handling the cargo, without a ceaseless 
chant— "Hilleh Haleh, llilleh Jlaleh, .\llah 
Amorna," generally said first by one as a solo, 
and then chanted by the rest in a chorus, ( )u 
one occasion the crew g.avc an entcrtaintnciit.

All these se- 
curities, wlilcii III',' (|Uoted in Paris on the 
open market "slumped" disastroiislj' after the arrest. 
Ho is charged with swindling transactions and frauds. 

Police ofliclals visited the two financial establlsh- 
nientB of which M. l^oohette.is the moving spirit, llie 
Credit MInler. in the Hue ulanclie, and the iianquo 
Franco- Espagnol. in thf. Hue St. Goorgea, and im- 
pounded the books and accounts. Both Institutions 
were then sealed uj.. 

Wizard of Finance 
M. Rochette. who Is only thirty- two years of age, 
has had a remarkable carei'i-, ;ind is a llnancler of ex- 
traordinary ability He began life as a infssenger boy 
at a railway refreshment room at Mi'lun. He inherited 
a small sum of money and wi'iit to I'arls, where lie 
took lessons at a commercial scl'iool. He then In-cauie 
a junior clerk in a great I'^ri'iich bank, which iie left 
to enter a comiiany ))roniot,'r's otllce. On his emj)loy- 
er's failure Rochette circularised tlio creditors offering 
to take the business over and manage it with their 
assistance, undertaking to get their money back for 
them. 

He next succeeded Jn getting himself -Unanced by a 
gentleman of large private means, and started the 
Credit MInler (Mining Banlc.) l."'roni that time for- 
ward he became a sort of linanclal wizard. (,'om- 
panles sprang up at ills bidding as though at tlie 
command of a magician's wand. In a coui;ie of years 
the Credit MInler was doing such a business that It 
employed 400 ck^rks. 

There was a continuous stream of promotions of 
companies of all kinds. TiK're were Issued to the jiub- 
llc in turn the stock of collieries, coiiper. silver, and 
gold mines. South American land and railway con- 
cerns, banks, llsherles, gas-mantle factories, (.Colonial 
concerns, and various other undertakings. So enor- 
mous did the llnancler's business become that he 
formed a subsidiary comiiany. the Ban(iue-l."'ranco-Es- 
pagiiol, and start, 'd a dally linanclal newspaper. 

Through the closing of the two ollices 700 clerks 
were suddenly thrown out of employment. The prin- 
cipal clerks say that when the police raided the two 
establishments there was over £ 400,000 In cash In the 
safe of the Credit MInler. ;i sum which, It Is stated, 
is amply sutflcient to meet all liabilities. 

A Keen Dsappointment 
A former manager of his departmental agencies, 
who has lodged a complaint against lilni, says that in 
Oclob,-r, inoii, everything was going on swimmingly, 
and that all nocliette wanted was the Ribbon of the 
Order of tiie Legion of Honour to enhance ills pres- 
tige. An apiillcatioii was drawn up ijy .some friends 
of his. and it was initialh'd by a groat political per- 
sonage; but he got the ribbon of a minor order In- 
stead, and the disappointment was Intense. Then 
Rochette munched the Nerva mines, witli a capital of 
£800,000, but the result was also a disa[i|)ointment to 
him, as this venture did not meat with anything like 
the support that he had anticipated. 

It Is alleged that M. Rochette spent a very large 
sum monthly In "hush money." It Is stated that 
the money so paid amounterl on the average to be- 
tween ,t; -,000 and .Co.OOO iier montii. Some of his 
inlluential proti'ctors are said to havo beim In the ro- 
ci ipt of weekly allowances of £50, £00, and £80 
from the Credit MInler, and it Is alleged that but for 
tlioir protection Rochette would long ago have been

Never in the course of French linanclal history has 
there been such an extraordinary successful promoter 
as Rochette, the man of 32, who only a few years ago, 
was a cafe waiter and a barber's assistant. He seems 
to have been able to raise nil the inone.v he reipilred 
for everything he took In hand. He had not, however, 
been establlslied long enough to reach the period when 
siiareholders begin to complain, for his gre.at success 
as a linancier li is been all within tlie last tlire,; years. 

Three years ago Rochetie resided at a small I'ot- 
tage In a Paris suburb. Since then, however, he niad»« 
gigantic strldi's. The following list Is published of 
the c.,niijanies he has lloaied. showing a total capital

Efforts to Save Rochette

this or that political personage for or against Ro- 
chette.

Found Plenty of Money

Roehi'tte \v'as a man of Immense caiiaclty for work, 
beginning nt about nine o'clock' In the morning ami 
not returning to dine until ten n'cloi-k at niglil. So 
absorbeii was be in ills si-lo'iiios tiiat his motor-i-ars 
Wi-re (Itteil ii], with i-verx' e.in\eiii,-nr,' for working 
wlii'ii going b) ami from lb,- ,iHi,'e. Ills only recrea- 
lion, a rare ,iiie, seems to liiu'e been amateur .ictlng, 
.Mine. Rochette was a typewriter, and had been In his' 
employ. 

Curiously enough, Rochette's cell Is close to that 
of the diamond Inventor Lemolnc. 

At the time of his arrest Rochette was planning to 
consolidate the entire traffic system of Paris on a 
.scale and plan similar to that In Now 'Vork. Tho.se 
sciheraes, If carried out, would have Involved hini for 
tho next 12 months in an issue of stock and bonds to 
the ivaluo of l.ooo.ooo francs. It Is now asserted that 
the money paid for each new flotation was largely 
i^scd to pay the Interest on former Issues. He invari- 



ably declared high dividends, and thus kept the prices 
of his issues steadily on the rise. 
■ Even now he has a host of supporters who believe 
that tho arrested banker Is the victim of mallctoua 
enemies. In the group.s of excited and weeping stock- 
holders and depositors who dally assemble about tho 
stricken linanclal Institutions closed on the day of tho 
banker's arrest many declare tht^t If ho had been left 
alone his prices would have remalnod high and divid- 
ends would have continued to bo paid. 

Founded Flnnnci*! Papers 
Half a dozen newspapers were found<^d by Ro- 
chette. Utost of these are purely linanclal organs, In 
which dally leading articles appeared praising all 
the Rocliette enterprises and bitterly condemning all 
his opiionents. It Is .onid that his arrest was largely 
due TO the attention calh'd upon hlm.ielf by his at- 
tempt to secure the control ot the Petit Journal, One 
of the most powerful papers In I'^Yance. "^ 

l.'^or a long time Rochette conducti'd an active cam- 
paign against tho stoclc company owning the pajier. 
.As a result Ihe prices ot the stoeii listed on the 
Bourse depreciated a.!rno = t r.o per cent. It was then 
dlscoi'ered liiat Ilocliette's agents were busily engag- 
ed In buying in the depreciated securities. Th,' dis- 
covery led I.) an instant and thorough investigation 
of Rochette's numerous other financial schemes, with 
the result that he was iiromptl.v arrested. 

The banker, although represented as resorting to 
all sorts of tricks" and subterfuges to hood wink tho 
public, Is admitted to have been an ideal husband and 
a dutiful son. He built a fine residence for his father, 
and bought a magnlllcent villa at Biarritz for his 
wife. His habits were exemplary; ho never smoked 
or drank: went little Into society and spent all his 
leisure time with his wife and parents. 

In the Chamber 
The public excitement. Irritation, and alarm caus- 
ed by the Rochette crash found new vent In a some- 
what confused and heated debate In the Chamber of 
Deputies over M. Ceccaldl's Interpellatlcn regarding 
the conduct of the government In thiii affair. M. Dela- 
haye. Nationalist, almost dlroctly accused tho minis- 
try of being Influenced by parliamentary members and 
other Inlluential personages, who, as he alleged, suc- 
c'cded on several occasions many weeks ago in pre- 
vimtlng legal i,roceedings iig-aln.st Rochette In certain 
railway and tramway transactions. 

Tho fact that L'.'.O voted against an immediate dis- 
cussion while 3111 were in favor neiHl not raise suspi- 
cion, for very many in the lobbies basc.d their objec- 
tion on the ground that the debate was untimely while 
the legal proceedings were inly commencing ;iRainst 
the accused. At tlie same tinie a gr,'at sensation was 
caused, anil there was loud chei-rlng on tlie loft when 
the Interpol later said that tin. map-lstrates .'ind tho 
ministry of justice were long since aware of the ter- 
rible danger to investments amounting to 200 millions 
of francs, chiefly made by small tradesmen, emp'ioyes, 
and workmen, who now had lost their all. The efCoet 
of M. Ceccaldl's indignant denunciations was all the 
greater owing to tho fact that he himself had given 
warnings to tho Judicial authorities, whose non-in- 
tervention he ascribed to the pressure ot powerful 
personages. 

The whole scene was unpleasant, reminding one of 
the Panama episodes. The De|inties of the left and 
the extreme left listened in sorrowful silence whilo 
Brland pointed <:iut the extreme dlfUculty the min- 
istr\' of justice had in Initiating measures in earlier 
stages of affairs such as tills, and when ho declared 
that no members of parliament li.ad approached any 
minister in the interests of Rochette. but the House 
applauded when he announced that the government 
had in view ,a new law dealing with the oper.ations oC 
linanclal sociolles, for protecting tiie savings ot the 
poor, and for prohibiting niemhers ot Parliament fronv 
official connection with such associations. 

Journalist's Statement 
By far tho most interesting contrllnition to tho 
literature of this sensational affair emanates from .M. 
l^aur, who has sent a long despatch from Moultlera 
Tarantalsc to tho Matin, in the course ot which he re- 
lates that during a visit to Spain in June last year ho 
tounli out that the f.amous Nerva mines did not even 
exist. On his return to Franco lie showed this up in 
tho Echo des Mines, and so got Into very hot water, 
as he was maligned in print. Tills did not prevent 
him from continuing his study of other affairs in 
which Rochette was concerned, .with' the result that 
there were the same attacks on <himse)f. Circulars 
denouncing him were sent to advertisers In his tech- 
nical journals, with the Idea of bringing him to his 
knees, but he persevered and took no notice of these 
assaults on his credit. 

"As this lamjiaign left m,' mute the war of tho 
posters followed. I'iver.N' night tlie liouse in the Rua 
Hrunel, ill which 1 il\-e. and my printing olllce are 
covered with libellous or grotesque placards. ... I 
appeal to the authorities, who tell ine that It Is Im- 
possible to put a stoi) to this caniiiaigii as the law 
cannot get at it. .My family is assailed by men calling 
out th" iieaillines of the newspaper that attacks me. 
. . . While this is going on, roundabout projiosals aro 
made to Induce me to cease, for a magnlticent sum, 
my teciinlciil studies on the Rochette cmeerns. On 
my refus;il on T'ebriiary 3, aft.'r a survey of the spot, 
where I was in my ofllce, on the ground floor, a pistol 
is discharged in my direction. S,ime days later m.v 
printing oflice is burgled. .-\ll the cases are riimmageil 
for an hour and a half in the hope of finding cm- 
promising documents. Then, carrying audacity to It.s 
extreme limits. It Is Rochette who lodges a coiniilaint 
against me and who gets It heeded, whereas I failed 
to obtain attention for the burglary or tiie shot, so 
that search may be made at rny domicile, my ])rinting 
ohi,','. everywher,', a thing which I hope will be re- 
gar, b-d as m .nstr.ius. The same thing was obtained 
againsi ,i M 11, laehi rle, of Lille, who also dared to 
s|i. olv .if Itoi-lii tti'. So here am I i-omlng before the 
ixaminiiig i.ia gist i a t,' aft.r all 1 liav,. been through 
as d.-f.-iiilani witii K., eh, 'tie .is comn la i nan I ."

"I've finally accejited the directorshiji 
of the Metropolitan, and now 1 am 
being bombarded almo.st every da-, 
with urgent cables bidding me set mil 
for my new destination without ilela\. 
Hut you see its not jio.ssiblc till alter 
oar sea. ion clu.-es liere at the .Scaia. I 
am bound heri' by my <'outract, iiulle 
aj)art from uliicli It is not to be ex- 
pected that I slinuld run away from 
a posilioii 1 have now held leu years. 
My friends here have a big claim on 
my cou,«ideration, wiiile-jit is oiii\ dc-i 
cency. tliat I should leave affairs in 
perfect order for my successor."

Still, I can tell you something, due 
of my strongest points, as well as of 
Maestro Arturo Toseanini, who is cer- 
tainly our tlnesl operatic, conductor, 
lias been our iuiiistencc or. a perfectly 
disciplined orchestra. This has been 
the success uf tho M'lan Scala.

"Ill eoiumon \\iili tile be.--t inii.-ical 
taste of our da.\, my personal iiri l'-r- 
eiices are inti-iisei.\- Wagnerian. I 
'•'.oiild liiie to convert :ill freiiiieiiters 
and jiatrons of grand opera to \V:ik- 
ner. Hut our Italian audiences have 
no enthusluam for Wagner oie ras, 
though In our Wagnerian productions 
at the Scala no pains ha\ e been spared 
to attain as perfect a performance in 
every respect as Is possible. Opera- 
goers simply tolerate them because It's 
bad taste to do otherwise. They are 
bored by the excessive length of the 
acts. Of course I allude to tho great 
mtiss of ojiera-gocrs; and no director 
nor board of directors can afford to 
Ignore them for the mere select few 
who do fully appreciate.

I''ive ,\cars ago she iila.\ed them jic'mir- 
alil.w and was admired by all St. I'e- 
lersiiiirg. Hilt not long ago. sho fell 
under llie inllueiic-' of a new regissiair, 
.■Mr. .Meiiiioldt. a .\i-w Art fanatic, who 
sliiged lu-r jiuiys and dressed her fel- 
low lutiii-s so that they i-esembled 
mural tlecorations in a clieaii Berlin 
hotel. The .N'ew Art iiecame newer, 
more blatant than ever. ,iiid more out 
of place. Even In "lledda G.''...er," 
Komisarzhevsliy appeamd in a sinuous 
.\'e\v Art gown, with a snaky New Art 
belt straight from a cheap store on tho 
I'ricdrlchstrasso.

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SECRETS OF FALLEN EMPIRE. 

Memoirs of the Greatest Policeman in 
Europe. 

IFTY year.s nRo liuropo was 
in a political ferment. 
There was no Italy, no 
Germany; both were in tlie 
maidng. Not only ' national 
boundaries, but political 
systems were in the moU- 
ing pot. For a couple of 
generations it secnii il as 
easy to overtlirow a dynasty as It now 
is to upset a buslnc-ss concern. Tlio.sc 
Avcro llio (lays when younp men of 
brains and ooiiruKo tniintl the avenue 
to fame thrown oricn to everyone and 
it .seemed only their luck whether they 
found a fortuiui or a scaffold. Often 
they found both. 

Franco, and It.s capital, Paris, wln ri' 
one niiijlit havu lliout;lu tliat ui'.xt lo 
Britain sti.ady national devclopiiirnt I 
ou;;lit to have been iriost i)rimoiincod, | 
wa.s Iho theatre of the most draniatic ] 
upheavals. 'J'hcre ixilitical K^miljli-rs 
I>laycd tin- great c.-t stakes aiiil crim- 
inals dill their lilackcst work. This j 
period of wretclicil latrii^iii' coiiuidrs 
with th.' life of Xapole.Mi 111., wlio was 
raised to power and al'ti ruards to em- 
pire by th.>, rev.ilmlon of ISIS. Mon- 
sieur Claude, wlio ^vas I'liii-f cjf police I 
for the jjreatnr i>ari ot this remark- j 
able reifjn, was also, as niiyht be ex- i 
l)ected, the possessor nC many a j 
strange secret. I 

Claude was himself a rumai-kalile 
man. The fact tli.Lt he servid siiccos- 
sively in a position ot cf>niparati\-c- | 
trust, ,a monarchy, a repnbllc, an can- i 
pire, and another republic shows lliat! 
he must have posse.-'sfd a certain poli- 
tical astuteness tcj which be makes no 
claim in hla "Menioiis" iianslaled by j 
Katherlne Prescolt W'orinley, and just 
published by Constable & Co., limited. I 
Yet as ho himself tells U3 his character 
was that of the faithful sleuth hound 
rather than the ambitious self-seeker. 
Accordingly he was pre-eminently llt- 
ted for sueh a post as police agent. 
"I have had no other ambition than 
to follow the Indication of my mind 
and faculties, using them for the good 
of ni- country, satl.sfying my tastes, 
and securinir the safety of those who 
depended on me. A tenacious hunter 
of the most dangerous and crafty cri- 
minals of the city, my houndlns In- 
stincts cease the moment my prey is 
In the bands of justice. I take as 
much i)ain-i to lessen the hardships of 
a scoundrel's captivity as I took to 
capture hiiTi." 

He bosan life in an attorney's office, 
and thus 'early became acquainted with 
the Intricacies of the law. Ills local 
tralnlni; In criminal methods was 
gathered from his work as clerk to the 
court of the Seine— an oflice to which 
he was appointed at an early age, and 
where bis chief duties were to collate, 
verify, and correct the reports of the 
secret police. This wao invaluable 
training, the more so as It was precise- 
ly at this time that a great reform of 
the service took place. His know- 
ledge of both the old and the new help- 
ed to broaden his outlook. Previously 
it had been thought that the only 
practical police maxim was, set a thief 
to catch a thief, and that any man 
•who was to ferret out a den of vice 
must himself be half rascal. These 
ideas were now abandoned, and the ' 
foundation of better things laid by the 
creation of a staff of men who were 
scrupulous, vigilant, and, as far as i 
possible Irreproachable in conduct. 

In these days It was only a man in 1 
a subordinate position, or a master In 
the art of disguise who could hope to 
(jollect Information at Hrat hand. There 
w ere three groat parties — the Orlean- 
ists, the Boiiapartlsts. and the Bepiib- | 
llcans. Kaeh had their .>;ecrot agents . 
and Hccret meeting places, but In gen- I 
oral they tended to congregate In re- ' 
cognized haunts. "In every cafe and ( 
every restaurant the customers were j 
.assorted accordingly lo tliejr ways of ' 
thinking; and each was on its guard , 
against its adversarii-,;." It was im- 
possible, therefore, for a m;in of stand- 
ing to be seen In inililic with any but ' 
his own. set; otherwi.se he became a j 
.suspect. j 
■While lie was still yn\ing and un- ' 
known. Claude made it bis business lo f 
become acquainteil with tlie lurking 
places of tile criminal section of all 
Jiartles. The iuiowleilg.. he tlius ;ir- [ 
nuired madi^ him .a valuabl. man. He- 
sides, it enabled him (o ri-mli-r iiio- I 
nilnent men In all partii s signal sei - | 
\ iee in extricating th.-m freoii personal i 
dlflicultles. Tlielr gratitude was In 
return a guarantee of his safety un- 
der any possible regime. 

The manner In which he met Xa- 
pnleon III., his future master, was 
typical. It was during the reign of 
Louis Philllppe when Napoleon wa.s 
still without poiver. but busily engaged 
In the elaborate intrigue.s wlilch were 
destined to pav his way to power. 

One day when Claud(! was watching 
the execution of three criminals in the 
"pen square of the P.alais de Justice, 
bis attention was attracted by the pre- 
eiire of a very pretty young girl about 
se\"entecn or eighteen who seemed to 
have had some Int'mate relations with 
one of them. Sutldenly her attention 



was arrested by Clauibe .sjlio smiled. I 
asked him to come and se,^ ia-r that j 
night at a eerl.iin boi.ise in a certain!

This wa.i prc-lsely the kind of ad- j 
venture in whicli Cl.a'.iii.' (I.li2;lited 
and he di'i i-rm ineil to pres.-nt himself J 
lie recognix.erl the acidres'^ the girl ha 1 1 
gl\-en as ihat of a notoriou.'- eriniinal i 
haunt, a v.'lneshori of the lie,\,--t class I 
wh' re a series ot the foulest murders 
bad recenth- taken pl.ice. He wa.i I 
not aware, boufvrr. that it had any I 
pretensions to a jilace in politics. 

He h,ad not liecn in the tavern many 
minutes b.^t'ore an extraordinary oc- 
currence took plaec. It was evident 
that some enemy had lured him there 
as one to bo feared. He now m- 
rnembered that he had atatsd It as hla 
belief In one of his reports that the 
bodies of murdered persons were forc- 
ed through the cellars of this plaee. 
through a 'subterranean channel Into 
the public sewers, and thence Into ihr 
River Seine. 

As soon as ho was recognized by h s 
girl acquaintance of the morning, h<-r 
face became nend-llke and .she . 
screamed: I 

"There's the villain I lure,! iliis; 
morning at the scarioid. We nuist I 
wash his linen In the bloody—. Quick, , 
you fsHows, and as soon as he Is , 
chilled take him to the cellar he ltnow.s 
so well."

A group of men. armed ■.vi-\-. lung 
kr.lves, advanced arid .sel/.ed him. l'rem| 
tho first ho wilH powerless, for the 
whistle .%vitb which ho was to summon | 
tllB ioUce In case o£ danger, had been 



secretly removed. He was bound, 
blind-folded, and the steel of the exe- 
cutioner uplifted to strike, when a 
well-known voice e.vclalined over Ills 
shoulder: 

"iiliiougli, enough; N'lna Fleurette! 
Enough of this nonsense! Let my 
friend Claude alone! If you carry the 
thing too far, to teach him not to bo 
InciuUltive, I, and others, will punish 
you." 

On being released, he was suriirised 
to llnd hla benefactor to bo a well- 
known society leader, to whom he had 
prevlou.sly done some service. He was 
disguised as a workman, with dirty 
hands and face. More remarkable, 
howev(?r, was his companion, also oh- 
viously to his trained eye a man of 
high rank in disguise, whose uppear- 
iiiiee immediately transformed Nina 
i'^leuretto from a fury Into a smiling 
enchant resH. 

This he afterwards learned was the 
representative of the lionapartes, who 
was probably more at home in the 
lowest bell.s of I^oiidon and Paris than 
he ever became at the Palace of the 
Tuilerles. Yet there wa.s an element 
of greatness in hlin, and Clauile was 
forced to confess that ho himself 
"could riot escapu the tnsclnaliim of 
that \onng man, whose Impnssalile 
face, with Its almost grotesque fea- 
tures, exercised through It.^ eyes so ex- 
traordinary a power. This man — I 
divined him at first glaiua — • jilaced 
on the lowest rung of the social lad- 
der, might be the most d.-mg-rous of 
\-illaln.s; on the liigliest, lie might be- 
cumc 'he envied rU'al of the great, lie 
vas ti m tu subdue or to perish. 
Short -legged, with a long waist, he 
was framed llk.o those great birds 
which .are all body supported liy web- 
hed feet. He waddled as he walked, 
lUu; a viil! There was a mixture In 
this .vour.g man of the crafty bandit 
and the gentleman bandit. His coun- 
tenance, almost burlesque, yet attrac- 
tive, was not out of keeping with the 
corruijl faces arotind him. which It 
mastered while iiarni '.i./iii,i; e.i'.h 
them." 

It was always the same with this 
man. ilc could Intrigue with unpar- 
alleled .skill and aud.icH;.- : . gain a 
))osltlon, which he had not the char- 
acter U) maintain. He idotted to 
overthrow tin: (Jrleatiist government 
and establish n reiiublic; he plotted 
to gr.aft an empire on the n public. tind 
plotted to throw dust In the eyes of 
the people when his attempt to bluff 
Prussia landed him In a series of de- 
feats. 

According to Claude, whos(> position 
should have enabled him to jiidge, 
I'rance was governed during the em- 
pire by a sy.stein of intrigue and es- 
pionage, of which the eni|ieror and his 
Intimate advisers were themselves the 
head. "At this period the police were 
everywhere; they were In the army, in 
the press, ainong the bourgeoisie, as 
well, as among the lowest Parisian 
classes. They formed an invisible, but 
indl^isoluble, chain which led from the 
most Ignoble dens to the salonii of the 
Tuilerles. They spread througli Paris 
a vast crowd of spies, both men and 
women, whose mission It was to dis- 
cover the personal enemies of the em- 
pire." 

The headquarter.i of this secret ser- 
vice was known as the Chambre noire, 
or the black chamber. "The Informers, 
plotters, or bravl, who came to get 
their pay In this secret room for ser- 
vices rendered, had a singular way ot 
presenting an order for the sum due. 
They breathed on the glass of the door 
of the chUmbre noire, and then wrote 
their names on the mist left there, to- 
gether with the sum lo he ])ald, Read- 
ing this novel cheque, the cashier of 
His Majesty paid the nione\-, the i-i'-di- 

tor wiped off llle mist with the sleeve 

of his coat, and no trace remained of 
the passage of the .spy. who was never 
at the Tuilerles, a personage of low 
order." 

Claude's great'st achic\-enient was 
the arrest of the criminals who per- 
petrated the outrage on the emperor's 
carriage at the opera, in lsr>S, and j 
thereby caused enorniou.s loss of life,! 
though the members of the Imiierlal : 
family estaped witli Iheir lives. l.oii-| 
don was In tlioso da\'s tlii. refuge of all | 
haflled pidltlclans and murderous 
anarchists. Prom one of his lady 
friends ('laudi.' learned that a desper- 
.■ite attack had been planned there ;ind 
Ihat the agents had .arrived In Paris, 
Owing til seen-t pulitir.-il reasons lie 
was powerless 111 persu.aile the ofliclaks 
in high idaces to t.ikc the necessary 
steps to forestall the plotters He 
contented himself therefore with pre- 
senting a report on the situation, it 
turned out to be so able that when 
the outrage did take place all the 
erlmlnal,s were In the hands of the 
l>ollce before the stage performance 
was concluded or the last drops of 
blood from the slight wound on the 
emperor's forehead had ceased to flow. 
The plot ha.'* pa^ssed Into history as 
that of the Orslnl bombs. 

In spite of his many captures the 
mo.>it interesting pages of his "Me- 
Mudrs" are those which deal with his 
failures. There was aliout this tine a 
famous criminal who had long escaijcd 
the hands of justice. It came to 
Claude's knowledge that he had just 
returned to Paris and was living as 
a rich student in the Latin Quarter — 
then In the height ot Its Bohemian 
splendor. These were the days when 
the great poet Heranger was the Idol 
of the st;ig'>, till' university, and of 
everyone who read nr thought, most of 
all in the dl.strlct Just mentioned. 

c'laudo determined to make a per- 
.••■onal triumph over his victim, and one 
night he presented himself at one of 
the famous ballrooms, still in exist- 
ence, at the hour when dancing was .it 
Its height. "I had no dlfllculty In dis- 
covering my man. seated among a 
swarm of pretty girls and bewitching 
danseusCiS, whom 1 knew to be tho 
beauties most In vogue in tlie Latin 
Quarter. 

"Convinced that there are but two 
ways of getting the better of a cun- 
ning enemy — surprise and audacity — I 
walked straight to where my rascal 
was seated. I walked slowly with 
steady steps, my eyes on the eyes of 
my man. He was a dark-skinned 
handsome follow, with a face as bra^.en 
as It was cynical. I saw 1>\- an im- 
perceptible sign that he r.cogni/.ed 
ine. He turned pale — he w.'ls iriine! 

"1 was almost ii-ar • iiougli to eap- 
liire lilni, when : saw him bend to the 
ear of one of Wis companions. Instant- 
ly .all the girls .surrounJed iiie iind 
.-aoiul In a i iverish, excited, ardent 
phalanx before me. They formed an 
impenetrable barrier behind which my 
rascal escaped, while the whole swarm 
of beauties pressed eagerly upon me. 
crylne out: 



" 'Heranger! It Is Beranger!" 

"The magic name produced upon the 
\'ou til fill spirits there presented tho 
<>fYect ot an electric spark. All the 
dancers of the establishment stopped 
dancing and surrounded me with ac- 
clainationd; the students, the young 
girls rushed from the groves, some 
bearing bouquats, others glass In hand. 
I was literally covered wltli llowers, 
while the whole place rang with 
shouts, a hundred time.i, repeated, of 
'V'lvc Her.anger! Vive IJeranger!' 

"I was aghast, and yet I understood 
the trick of my clever scoundrel. On 
the r>oint of being coll.'ired by me, he 
had recourse to this shrewd game, 
which must li.'ive succeeded even bet- 
ter than he expected. I certainly had 
some points of resemblanci» to the il- 
lustrious song-maker, or the whole of 
students anil grlsfdtes In the 1-atln 
Quarter woulii not lia\-e falli'ii so read- 
ll\- into his trap. I -was ;is bald as 
the poi.t at that time; and at all times 
1 have had ;i. cert.aln good-natund 
syniini i bet Ic benevolence in my .ap- 
pearance, such as the portraits of Be- 
ranger show to this day. 

"W eir. If tho youth of Paris coun- 
tersigned the Intentional error of niy 
clever scamp. I owed it to the resemb- 
lance to tho poet. Though I was trick- 
ed. I was well tricked. It was not for 
me to own to these glddy-pates that 
I was not Beranger. but Claude, the 
policeman, the agent of all the prose- 
cutors, judges, lawyers, who. under the 
Uestoratliin had done so much harm 
to their lilol. I'or m\- dignity, as well 
as that of the poet. I could not destroy 
the pedestal th;U this brave and gal- 
lant youth had laised to its hero. I 
escaped from the ovatiini, which was 
liecoming delirious, under an avalanche 
of flo\s-ers. and while the orche.-'tr.a 
w.as playing, in my honor, the well- 
known air of Heranger's 'Ijisette.'" 

Needless to say, this adventure was 
not at the time made known to his 
cntifederates of the police. Something 
h.ad to he do.ne. however, e;irly next 
da\- when the newspapers .ajioounced 
that the poet had gone to revive bis 
genius amid the \ooi'' n( '•"ranee. 
Chaude determined to call uiion the 
aged poet and explain the e Irciim- 
.stances, at the same time askln.? for 
silence. He was received graciously, 
but at the end of his narrative his 
host was seized with a great fit of hi- 
larity. 

"My dear sir," he said, "I am no 
more Beranger than you were. If I 
take lil.s plaee and receive ills visitors 
occasionally, it Is to save him from 
importun.ate per.sons, coming from .all 
jiarts of I'Yance, who assume the right 
to force themselves upon lilm on the 
pretext of presenting their homage." 

Thus was the greatest police twice 
completely outwitted In twenty-four 
hours, — Ed Inburgh Scotsman.

Lord Cromer Finally Corrects 
eral Misapprehension, 

I-ondon, March 2t>. — ."Vccordlng to 
Sir llanbury Brown, In an address 
before the Society of Arts in London, 
the Assu.an dam will only be raised fi 
meters (Hi feet 5 Indies), and not 7 
meters (23 feet). It is staled, how- 
ever, that the increased submerged 
area will be 23 feet. it now appears 
that It was never Intended to raise 
the dam to the greater height, al- 
though the error was allowed to re- 
main uncontradicted and received 
wide circulation. Even Sir W. Wlll- 
eocks, whOFe Protestantism Is believ- 
ed to have had some Inlhience In his 
determined effort to destroy the 
temples at Pbllae, as well as all the 
Khedival ( leographlcal society who 
listened to his recent .address, were 
under the s.anie misapprehension, for 
which l^ord Cromer now assumes the 
responsibility. 

•lie was afraid thai he (l.onl 
Crom.a-) might l>e in soi.-.r respects 
responsible for the mistake Into 
whleli Sir ^^•illi:ull \\' i I Ic .eks. lie did 
not doulu. quite unwittliiKh- fell: for 
in ;i desiiatrh to the fondgn oflice, 
which was present<'d ti> iiarliamenl, 
he said, using the loose phrasetdogy 
of one who was in it an expert, that 
the Assiian ilani was to be raised by 
7 meters; he ought to have said that 
the water level was to be raised 7 
meters." 

Al the same meeting Sir llanbury 
Brown described how he complained 
to tlie minister of the Interior, an ap- 
pointee of Lord Cromer, that the 
governor of Asslout had reported 
frauds in tho contract system. The 
governor was summoned to Cairo and 
died suddenly.

.gand Is murder, murder morn or les.s 
ferocious, but munler only, and the 
first Is necessarily followed bv count- 
less others, as this is the brigand's 
only hopi. of Hf,.. 

After having despatchefl his first 
victim, lie at onee, without stopping to 
gather togellior any of hi; effects — his 
knife or rille he has with him .-dways — 
goes til a hiding place , in the moun- 
tains, .olreiuly selected for just such .a 
moment. I'"roin there, ■,vhen ihe oppor- 
tune moment comes, he picks off one 
or two of the dead man's or woman's 
relations, who, of course, have been 
Interrogated by the police, and In the 
first flush of their angi . are apt to be 
.somewhat rash. He goes on with these 
murders, which are easy enough In a 
small Isolated village of agriculturists, 
as he waits to find his victim alone, 
and then shoots hlin In the back, from 
lii hind a boulder. In this way he re- 
iIiiei'K the wdiole commimUy to niiject 
terror, and thus the carabineers have 
to dcriend entlrel\- upon tliidr own ef- 
forts; no one wdll give tliem informa- 
tion, it Is as mm li .as their lives are 
worth, and many will even mislead 
them. 

The brigand, who. up to the present, 
has livi d uiion his friends, now gets to 
work with blaekmall. and thereafter 
lU-e,s ro,N'alI\ —until die carabineers 
either succeed in e.ipturing him or in 
driving him out of the ciiiintr,\' II.,' 
has two forms of blaekmall, one for 
till- ileti, and one for the iionr.

Kli:napping is a 
favorite way of getting rdninler, as 
ransoms are scarcely ever refused, es- 
pecially when the letter of denianri is 
strengtliened by the inelo-^ure of !in 
ear or linger of the loved one who has 
mysteriously disappeared. If the po- 
lice are appealed to. the other e.ir or 
perhaps the nose of the prltoner will 
appear on tho brenkfa.ot table, without 
a word, mute prntPst — and who will 
risk that for the sake of vengeance <ir 
to save money? 

With the poor, the blackmail takes 
the form of tribute, somctlme.'i very 
high. The baker must give bread, the 
shepherd sheep, the agriculturist wire; 
the father his daughter, the daughter 
her virtue, the • brother silence, and 
help In putting carabineers off the 
scent. And so on, something Is asked 
of all, and refusal means death and 
the extermination ot the whole famib 

Thus tho votaries of the "Bku k j 
Hand" learn their trade In blackmail! 
and murder. The difference to whlc h \ 
they have to adapt themselvecs In ihej 
Hnited States are the environs. There i 
their work Is done either In the ell Irs, | 
where they must appear to work or 
have a trade, and to law-abiding rltl- j 
zL-ns, or among communities of Italian i 
workmen, which latter they find cas\- | 
prey. 

With all this ferociousness to hack j 
them tho brigands of Italy are still a 
force to bo reckoned with, but so far 
the government had thought of nothing 
better than the carabineers, who are 
a magnlflcont bodv of tdcked nil!ltar\ 
men. and as tenacious a.i bulldogs: all 
the brigands taken owe tlndr capture 
to them, and a failure only mak' -3 
them more determined.

Aljoiit two months Utter the 
geiitli man \v;is i-eadlng a (leriiian 
lii v.-sp.iper when, In u description rf 
a journey In Italy, he came upon the 
following passage: 

"One evening we had an aiUenture 
v.lth a brigand. We weri" bicycling in 
a lonely part when an Individual In a 
long, dusty cloak, suddenly sprang 
from the ground, and with a small 
iighied torch, which he flourished with 
furious gestures, demanded our 
watches. W e. with great agility. l)ut 
by the skin (d' mir teeth, avoided the 
ill- hitentiojii'd fellow, and shouting 
that We had no w.atcbrs. made off ;is 
f:ist as we could, whether followed 
or not wi; did iioi w.ait to see."

ed Its way out. 

The Lutiiie was originally a thirty- 
two sun French frigate, captured by 
Admiral Hood In 1793 during the oper- 
ations agaln.st tho City ot Toulon. Un- 
der llle British flag slio carried a crew 
of ll.'iO men and sho took her part' In 
.several engagements when acting aa 
convoy. On October 9, 1789, she made 
her last voyage under extraordinary 
clrcuinst.anccs. 

There v.ais a linaiicial crisis In Ham- 
burg, and certain London mcrcluints 
wished to send over a large quaiiti»li' 
of gold to suiipoit the credit of tho 
housi-s invoK'ed. Admiral Duncan, 
v.'iitliig from Yarmouth Roads to the 
Aiimiralty, explains the commission In 
these words; 

"The merchants Interested in making 
remittance to the Contim-iil for the 
support of tliclr credit having made 
appllralion to me for :l King's ship to 
carr.v over a (■onslderable suni of moii- 
e.\- on account of there being no paciuet 
for that jiurpiise. I comjilled with 
their request and ordered tho Lutine 
to Cuxhaven with the same." 

It Is recorded that the Lutine sailed 
from Yarmouth Roads In fair weather, 
but as .she approached the Dutch coast 
a heavy gale bore down from the nortli 
west. During the night she struck on 
:i road bank between the islands of 
N'lielanJ and Terschelling. lying oft one 
of the entrances to the Zuydc'r Zee, 
cadeil the Vile River. 

l-'isliernien 011 the shore watched her 
struggles on the lee shore, and from 
them comes the romantic tradition of 
the treasure ship, after hope ot rescue 
was gone, being lit up lirilllanlly and 
tlie sounds of revelry and singing com- 
ing throui'h the storm, until the lights 
siiddonly disajipearcd and tlii' laitlne 
was gone. iMan.v of the Lombard 
Strct hankers ;ire said to have sent 
reiji-eseiitatlves to accompany the mon- 
ey, but of the large crew and passen- 
giTs only one man, clinging to a spar, 
ceacheil the shore alive, and he died 
without speaking. The ship was Insur- 
ed at Lloyd's and the underwriters 
promptly paid the insurance for a to- 
tal loss. 

Salvage work began the next year, 
ii^nd as Holland was then allied to 
I'ranee the English und^wrlters had 
the chagrlft of hearing that £68,000 ot 
the treasure was recovered by tho 
nutcli. The operations were carried 
on with tongs, nippers and iron land- 
ing nets fastened to the ends of poles 
wrked by fishermen. 

In 1801 the wreck settled into the 
sand, and nothing further wa.s attemjit- 
ed till bSH, v.-heii the Ofneial Receiver 
of Wrecks at Terschelling landed a few 
coins. A company called the Decretal 
S.alvo'-K (still in existence) set to work 
In 1S21 by permission of the Dutch 
Government, but after spending si'veral 
thousand pounds abandoned the wreck 
lo the sand. The effort roused Lloyd's,' 
who apjilied to tln^ IDutch Government, 
with the result that the King of Hol- 
land ga\(' the wreck to George IV., 
who made It over to them. 

But after all this Lloyd's did nothing. 
In 1857 the accidental cnttingleniont of 
a liuoy chain In the wreck ledi t(« tluj 
discovery that It was once more free of 
sand, and by arrangement with Lloyd's 
the Decretal Sah-ors resumed opera- 
tions nnd brought up £41,000. The 
work was siispemb'd in ISolt owing to 
anntber shifting 

Further attempts were made ,-ind a 
few raUcs wore found; the'ii In I.S.Sfi 
about ii 11,000 worth of gold and silver 
coins were recovered, but no bars ci- 
ther of gold or sliver. From 1S94 to 
P.iOO various operations were tried, but 
only a few cidns tippeared. 

In 1907 a new <'oinpan.\- w.is formed 
and J. Oardner-Plood was appointed to 
conduct the work, but his efforts were 
frustrated by bad weather, which re- 
peatedly Interfered \\dtli the dredging 
and the anchuragi- of tbi' barges. 

Besid-'s the tre.isnre some \ ery In- 
tere.itlii:: relies of the l,,,st shlj. "were 
brought to lh.« surface and today can 
be seen in Lloyd's ijlllce. Her rudder, 
which was recovered in 1,S,t8, wa.s 
made into the cli.airnian's table and 
chair In the secretary's rooni, and her 
bell, bearing the ruyal crown and arms 
of the Bourbons and the Inscription 
"Saint Jean," has long hung In the un- 
derwriters' room and Is be.ird when 
the room Is cnlled to silence to hear of 
the "ijosting" of lost shljis.

New Effort to Recover* the Lost Lu- 
tinc's Treasure — Part of It Has 
Been Found. 



The two sunken lre:isure ships which 
liav.- most stirred the popular Imagiiui ■ 
li .u are the Sijanl,-,h Arniad.i ship .■\d- 
miral of i'dorenee, blown up in Tober- 
mory Rav.

THE CANADIAN WEST. 

H. B. Ames, M.P., Delivers an Address 
Before St. John Canadian Club. 

HE members of the Canadian 
Club enjoyed a treat, says 
the St. John Times, when 
H. H. Ames. M. P., of Mon- 
treal, lectured on the Ciin- 
adlan West. His address 
was ll!u.«tratod by about 
100 Umtern views showing 
scenes in the Canadian 
west, 'and depicting tho 
igrlculturai and Industrial life. Tho 
sjicaker urged the danger of dls- 
;)oslng of land too freely, point- 
ing out that In three year.s the 
free lands In the great fertile belt 
would all be taken up. 

The luncheon began at fi:15 o'clock, 
and an exceptionally large number 
were ])reycnt. The service was excel- 
lent. 

Dr. T. D. AVallcer, the president. In 
Inli'odticing the speaker, said Mr. Ames 
v,'as bringing a message from the 
West. He should be so treated while 
in St. .Tohn that be would take back a 
message of progress from the Hast. 
The i)resldenl called upon .Sydney 
13eckle>- to sing a song composed espe- 
i dally for Canadian clubs by a member 
of the Victoria club. Mr. Bcckley was 
heartily applauded. 13. Arnold Fox 
acted as accompanist. 

Mr. Ames was enthusiastically re- 
ceived. The first picture shown by 
liim was a map of the Canadian West. 
In beginning, the speaker said his sub- 
ject was one that should interest every 
member of a Canadian club. People 
often thought of tho Western country 
as merely a great plain for growing 
wheat, but It was a great deal moru 
than that. There was a magnlllceiit 
belt of coal, great opiiortunlties for 
general .-igrlculture were there, and 
farther north ii Ilsh producing region. 

Mr. .-Xmes then gave a brief sketch of 
the West from the purchase of Mani- 
toba in ISTo. I^Iany millions of money 
had been expended, but It had been 
paid cheerfully, a.t the jieople reali/-.ed 
that the land gave a great opportunity 
for the \-oung men and for a business 
outlet. 

The speaker then drew attention to 
the map, on which the fertile agrlcul- 
lural belt was marked In large squares. 
Tills extended from Winnipeg in Jlanl- 
toba west to Iildniontun. Farther 
north was marked as wood land, anil 
farther south the land was admirably 
adapted for grazing. Underlying both 
of the latter dlstrlet.-i was a belt of pro- 
ductive coal. Natuie had ividl endowed 
tho country to be the homo of a well- 
to-do and self-respecting people. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr Ames then took up each belt In 
det.ail, and thi; pictures iUuatrated lirst 
the timber belt. One view which at- 
tracted attention showed a field oC 
stacked wheat iidjaccnt to ;i grove of 
spruce. This wa.s In the picturesque 
country on the boundary between tho 
woodland country and the prairie. Pic- 
tures of piles of lumber ready for ship- 
ment were also shown. 

The views of the great agricultural 
belt aroused enthusiasm. A number of 
scenes from the streets of Winnipeg 
were lirst displayed, and were followed 
by \-iews taken in typical western 
towns. A scliooUiouse was shown an;l 
Mr. Amos gave a resume of school con- 
ditions in the west. One-eighteenth of 
the lands had been set apart and would 
in time be worth $60,000,000. This was 
why the school teachers of the east 
could be offered larger salaries to go 
west and taks charge of a small 
school. 

The idctures of the waving wheat 
fields and the plowing and threshing 
operations were then displayed, and the 
methods explained by Mr. Ames. He 
went into the system of disposing of 
tho lands. The system of survey div- 
ided the land Into townships of thirty - 
six sections each. Two sections were 
reserved by the Hudson Bay Company, 
two were set aside as school lands, and 
the C.P.R. were given odd sections. 
This left but sixteen sections In a town- 
ship on which sixty-four people could 
settle. In the great fertile belt there 
were now 90.000,000 acres of arable 
land. Of the even sections all but 5,- 
ooii.ooo acres had been taken up, and 
only 10,000,000 of the odd sections re- 
mained. It was little wonder that 
many were urging upon the government 
ciuitlon and almost niggardliness In 
disposing of the remaining sections. 

A number of views of scenes In tho 
grazing belt were also shown, and Irri- 
gation plans Illustrated. At the con- 
clusion of the lecture some views ot 
the Rockies and scenes In British Co- 
lumbia were thrown upon the screen. 



GERMAN FINDS AT BABYLON 

T/'aces of Three Walls Around the City 
Have Been Found 

Rerlln, -March :!1.— Researches which 
ha\-e bi-i n made by the le rm.'in l>rlen- 
lal assocliition at Babylon and Assur 
have resulted In the discovery ot 
what arc believed to be traces ot thu 
destruction of Babylon by King Scn- 
necherlb of Assyria, In C89 B. C. The 
German scientists were able to un- 
earth the so-calletl "southern castle" 
In Babylon, a splendid exnmiilo of a 
magnificent llabylonian royal p.T,lace. 
They have also ascertained that the 
'Wall of Rabylon" recently consisted 
of three \valls all built of clay bricks. 
The Inner wall v.as near 215 feet thick, 
then came a space of 39 feet; then a 
second wall llfi feet thick, then another 
space, and finally an outer wall nearly 

11 fei.t thick. 

Many . private houses wore unearth- 
ed which contal.-.ed valuable relics of 
the distant past. At tho greatest 
depths hitherto dug were found the re- 
mains of human bodies wttliout cof- 
fins, which, by their position, In some 
eases suggested they were skeletons of 
those who had been killed. Prof. 
Koldeway believes these skeletons ,arn 
those of till.' defender.'i of I3abylonfrom 
.Sennecherlb. 

The researches at Assur li.avo re- 
sulted In the discovery of ,a large por- 
tion of the fortification erected around 
the western outskirts of the town. The 
lengUi of the uneartlied fortifications 
Is about two iind .'i half miles. They 
consisted of clay and brick walls, also 
stone walls, baHtlons, and towers 
flanked by a deep moat. Tho investi- 
gation, of thai' Temple to the gods Anu 
and Adad has not been completed. — 
N. Y. Times' correspondent

vSir, — It seems right that sonie- 
thiny sliould be said in the ])ages of 
tlie Cambridge J\.evie\v ( wliicli re- 
cently pr-scntcd snch admirable accounts of 
the late Lord Kelvin's work and character) 
concerning the relations of this great man of 
science to the art of music generally and to 
Cambridge music in iiarlicular. h'or not only 
was music the intellectual recreation in wbicli 
lie too!< most idcasurc, l)Ut wliile the Cam- 
bridge University Musical society exists, so 
long will Lord Kelvin be remembered with 
gratitude by Cambridge nuisicians. He was 
one of the original founders anil early jiresi- 
dents of the society. He remained in close 
loucii witii it for 64 years, and he followed its 
later fortunes with undiuiinished interest, lie 
would ([iMte with satisfaction the sentence in 
CroN-e's (liclionary wliieh claims lor the C. U. 
M. S. a i)lace ot power iu the land, and to the 
last he took care that the concert tickets to 
which he was entitled as a member were put 
to a go, ,d use. lie was fond of recounting, as 
iio (lid with infinite humor, the circumstances 
under w hich the little" reterlnnisc society de- 
vejoped into the L'niversity Musical society, 
und liow the infant enterprise was nearly killed 
by a concert followed by a supper, followed in 
its turn by certain operations on the chapel 
roof. On the occasion of the next concert, to 
be lielfl in the Red Lion for want of room in 
college. tjjH' master would only grant permis- 
sion oircondition that the concert givers called 
thenisehes the L'niversity .Musical society in- 
stead of the I'eterhijusc society. The concert 
was duly held on December 8, 1843, and the 
band, n in number, acquitted themselves in 
Haydn's ist Symphony, the Overtures to Mas- 
anirJlo and Semiramide, the Royal Irish Qua- 
drilles, and Strauss's EHzabethen Waltzes 
the satisfaction of a large audience consisting 
almost entirely of gownsmen. 

Jiut the final transformation did not ap- 
parently take effect until the ensuing summer, 
when, at a concert held on May 2 with the 
sanction of the vice-chancellor, "the society 
agreed to change its name and to give to the 
iuii\-ersity generall_\- the benefit of a society 
which, small college though I'eterhouse he, 
it had cominencetl antl nobly carried on. Thus 
the uni\ersity can now boast of a musical so- 
ciety which, if not ec|ual to, is but very little 
behind the old-established amateur society at 
Oxford. Their origin was both alike; both be- 
ginning in small colleges and at last becoming 
patronised by the heads of the respecti\-e uni- 
versities. The programme included llavdn's 
"Siu'prise" Symphony, Mozart's Overture to 
the Xo/.ze (the best played item), Aubcr's 
Overture ta Lcs diamants de la Couronne, two 
glees, a violin solo by De Bcriot, the Aurora 
Waltzes, the Troubadour Quadrilles (Jullien 
was still a name to conjure with), and finally 
two comic songs, "The nice young man" and 
"Llerlin wool," rendered by J. 15. Dykes in a 
way that brought down the house. The critic 
of the Chronicle warml_\' applauds the selec- 
tion and general perlc)i-maiice, hut draws the 
line at the \\ altzes. 

The first ])residcnt nf the new society was 
G. E. Smith, of Peterhousc, wiiosc instrument 
was the cornet. He died in 1844 and was suc- 
ceeded b)- lilow, also of reterhousc, "a splen- 
did \'iolin ])layer" and 'cellist. When I'low 
vacated the president's chair the societv "pi'c- 
\-ailed oil thai spk-iidid frll')w. Thoni>oii, of 
I'eterhouse. to lake it, li will l)e no end of a 
feather in our caps," wroti' one of its k'cenesi 
members, "to lia\'e such a man as our repre- 
sentative in tile university." 

Walmsley joined the society and gave ii 
his blessing, saying it was "the most splendid 
affair since he came to the university," and 
other supporters were Macdomull. of .M;igda- 
lene. J. U. Dykes, of failiarine ll,-ill, and three 
1 'cterlioiise men. Ci'iiihe, .\. ,\ I'ulloek ;!nd !•'.. 
Cridge. ( )f iliese the .--ile -tir\-i\-or, though he 
was s(;me years senior lo tlu; rest, is the last 
mentioned, at this monieiU Hishop (]\. 1".. C\ 
of N'icloria, 13. C, who celebr.ited his goth 
birthday on the day of Lord Kelvin's death. I 
am permitted to <piolp a sentence from a pri- 
vate letter of the \-enerable liishop, written in 
1003, which throws some liglu upon the most 
musical Cambridge '-oHege of the forties. "1 
was pre-eni in ihe ymnu at reteihoust- when 
the l'niversity .Miisicil society had us he- 
ginning. 1 look [lart" (his i.istnimenl w.-is ihe 
'cello). ".Among other things we plaxed ihe 
"Caliph of Bagdad." What with rather a 
worn-out piano and the rawness of some of us, 
who al least did our best, few, 1 fear. woiiM 
lia\c i)rognosticaleil the renown which llu' so- 
riet}-, ihiis originaled, w;is ile.siined i.. allain. 
One name -^laiid.-. hiin iiiousl y in my niemorv 
as that of ihe uiaii who in niy judj^meni w;is 
the main author of its success. ... I m e 1 
not .say that Dykes is that name, L wa^ 
pleasant when, waiting for the time for the 
concert to begin, he would sit down at the 
piano, and with easy master}- of his subject — 
say, "Songs without Words" — with beaming 
face ever and anon e.Kclaim, "Is not that beau- 
tiful?" 

Mendelssohn w.is still alive, and it is na- 
tural that he, with Weber ;ind lleethoveii, 
.should be, as Lord Kelvin said .at jubilee com- 
niemoration of the society, "their gods." To 
these three Kelvin paid worshi]) throughout 
his lile, but most of all to Llecthoven. That 
master was to him as a piece of divine Nature, 
always, like Nature, demanding reverent at- 
tention, always repaying study wiih the gift of 
some new and unexpected, beauty. At a coun- 
try house where much music was made, and 



where l-<ord Kelvin used regularly to speitd the 
week .after Christmas, he always liked to have 
the new year played in with some Beethoven, 
and if it was the Waldstcin Sonata (a special 
favorite) so much the better. But the three 
names he cited at the dinner in King's in 1893 
as governing the taste of the young society 
(lid not represent his own pantheon. He would 
have added Schubert and Haydn, whose fun 
delighted him, and, above all, Mozart. I well 
remember hearing Lord Kehdn and the late 
l'ro\-ost of Oriel, Dr. D. I!. -Mouio, himself a 
Mozart enthusiast, eagerly capping quotations 
from the operas, and agreeing that in this de- 
partment, as in so many others, there was no 
one to compare with the writer ni Don Gio- 
vanni ;iii(l l.e .Xozze. For later tleveloi^mcnts 
in uutsic indeed he did not care. The follow- 
ing little dialogue (for the accuracy of whicli. 
1 am prepared to \'ouch, e\'eii if it did not 
bear the inwartl stamp (>{ truth) well illus- 
tra.tes his attitude towards the modern school. 
A pianist, whom we will call X, has just play- 
ed "the beautiful little Tranmerci, Op. 9, of 
Richard v^transs." Lord Kelvin, approaching 
the piano, loquitur: "The piece is by Richard 
Strauss, a contemporary German composer?" 
X. : ••Ve.^." 

L. K. : "Any friend of the Strauss family 
wiio wrote such excellent dance music?" ;]t 
will be remembered that the Elizabethen- 
"Walzcr were an item in the Peterhouse con- 
cert of 1843.) 

X. ".\one wliatever." ' 

L. K. : "Xo, 1 should not have thought so. 
lias he written much?" 

X.: "Yes, quite a lot, but this early work 
has an entirely different character and .style 
from his later compositions." . 

L. K.: "Indeed! Do you know if there 
was any cause to account for this? We al- 
ways look for cause with effect." 

X. then gives a short account of Strauss's 
abandonment of classical models and his de- 
velopment along the line of the synijihonic 
poem inaugurated l)y Liszt, upon which I.,. K. 
remarks. 'A'erv interesting." I'.xeunt. 

AX'itlK'nit a (loubt Lord Kelvin \voiild have 
gladl}- signed the famous protest of Brahms 
and Joachim against the "Xcw German 
School." 

Probably 7ew men alive today have ever 
heard Lord Kelvin pla}' the horn— he was sec- 
ond horn in the Peterhousc band, and used to 
come up from Glasgow lo Cambridge to l)car 
his ])art till '47. In later life he \v-as cr)ntcnt 
to be a hearer. But wdiat a bearer! Ccrtaiidy 
his scientific sense and passion for exact know- 
ledge entered largely into his enjoyment. An 
accomplished violinist writes to me of the char- 
acteristic courtesy which the man of science 
displayed in talking with the artist about in- 
tervals and the difference between major and 
minor tones and the way that jierfect instru- 
ments answer to the real difference. But that 
hi' felt keenly the aesthetic and emotional ap- 
peal of the art can be doubted by no one who 
ever sal beside him in the music room. His 
pleasure was unmixed and undisguised. He 
used to give a laugh at passages he liked even 
if he had the little green note-book in hand 
and was actively carrying out some abstruse 
calculation, and the performance of (say) a 
flcellioveii iioslhumous (piartct would draw 
from him long deep sighs of satisfaction no 
less ex'pressiv-e in their ways than the counten- 
ance of Joachim as he played it. With that 
great man Lord Kelvin was on terms of inti- 
mate and reciprocal affection, and the illness 
and death of his friend added sadness to the 
sad last \-car of his own life. It is indeed small 
wonder that each was attracted !)y the other, 
inv ihev \vere essentia!!}' alike in the nuxturc 
of simplicitv and greatness that tnarked them 
both. To each might be applied with truth, 
and with a meaning beyond the writer's inten- 
tion, the words in which Berlioz defmcd mu- 
sic : "art d'ctnouvoir par des combinaisons de 
.son les hommes int( lligenis et uoues d'organes 
spcciatix et c.xerces,"

A YANKEE TRICK IN- FRANCE 

Clever double-dealing, especially in me- 
chanical devices, is supposed'by soiiic to be a 
specialty of Amcrican,s, but ;[pparently the 
.French arc "creeping up," as Whistler said. 
Here is a man from Lyons whose "wireless" 
system of power development lias turned out 
not to be wireless at all. vSays Cosmos (.Paris, 
February ist) in an editorial note: 

"l-'or several months past there has been 
discussion — rather too much of it- — of the dis- 
covery of an engineer of Lyons who is said to 
have succeeded not only in transmitting elec- 
trical energy wdlhout wires, but in collecting 
the surrounding electricity on the route of his 
waves, in such fashion as lo obtain i.)ow(;rful 
effects at the receiving station, though em- 
ploying at the outset a sm*ll . citrrent. It 
should be noted that there is nothing in com- 
mon between this scheme and the tele-mechan- 
ical devices of liranly, v.dio, less ambitious, is 
content with obtaining, at a distance ruid at 
will, by means of Hertzian waves, the control 
of devices that are powerful in ihemscl\-es, 

"I'uhlic credulity is si.) immeasurable that 
jicrsons of eminence Iiave received this new 
extravaganza witli joy and have conlrilniled 
considerable sums toward its development. 
Some of these, however, finally demanded con- 
vincing proofs, and experiments were carried 
out near ]\Iarseillcs, which at first were highly 
successful. lUit when a skeptical engineer 
lof)ked into them somcwdial closely be discov- 
eret!. to the general dis;i])])ointment , that the 
wdiole thing was a trick. The machine that 
was supposed to receive the energy from a dis- 
tant station completely isolated from it diti, in 
fad. receive it, but by means of metallic con- 
ductors liidden in the legs of the table on 
which the apparatus rested. * * The superb 
invention was nothing but a prestidigitator's 
trick. 

"Several years ago in the I'niled St.atcs an 
inventor announced a motor whose whole en- 
ergy came from the vibration of a plate, deter- 
mined at first by a 'second wave, and Ihcji 
taken up by the machine itself (apparently re- 
ferring to the celebrated Kcely motor.) 
The trials aroused enthusiasm'; money 
poured in — and it was finally discovered that 
the device was simply connected with a iivVa- 
in the basement. The recent expeidments are 
of the same order, and ihis revelation must he 
our answer to several correspondents udio 
have been reproaching us wdth neglect of the 
ingenious invention of the man from Lyons.

T a meeting of the Japan society hcLl 
at HQ iian.over scpiarc, Mr. 'i'suneo 
Alatstidaira, third secretary of ilie 
7./'nLV?V. J ^M''^'"-'-"^^ embass}', read a p;i[)er on 
iij/l-yiiS "Sports and Physical Training in 
Modei'ii Japan." 'I'here was a large 
attendance, ;ind Sir Albert RoUit presided. 
In the course of his paper — 
which was illustrated . by lantern 
slides — the lecturer staled that the main fea- 
tures of physical training in the schocjis were 
compulsory militarv drill, on the one b.and, and 
fencing, judo, and l);i.-^eball, on the oilier, which 
wi-Tc pr.aclicecl ^•ohmt;lrily ever\' day after les- 
sons. These were suppleniemeii by swimming 
,and boating during the holidays. Reserve of- 
ficers of the army, assisted by sergeants, were 
ttsually aiJi)oinled military training instructors 
to the schools, and service rifles of an ohl ])at- 
icrn were jirovidcd by the state. Once or twice 
a year the students were organized into b;it- 
talions or comiianies and, fully eqttipped with 
arms and anununition. were taken into the 
counlrv for a week m- so, under their officers, 
fiu' manoeuvres under true military disci])line. 
("niversal .service being in force, all men be- 
tween 17 ami 40 years of age were under the 
ol^igation of military service in the Kokumin- 
gun, or national army, if called up in a time of 
emergency. So far, however, it had. not been 
necessary to organize the national arms in time 
t)f war, and consequent!}- it was impossible to 
say whether the military training given in ilie 
schools would have any effective result in actual 
warfare. But for its main purpose of physical 



develoiimcnt il bad proved very successful. lit 
fencing the practice sword was made of bam- 
boo and liad a handle .about I'foot long, which 
w.is lield !)y the fencer witli both hands. Japan-' 
ese experts were of opinion tliat this method o£ 
using the sword with both hands was more ef•^ 
fective in real combat than the European prac- 
tice of wielding the weapon with one hand only. 
Judo was a modified form of jujitsu. The pur- 
l)Ose of jujitsu was by clutching or striking 
some p.art of llie opponent's body to render him 
incapal)le of resistance. Tlie purj)osc of judo 
w.as mainly pb.ysical culture. Swimming was 
also a national sport in Japan. Boatiiig, of 
Western origin, had become very popular with 
students. But among the crowds at the regat- 
tas of the various schools not a single member 
of the fair sex was io be seen except as a 
chance passenger in a passing steamboat or 
ferry. In Japan ladies did not; go in for !)oat- 
ing. The .\merican s])ort hascbail had a great 
vogue. l''o(iil)all had also been inlp:iduced, I)ul, 
it liad not become so popular as boating or 
base!)all. Tennis was a favorite amusement 
among (|uiet students and young ladies. On 
the whole, Japan was very fortunate in regard 
to climate, beautiful sunshine ])revailing all the 
year round, so that outdoor sj^irts were not 
marred Ijy naliu-al conditions, excc])t by occas- 
ional rain. A \'ote of tlianks was passed lo tlie- 
lecturer, on the motion of Mr. W. Crewdson, 
chairman of the Japan society, seconded I)y 
Count Mutsu, of tlic Japane.'^e emliassy, and 
supported by Mr. East, A.R.A. — London 
Times. , j'
